— Ve wuncient Viſtozies, of the 
| A famous Cmperours of Conſtan- 
\ |j #:nople do recoꝛd, that the eight 

> V,i/11 Cmperoz ſucceeding Conſtan- 
tine, the founder of that aunci- 
ent and famous Cittie, was na- 
med Remicius, who gouerned 
x40 l ding honour : as not onelie his 

[= =Z3S=2@q]] enbiectes intirelie looued him, 
but of the kingdoms about him he was ſo feared and reue- 
renced, that his Empire increaſed moze large then in the 
time of his Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs. This Remicius was of ſuch a 
p2incely and munificent nunde, Tem Kmght what euer 
| 3 came 


1 he famous ruttorie 
eame into his Court, without verie honourable receife and 
- bountifull rewardes : exp2efſing the god nature of a vertu⸗ 
ons Pꝛinte, whole deedes were helde of no fmall reckoning 
amongſt his verie enemies. He maried with the King of 
Hungaria Daughter, a P2inceſſe fo2 witte and beautie, e- 
quall with any of her time, which cauled her to be lo eſpeci⸗ 
allie loued of her Loꝛd the Cmperour , as hee altogeather 
gaue ouer þ exerciſe of Armes: notwithſtanding, his Court 
did not diminiſhe one iote ol the fozmer gloꝛie foꝛ god and 


hardie nights, but dailie increaſed in ſuch ſoꝛt, as he toke 


great delight to haue vong Painces, Knights and Gentle⸗ 
men, nurtured and educated from their verie infancie in his 
Pallice, eſpeciallie after the Cmpzeffe had bꝛought him a 
Sonne, which was named Caniano, at whoſe birth was no 
little reioycing th2ough the whole Empire. Within two 
peeres after, ſhe was like wiſe deliuered of a godlie Daugh⸗ 
ter, named Griana, who growing to fourfeene preres of age, 
was of ſuch rare beantie and fingnler god grace , as thoſe 
that behelde her, eſteemed her foz the chicfeſt pece of wozk- 
manſhippe that euer nature framed. | 

Heereupon it chaunced, that Tariſius Sonne to the King 
of Hungaria (who had beene bzought vp in company with 
the yonge Pꝛince Caniano) fell into ſuch amoꝛous conceite 
of the yong Pꝛincelle, as hee denoted him ſelfe onelie to her 
ſeruice, veing vnable to conceale pobiec of his affes ions, 
but that time made her acquainted with the canſe of his al- 
teration. Manie meanes he founde to entiſe her god opini⸗ 
on towards him, but the tarrpinga religious zeale to loue in 
fome other climate, made no reckoning of his unpoztunate 
and dilligent ſeruice, which dꝛewe a Hell of toꝛmentinge 
thoughts vppon Tariſius, femg his ſute and ſeruite ſo deep- 


lie deſpiſed. Neuerthelefſe, (to campaſle his intent) he de⸗ 
fired his Cozin Caniano, to cauſe a Tryumphe bee publi⸗ 
thed, whereunto all Knights might be ſummoned, as well 
ſtraungers as others: not doubting but hee ſhould ſpede ſo 
well in deedes of Armes, as thereby hee might deſerue the 

— * N loue 
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lone ofthe faire Griana, and ſo afferwardes make meanes 
by the Cmpzeſle to demaunde her in mariage, all which her 
concealed from his Cozin Caniano: who verie gladlie didde 
conſent to what Tariſius had requeſted ,. watching opoztu- 
nitie to finde the Cmperour his Father at leyſure , when 
he made his highneſſe acquainted with the whole enter- 
pꝛiſe, of hunſelfe and his Cozin Tariſius, deſiring him that 
all Knights might haue warning fo2 pꝛeparation, againſt a 
day the next Moneth appointed foz the purpoſe, The Cm- 
perour was verie well pleaſed with his Sonnes requeſte, 
accounting himſelfe highlie honoured by his demaunde: 
whereuppon he cauſed Heraulds of Armes pꝛeſentlie to bee 
diſpatched, to ſignifie his intended Tournament thꝛough al 
Countries farre and neere. In the meane while Tariſius 
coulde not reſt daie noꝛ night, but ſtill endeuoured to da 
what he iudged might pleaſe the Pzincefſe Griana, to wh6 
as pet he had not vttered the effect of his longing deſire, al⸗ 
beit, by exteriour actions he dailie made ſhewe ſufficient of 
his toꝛmenting paſſions . But it lo fell out not long after, 
that one date in her walking he had ſoꝛted her alone from al 
the other Ladies Gentlewomen, in a plate connnodious 
fo2 a Louers diſcourſes, where falling from one argument 
to another, the furie of his oppꝛeſſions imboldened him ſo 
far, that at length he bꝛake with her in manner folowing. 
Madame, vou are not ignoꝛaunt of the honourable — 
bly, that is appointed at the feaſte enſuing, when J hope to 
reteiue the oꝛder of Knighthode , and if if ſhall ike you to 
thinke ſo well of mee, as to graunt mee one requeſt, eaũe e⸗ 
nough fo2 vou to affo2de me, perſwade your ſelfe that J ſhal 
unagine my foꝛtune equall with the happieſt Knights that 
euer liacd,in that it may be the onelie meane, whereby 7 
ſhall entoy the p2ize and honour of the Triumphe. Griana 
knowing affuredlie that Tarifius bart ger great affection, 


as haue befoꝛe rehearſed, returned him this aunſwere, 


In ſooth Cozin, it would pleale me meruailous well, to bee 
tie mcane of ſo god foꝛtune as you pꝛomiſe your ſelfe. Ne-

ame thing,befoze J knowe what is deſired. When Tariſi- 
us vnderſtode her modeſt excuſe, he perſwaded himſelf that 
hethould nowe obtaine that of her, whereof vntill that in⸗ 
ſtant he had liued in deſpaire: whereuppon, the teares ſtan⸗ 
ding in his eyes, he began in this manner. J humblie be⸗ 
ſeech you god Madame, to take in woꝛth what J am to ac- 
quaint you with, foz when J determined to ſmoother my 


greefe in ſecrete, the extremitie of my affection grew to ſuch 


a ſurpluſage, as it bꝛake the ſtringes of my thoughts almoſt 
bowed foꝛ euer ſilent, to reueale that to vou which my ſelfe 
dare but reuerentlie thinke, ſuch is my feare to diſpleaſe 
you : otherwiſe, Jknowe no meane canne warrant me 


from ſuddaine and cruell death, ſo ſetled is p vnſpotted lone 


J bare vou, which when J ſtriue to ouercome ; and my ſelfe 
allo, the moꝛe J would decreaſe it, the moze it augmenteth, 
and that ſo ſtrangelie, as while you are in pꝛeſente, my ſpi⸗ 
rite foꝛſaketh euerie part of mer, to liue in you onelie. Foz 
which cauſe J haue determined (if you thinke it god) to re⸗ 
queſt you of the Emperaur your Father foz ini Wife, and 
if he regarde me with ſo much honour: the Nealme of Hun. 


garia may well challenge, and my ſelfe like wiſe, the higheſt 


roome in earthlie felicitie, hauing a Miſtreſſe of ſuch vn⸗ 
ſpeakable qualitie. Jn the meane time, if you pleaſe to be- 
ſtowe on me ante Jewell oz fauoure,commannding mee to 
weare it as your Knight and Seruaunt: you ſhall wel per⸗ 
ceiue how aduenturous lone will be in defence of my right, 
by the aduantage J ſhall recouer in the vertue of a gifte ſo 
acceptable.

Jfthen Tariſius was dꝛiuen 
into a quandarie, wee neede not meruaile: wherefoze trou⸗ 
bled as he was, and not caring greatlie whether hee went, 
he entred the Empꝛelle Chamber, where thee and her Son 
Caniano ſtmde conferring togeather, without ſaluting the

ter ſighes, as the Empꝛeſſe hearing, was ſomewhat moo- 
ued therewith,doubting he had either receined ſome greate 
inurie,o2 els coulde not pꝛouide humſelle {@ ſuffictentlte as 
he would fo2 the Triumphe, wherupon ſhe left her Sonne, 


and calling Tariſius aſide, thus began with him. Nephewe, 


J le you verie melancholie, which makes me to iudge, that 
you want ſome needefull thing foz the Tournament, which 
my Sonne hath cauſed fo be publiſhed.

| the beheld Tariſius moze wiſhlie then ſhe had done befoze, 

and perceiued the teares to trickle down his chekes, which 


made her mo2e deſirous to knowe the cauſe of his greefe,but 


his hart was ſo confounded and ſhut vppe in angmth,as her 
could not ſpeake one wo2d to her. Neuerthelefſe, the Cm- 
pꝛeſſe, who loued him as her owne Sonne, founde ſo manie 
meanes to perſwade him, as in the ende he diſcloſed p lone 


he barg to Griana, and the aunſwere like wile which ſhee 


made him: whereby J am aſſured (quoth he) that nothing 

but death can ceale my toꝛments. The Empzelle (who of 

her ſelfe did manie times determine to make that _—

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age) perteiuing nowe hotve fitlte the occaſion offred it ſeife, 


began to reſolue on the conſumation thereof : and to con- 
tent her Nephewe, in excuſing the Pꝛinceile Griana, ſpake 


as followeth. Do you Nephewe millike the aunſwere of 


my Daughter? bel&eue me therein ſhe didde but her dutie: 
fo2 the cannot diſpoſe of her ſelfe being vong and vnder con⸗ 
troule, but the Emperdur and J, whom you ought firfte fo 
make acquainted with your requeſt. But fince J perceine 
how you are affected, I pꝛomiſe vou J will confer with my 
Loꝛde the Emperour, and hope to pꝛeuaile ſo well in the 
cauſe, as you ſhall ſpede of that vou moſte deſtre. As they 
continued theſe diſcourfes,they were giuen to vnderſtande 
by a Meſſenger, that the P2ince Florendos the Ringes ſon 


ol e acedon was newlte arriued, with a bꝛaue companie 


of nights. But his comming fo the Emperour was not 
as his vaſſaile oz Subiect, becauſe the kingdome of N ace- 
don was at that time no way beholding to the Empire, but 
onelie to (ce the faire yong Pꝛinceſſe Griana, the renowne 
of whoſe beautie and vertues had ſo peirted his thoughtes, 
as befoꝛe he ſawe her, he loued and honoured her, ſo that foz 


this cauſe onlie he iournied to Con i aurinopic, where he was 


verie honourablie entertained bothe of the Cmperour and 
his Sonne Caniano as alſo of the Empꝛeſſe and faire Gr:- 
ana, who oftentimes hearde him reckoned and eſteemed as 
mongſt the moſt honourable and gracious * that li⸗

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Howe the Empreſſe conferred with the Emperour ,as con-

Which when the Pilots and Parriners perteiued, not 
ons amongſt the but greatlie reiopced at this god foꝛtune, 
but chefclie Gamezio, who perſwaded himſelf p his Gods 
had ſent him thether, that the moſte noble + floꝛiſhing Cit⸗ 
tie of the wozld might fall into his handes : whereupon the 


windes ſomewhat appeaſcd,and the Seas calmcd,he aſſein 


bled the chiefe and pꝛincipall Captaines of his Armie, and 
thus began. 

My god freendes, J beleene aſſuredlie, 5 our great Gods 
would not ſuffer vs to arriue in ¶ lexandria, becauſe wee 
went againſt them of our owne Law and Religion, but ra⸗ 
ther it liked them better, that we ſhould add2eſſe our ſelues 
to this Countrie of Chꝛiſtians, either to ruinate it altogea⸗ 
ther, oꝛ at leaſt to bꝛing it vnder our obeyſance. Therefoꝛe 
J am determined fo2 this time, to defer the reuenge of the 
miurie, which the King Calameno did to the Soldane, and 
as much as in me lyes unploy my foꝛces in conqueſt of this 
Countrep: foꝛ which cauſe,J deſire that cach of you would 
particularlie encourage your;people,aſſuring them {if wee 
can conquer this Cittie) the riches thereof will counter- 
uaile their paine and trauaile. The Captaines failed not 


to atcampliſh their charge to the vttermolt, 3 
uerie one pꝛeſentlie to Armes: ſo pꝛouiding their Shippes, 


their Cnſignes t all thinges els needefull foz their defence, 
B.ii. : they 
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they hoyſed their ſailes, making towards p Shoare, where 
with ſuch p2ounfion as they had they toke landing, making 
ſuch a noyle with their Dꝛummes, Trumpets,x Clamozs, 
as was heard with no ſmall feare in euerie part of the Cit⸗ 
fie. Neuertheles,they were recemed with better reſiſtance 
then they loked foꝛ, as following the diſcourſe of the _

e was this huge Ar⸗ 
l mie on the Sea, diſcouered by

A| whereupon the rumour aroſe ſo 
greate, as the people ranne on 
heapes to defende the Hauen, 
where the Poꝛes thought to 
haue made their firſf enfric. In 
g the meane while, Caniano, Ta- 
— risius, and the other pꝛintipall 

Knights, with their men of Armes, put themſelues in equi⸗ 
page, doꝛaynning their Armie in ſuch warlike maner, as 
nowe they marche foꝛth of the Cittie, to ſuccour thoſe pla⸗ 
ces where the Moꝛes gaue moſt cager aſſault. The Pꝛince 
Florcndos bteing left behinde, made no little haſte to gã⸗ 
ther his companie, and as he galloped with them by y Cm⸗ 
perours Mallace, hee eſpied the Painteſſe Griana ſtanding 
at her Chaniher windowe, caſting manie aruefull looke to⸗ 
wardes the Gaics of the Cittie, which fo deepelie peirced 
the gentle P2inces harte, as unmediatlie hee ſaide within 
himſelke. e Beauen * either will J die this 
day,

day,02 remmue the greefe that ſeemeth ſo neere to touche 
you. And with this reſolution he gaue the ſpurres to hys 
Poꝛſe, when it was not long befoze hee got among  thic- 
keſt of the Mooꝛes, where he behelde the enemie ſo ſtrong, 
and the Chꝛiſtians fo weake, as the day was like to pꝛooue 
dangerous and diſmall. Fo2 the Pꝛince Gamezio, was c- 
ſteemed one of the beſt nights thꝛough all A/, and that 
daie hee behaued himſelfe ſo roughlie amongſt the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans: as ſoth to ſay,they were enfoꝛced to retire towardes 
the Cittie. Which when the Emperour behelde, who re- 
mained with no great ſtrength to defend the Cittie, he was 


not a little greeued to ſee his inen turne their backs on their 


enemies, and diſperſe themſelues in ſuch fearcfull and dyſ- 
maping ſoꝛte. But Florendos, and the Pꝛince Caniano v⸗ 
ſed ſuch meanes, as they got them ſwne in aray againe, and 
returned on the enemie with a freſh and hardie charge. Ta- 


riſius ſhewed himſelfe verie valiaunt t aduenturous, ſtry; 


uing by all the meanes he could to equall the Pꝛince blo- 
rendos, who that daie gaue teſtimonie of moſt rare exploits 
ſo theſe thꝛee noble Gentlemen paſt from rancke to ranck, 
ſending all to the earth that durſt withſtande them. Game 
zio ſeeing his menne ſo blodilte ſlaughtered on euerie fide, 
meeting with Tarisius woulde take reuenge on him, deliue⸗ 
ring hun ſuch a cruell ſtroke on the heave with his ſwozd, 
as do wne he fell to the grounde ſo aſtoniſhed, as his ene⸗ 
mie might euen then haue ſlaine him: and ſo hec had done 
but foꝛ the Pꝛince Florendos, who ſering the Moꝛe àuaun⸗ 
cing himſelfe on his Stpꝛrops, to reach a full ſtroke at Ta- 


risius on the ground, lifted him quite out of his ſaddle wih 


his Launte, and bare him fo rudelie therc wich to the earth, 

as bꝛeaking his necke with the fal, he gaue vype the ghoſt, 
Wlhen the Þw2es behelde Gamez io their General Caine, 
and the Chꝛiſtians maue ſuch hauocke of them, theyꝛ harte 
fayling them to make further reſiſt, lied fo {alt as they could 
towards their Ships, when had not the night to ſwine pꝛe⸗ 
uented them, not one had eſcaped death o2 taken pyfiner,

notwithſtanding,the greateſt part were put tothe ſwo2de, 


diners making hai to get awate by boates, were dzowned - 


in the Sea, and manie of account bꝛought backe pꝛiſoners, 
thus with vic toꝛie returned the Emmperours power to the 
Citfie, So manie of the Moꝛes as cſcaped to thep2 ſhyps, 
being not a little glad they were ſo farre from their ene⸗ 


mies: ſette ſayle and returned to wardes the Soldane, to 


whom they declared the ſiumme of theyꝛ mil foꝛtune, as al- 

ſo the death of his Sonne Gamezio, which fidinges made 
him well nyc mad with rage and anger. But bee ing old and 
traʒed with ſickneſſe,he could not goe in perion to reuenge 
his death, which made him vowe and ſweare, that ſo ſoone 
as his other Sonne came to pteres to beare Armes, he wold 
ſende hun with ſuch a puiſſant ſtrength, as eaſilie he ſhould 


- dcffroy the Cmperour e his Countrie: in the meane time, 


he ſent the raunſome to redeeme them that were taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, where we will leaue the Soldane, and returne to 
Caniano and the other Pꝛinces, who beeing nowe come a⸗ 
gatne to the Cittie, the Cmperour hauing hearde the wo2- 

thie ſeruice Florendos had done that ſame dap(and how he 
had reteiued ſome fewe daungerous woundes in y battaile) 
ſent foꝛ him in all haſte that might bee to his Pallace, be⸗ 
cauſe his owne Chirurgions and Phiſitions ſhoulde haue 
care of htm. So was Flerendos b2ought very honourablie 
to the Pallace,and conducted fo a Chamber beſeming hys 
eſtate, where the Cmpzeſſe and Griana came pꝛeſentlie to 


viſtte him: to whom the Pꝛince Caniano recounted, howe 


Tarisus had bene flame by Gamezio, but that Florendos 


ſtepped betwerne his death and him, but (quoth hee) the 


Moꝛe ercuſed Tarisius, foꝛ in my pꝛeſence he gaue his laſte 
farewell to this woꝛld, ſo that nowe we may late the vico- 
rie is ours, albeit befoꝛe it hunge in hard ſuſpence. While 
Caniano continued theſe and ſuch like ſpeches , Griana 
caſt manie a ſweete loke on the Pꝛince Florendos;and hee 
aunſwered his obiect with the ſelfe (ame meſſengers of hys 
hart: thus contented they their ſeuerall paſſions with ſuch 
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modeſt and vertuous regarde, as none pꝛeſent could ſuſpect 
their ſecrete meaning. The Empꝛeſſe and her Daughter 
- courteouſlie taking their leaue, Florendos and his Chirur- 
gions we leaue a while togeather, they to apply medicines 
to his woundes, and he theremembzaunce of his Miſtreſle 
to his hart. On the moꝛrowe the Cmperour with his nobi⸗ 
litie rode fw2th of the Cittie, to ſe the ſlaughtered bodies, a⸗ 
mong whom they founde Gamezio, who was eaſily known 
/ by the richnes of his Armour, which Caniano cauſed to bee 
taken from the deade bodie, and bꝛought fo Florendos as 
the deſerte of his frauaile : when the Cmperour himſelfe, 
(the moꝛe fo honour him) made pꝛeſent thereaf to Florens 
dos at his returne, with theſe ſpeech?s. My noble Tozin,by 
your valour and Knightlie pꝛoweſſe, haue J had the vpper 
hand of mine enemies, may J but liue to requite thy good 
deſarts, J ſhall account my ſelfe happie and foztunate:not- 
withſtanding, account of meas thy Liinlman and continual 
frende,and bee there ought in my power ſhall like thee to 
demaunde,on the faith of a Ling J vowe to giue it thee, 
Florendos moſt humblie thanked the Emperoꝛ, as well 
fo2 the great honour he did him, as alſo foz his large 4 boun- 
tifull pꝛomiſe, wheron he builded ſo aſſuredlie, as he almoſt 
accounted faire Griana fo2 his owne: who with the Em 
pꝛeſſe her Mother came dailie fo viſite him, by which 
meanes theyꝛ mutuall loue encreaſed moze and moze, and 
Florendos recouered his health in the ſhozter time, when 
he ſolicited the Emperour with this (ute following.

J neuer hitherto (quoth the 
Pꝛinteſſe) had other opinion of ther, liſten nowe therefoze 
what J ſhall commaunde ther. J haue vnderſtode fo2 cer- 
taine Cardina, that the grizuous ſicknes of the Pzince Flo- 
rendos, is cauſed by verie earneſt loue which hee beares to 
me, ꝛ foꝛ J account it great pittie to looſe ſo god a Knight, 
do ſo much as take the paines to goe to him from me: and 
ſaie J deſire him to bee of god cherre, and if there bee any 
thing in my power may do him god, J will gladlie accom- 
plich it, as ſhe that loues him as her own ſelfe, and to aſſure 
him thereol, ſaie J ſende him this Ring, which J wyll him 
to keepe as a pledge of my loue. Madame (anſwered Cardi- 
na) Foꝛtune ſp&de me ſo well, as my paines may giue eaſc 
to both your paſſions: and might my ſentence like you Pa- 
dame, J knowe no night ſo wozthy your loue as Floren- 
dos. Goe then (ſapd Griana) and returne againe ſo ſwne as 
thou canſt. So went Cardina ſtraite to the lodging ot the 


Pnꝛince Florendos, at the entraunce whereof, ſhee met the 


Oeance Caniano ſo heauie and penſine ag might I : 
e 
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he perteiued his Friend to tonſume awaie euerie day moꝛe 
ſtept aſide,and would not be ſerne of Caniano : who beeing 
gone,lhee went vp to the Chamber;where when ſhee was 
readie to enter, ſhe hearde the Pꝛinte cdplaine in this ſoꝛt. 
Ah pooꝛe wꝛetch, muſt thou needes dic without anic hope 
of remedie? And as he would haue pꝛoceeded on, Cardina 
ſtepped to hun, and after ſhe had ſaluted him,ſaid fo him ſe- 
tretelie, that the Pꝛinceſſe Griana had ſent her to him, to 
vnderſtand of his health, and belene me god P2ince(quoth 
the) J neuer ſawe Ladie ſo ſoꝛrowfull foꝛ your ſicknes, as 
the is. She commendeth her ſelfe to your honour moſt har- 
tilie, and hath ſent you this Ning, as an earneſt of the loone 
the beares vou, deſiring you to bee of god cheere and comfozf 
pour ſelfe, becauſe the deſires to ſe you, to confer with you 
of matters that concerne you bothe neerelie. Theſe wozdes 
ſo rauiſhed the ſpirit of Florendos, as a god while he doub- 
ted, whether he dꝛeamed, oꝛ that hee might giue credite to 
what he hearde : fo2 albeit he knewe the meſſenger ſo well 


zs anie in the Courte, pet coulde he not perſwade himſelfe 


that hee was fo foꝛtunate. At length (betwerne hope and 
. dilpayze) he tooke the Ring, which he entertained with ma- 
nie deuoute kylles, and embzacing Cardina ſo well as hee 
coulde, thus anſwered. Alas my ſ werte freende, may it bee 
polſible that my Ladie hath ſuch regard ol him, who neuer 
was able to dw her ame ſeruice Doubt not thereof my 
Loꝛde (aunſwered Cardina) and if you will declare your 
lone anſwerable to hers in vertue, pou muſt giue teſtimo- 
nie thereof by comfozting pour perſon, that ſhe may ſe you 
ſo ſone as may be. Ah fayze Uirgin(quoth he) let my whole 
life be imploped, in what ſhall like her dmine nature to cõ⸗ 
maunde me: and J aſſure vou, that theſe tydings hath bzea 
thed ſuch newe life into my verie ſoule, as alreadie J finde 
my ſelfe wonderfullte chaunged, pea, and that in ſuch ſoꝛte, 

as befoze thꝛe daies bee paſt, I ſhall attende her — 


will with ſeruiceable dilligence. In the meane while, 3 ſhal. 
C.uy. deſire 
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deſire you faire Freend,fo let my ſoueraigne Piſtrefſe vn- 
derſtand, that A kiſſe her highnefſe hande in humble duetie, 
and had ere this giuen fare well to this life, hadde not her 
ſwete regard called me againe from death. Thus parted 
Cardina from the Pꝛinte, taking her way ſperdily towards 
Griana, who longed not a little to heare from Florendos, 
whom ſhe had made Lozd of her gentle affections.

Howe Cardina recited tothe Princeſſe Griana , what 
ſpeeches had paſt betweene her and Florendos, and of 


the counſell shee gaue her Miſtreſſe, to conferre with 
him in the Garden ſo ſoone as he was recouered. 


6 8 Ardina thus diſpatched from 
I<T Florendos, made no little haſte 
I towardes the Pꝛinceſſe, who re⸗ 
mained all this while ſilent in 
her Chamber, and no ſoner per⸗ 
A ceined ſhe Cardioa to enter, but 
the demaunded if Florendos re- 
ceiued her token in god part oz 
no. Beleue me Madame (anſwe⸗ 
| red Cardina) J thinke you neuer 
did anie thing in all pour life, whereby pou coulde obfaine 
moꝛe honour and applanſe, then by that you vouchſafed to 
doo at this inſtant, faꝛ in my iudgment you haue perfoꝛmed 
à miracle, in giuing him life that was in the very tawes of 
death. Then from point to point ſhee recounted the talke 
paſſed betweene them, firſt howe ſhe founde him in þ midi 


of his regrets,and laſtlie what meſſage hee had ſent by her. 


Thus while Cardina continued her diſcourſe; euery woꝛde 
fooke hold on the gentle hart of the Pzinceſſe,and wounded 
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her with ſach pittifull regarde of the Pꝛinte his toꝛments: 
as what the deſired inwardlie,thee ſhaddowed with mode- 
ſtie, as lothe to receiue ſhame in her loue, hauing caryed her 
ſelfe with ſuch honour all her life, quoth ſhee to Cardina. 
Yowe might J (god Seruannt) eaſe this waightie opp2eſ- 
ſton 2 Uerie well ( ſaid Cardina) whe Foztune alloweth op- 
 po2tunitie. But thou knoweſt (quoth Griana) a P2incefſe © 
as A aum, to be ſene ſecrete with ſo bꝛaue a Gallant , dooth 
greatlie hazard my life and honour. As fo2 that Madame, 
(fatde Cardina) my Siſter can better aduiſe you then J, 02 
any that J know, by her meanes may vou ſpeake with your 
night, the bꝛaueſt Gentleman in the wo2ld,and one who 
J know: is ſo farre denoted yours, as hee will rather looſe. 
his life. then impeache your honour anie waie: and other⸗ 
wile then in lopaltie to make pou his Ladie and wyfe,J am 
well aſſured he loueth not, which loue (Madame) you may 
well entertaine. Returne then Card ina (quoth the P2in- 
ceſſe) to my Loꝛde F lorendos, and aſſure him that ſo ſoone 
as he is recouered, J wyll come and ſpeake with him, in 
ſuch place where we map well aduenture: and deſire hym 
as he loueth me, that it may bee with all conuenient ſpede. 
Cardina without ame further delay, wet with this meſſage 
to the Pzince Florendos: who hartened himſelfe ſo well 
vpon theſe ſpeeches,as within ſire dayes he found himſelfe 
thoꝛowlie amended, whereof the Emperour and Caniano 
hys Sonne, was not alittle glad: but Tariſius was ſcant 
well pleaſed thereat, foꝛ he had cõceiued a ſecrete icalouſie, 
becauſe he was ſo earneſt in affection towards Griana, who + 
by her Mapd Cardina had warned Plorendos, that p night 
following he ſhould tome into the Garden, whereinto her 
Chamber had a ſecrete entraunce, and there woulde he and 
ſhe conferre of their loue, without ſuſpicion of any. Ploren- 
dos ſeing theſe affay2es ſoꝛt to ſo god ende, purpoſed what 
euer happened, not to fayle the time t᷑ place: which made 
him thinke this day a vere in length, ſo long hee looked and 
deſired foz the night. But nowe _ withed howꝛe is _ 
Ko h 0 0 en 
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when Florendos with his Cozin Frenato (who was pꝛiuie 
to the Pꝛintes ſecrete loue) departed from their lodginges, 
and tomming to the Garden, they ſawe the wall was veric 
high and harde to climbe, not withſtanding, greater thinges 
are poſſible to Louers, chefely when a cauſe of ſuch waight 
ts in hand, ſo that in ſhoꝛt time Florendos had gotte the top 
of the Mall, and afterward went to the place where Gria - 
na Tayed his comming, who had no bodie with her but Le- 
rina, Siſter to Car dina, to whom likewiſe the thozowly be⸗ 
w2ayed her ſecrets. De hauing eſpied them, tune and fell 
on his knee befoꝛe the Pꝛinceſſe, but ſhe tooke hun vppe in 
her armes, embꝛacing hun ſo ſwertlie: as Lerina withdꝛe w 
her ſelfe amongſt the Zrees , not with ante intent of feare 
to diſpleaſe them, but with a ccrtaine kinde of greefe which 
oucreame her, that ſhee wanted a Freend? fo parficipate 
with her in loue, as her Miſtreſſe hadde, befoꝛe whem Flo- 
rendos beeing on his knee, ſayd. Made ine, by vertue of pour 
tommaundement J am thus bolde to enter pour p2eſence, 
pcclding mv whole abilitie to vou, as to the diuine Goddeſſe 
that hath ſheelded me from death, which grace ſeeing pour 
pꝛincelie nature hath affo2ded me, my lift foꝛ euer htereaf⸗ 
ter remaines at pour ſoueraigne pleaſure: the vnfergned 
pꝛomiſe whereof, binde to you by irreuocable vowes, but 
eſpetiallie by my faith, p onelie oꝛnament of a true Knight, 


that J deſire no longer to bꝛeathe this ayꝛe, then to honour 


your name with my continual ſeruice, foꝛ life without ve ur 
grace and fauour.is moꝛe p2keſome to me then a thouſande 
deathes. Bitt by pour fauour mp Lo2de (anſwered Grians) 
howe oꝛ from whence bath this hote loue ſpꝛunge, let mee 
knowc I deſirc vou? Madame ( ꝙ he) as J haue heretoſoꝛec, 
ſo at this time J aſſure you, that in my natiue Corntrie of 
Al acedon, J hcarde the renowne of pour excelling beauty, 
at which veric inſtant J dedicated my ſelfe onclie pours: 
and euer ſince continuing in this religious ſeruice, J haue 
ſo confidentlie ſet downe my reſt, in gracious regard of your 
ſwerte ſelfe, as being yours in ſeruicc, J hue, if otherwise, 
I 
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A die. In ſoth ſaid(ſaid the Pꝛinceſſe) I ſee the you haue gi ⸗ 


uen pour ſelfe wholie mine, and ſo Jam well contented to 
accept you. Then Madame (quoth he) to ſealc p aſſuraunce 
of this diuine fauour you haue done me, let mec intreate to 
kille thoſe ſweete lippes, that delinered the ſentente J haue 
long loked foꝛ. TUhich to grant, thougheloꝛ mode ſties ſake) 
at firſt the ſceincd daintie, vet at length looue had ſo ſuppet 

zed her, as he needed not ſtriue when no reſiſtaunce wasofs 
fered, Thus with tcarcs and ſoleinne kyſſcs, they bꝛeathed 
into cache gthers ſoule, the mute arguments of their loue, 
and faire Cynthia amiablie fauouring this delicate encoun- 
ter, added ſuch courage to the minde of this louelie Chant 


pion: as bꝛeaking his Launce in the face of Venus, hee be⸗ 


queathed the ſucceſſe of his deuoire to the gracious alpect of 
that Planet. And among a number of ſoft and ſweete loue 


ſpeeches, he diſcourſed to her his talke with the Cmperour 


her Father, howe he had requeſted her in marriage, ho we 


he erculed his conlent by the pꝛomiſe he had made befoꝛe to 
Tariſius, thꝛough the dailie and earneſt perl waſions of the 


Empꝛeſle. Mot withilanding (quoth he) in reſpect vou haue 
not conſented thereto, J hope they thall finde themſelues 
farre beyonde their reckoning. Powe foꝛ the Pꝛinceſſe, the 
neuer knewe that Tariſius had laboured to haue her to hys 
Tife,becauſ, e ſhe made ſo light account of him, as ſhe wold 
rather die then conlent thereto, whereuppon thee returned 
Florendos this aunſwere. The Cmperour my Father hath 


reaſon to thinke hardlie of my other, and great diſcrevite 


will it be to her, to pꝛocure my mariage againſt my wil, fo: 
neuer ſhall J conſent thereto: and therefoꝛe my Loꝛd J̃ de⸗ 
ſire pour aduiſe, how J map pꝛeuent this enſuing daunger. 
Madame (anſwered Florendos) my deuiſe is layd already, 
ſo pleaſe you to accept thereof': J will conuey you hence ſe⸗ 
cretlie, and bcfoze the Emperour oꝛ any one know of it, in⸗ 


to my Countrey of A acedon, where J and mine ſhall en⸗ 


tertaine you with great and reuerend honour, and vou ſhall 
be our gracious Lady and Painceſe, "Dy. me (layd 9

it is doubffull in ſuch a iourney what daungers may hap- 
pen, not withſtanding, hauing vowed my ſelfe onlie yours: 
be it to the lyking oꝛ diſlyking of my Father and Mother. 3 
had rather bꝛeake thꝛough the ſtraights of a greater ha- 
zarde, then be foꝛted to marrie hun, wheme while J line F 
can not like, therefoꝛe do you erpecte the aduauntage of the 
time, and J will aduenture with you whether you-pleaſe, 
Madame (anſwered Florendos) continue you this reſoluti⸗ 
on, and referre the reſt to my charge, which pou ſhall ſee ef- 
fected ere thꝛee dates be paſt ; in the meane while J entend 
to take my leaue of the Emperour your Father, with this 
excuſe, that the King my Father commaundeth my returne 
home,fo2 which tauſe J will ſende my traine befoꝛe, reſer⸗ 
uing onelie but tenne of my beſt Knights to accempany me. 
Foz that (quoth Griana) dw what you thinke beſt, & with- 

out ante further expecting me in this plate, tertiſie nie how 


things happen by your Cozin Frenate, 02 my aide Car- 


dina. But nowe you ſee the daie beginnes to bꝛeake, wher⸗ 
foꝛe let me deſire pou to depart, that no ſtandall oꝛ ſuſpition 
ariſe of cur meeting. Florendos kiſſing the Pꝛinteſſe hand, 
though longer hee woulde haue ſtapde) humbly tooke hys 
leaue, and by the helpe of Lerina, hee got ouer the Mall a- 
gaine, where Fienato ſtaped his comming, to whem when 
he was entred his lodging, hee imparted the appointment 


bet werne him and the Pꝛinceſſe, deſiring him to diſcharge 


his traync, except ten of his beſt appzoued Knights, to help 
hun if any hinderance pꝛeuenked his intent: as foꝛ the reſt, 
they ſhould be going on befoꝛe, and ſfay his cemming at an 
appointed place,th2e dates tourney from Conſtantmople. In 
the mo2mng he awaited the Cmperours cemming ab2oad, 


to whem he ſaid, that he had receiucd Letters from p King. 
his Father, with expzefſe commanndcment to make ſpeedy 


returne home: therefoꝛe my good Lo2d (ſayd hee) J deſire 
to depart with pour fauourable lyking, and in reſpec J map 
not contrarp where J am bounde to obey, J intend to moꝛ⸗ 


row to let fozward on my iourne p, alſuring pour highneſſe, 
that 
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that in what place J ſhall chaunce to come, J am yours in 
lopall and faithfull ſeruite. My god Cozin (aunſwered the 
Cmperour) J giue you thankes with all my hart, foꝛ p he- 
nour vou haue done me with your gentle pꝛeſence: and if 
vou haue occaſion to vſe mee in ought, vou ſhall perceute 
howe highlie J loue and eſferme of vou. By Loꝛd (ſaid Flo- 
rendos) J deſire to deſerue the great kindnes J haue found 
alreadie: ſo taking his leaue, the Emperour embꝛated hun, 
and as he iſſued foꝛth of the Chamber, he met the P2ince 
Caniano, of whom he tooke his leaue like wiſe, who defired 
him to ſtate the oꝛ foure dares lõger. In which time there 
came to the Courte certaine Ambaſſadours, which p Ringe 
of Hungaria ad ſefit to the Cinperour,to conclude the ma- 
riage betwerne his Donne Tariſius and the Pꝛinteſſe Gri- 
ana, the Duke of Gramay being thœfe in this Embaſſade, 
who was accompanied with manie Knightes and Gentle - 
men of name and actount, to whom the Empꝛeſſe gaue ve⸗ 
rie gratious welcome, in that thee had pꝛiuatlie pꝛotcured 
this their comming. As theſe Ambaſladours entred d great 
Chamber, Caniano and Tariſius who accompanted them, 
perteiued Griana to withdzawe her ſelfe aſibe very ſad and 
mellanchollie: whereupon Caniano came vnto her (great⸗ 
lie abaſhed at her angry countenaunce) and thus hee began. 
Fayze Siſter, at this time when you ought to ſhewe the 
moſte cheerefull countenaunce, vou are moꝛe ſadde then of 
long tune J haue ſcene pou: me thinkes you haue god occa- 
ſton to be merrie, ſeeing the Cmperour my Father hath pꝛo 
uided you fo bꝛaue a Yuſbande, as is my Coʒin the Pzince 
Tariſius, who J am ſure loues you as his owne life. Ah bꝛo⸗ 
ther (quoth ſhe) J knowe not what ſhould moue him ſo to 
do, ſeeing J neuer thought fo well of him: and moꝛe gladlie 
could J entertaine mine owne death, then bee conſtrained 
to loue where J cannot. Theſe woꝛds did Tariſius eaſily vn 
derſtand, notwithſtanding he made ſhewe as though he did 
not: but going to the CEmpꝛeſſe he deſired her to ſtay there 
with the Cmperour , ſeeing the Ambaſſadours were teme 
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- from the laing his Father, that what was begnn as concer- 


ning him and Griana, might nowe be finiſhed accoꝛding to 
her pꝛomiſe. Uppon this occaſion „ the Empꝛeſſe callcy 
Griana aſide, and with ineothe and ſwerte ſpeeches began 
fo bꝛeake with her, howe fo2 her god lhee had induced the 
Emperour, to giue her in marriage to her Coin Tariſius, 
and what honourable aduantage ſhe ſhoulde receiue there⸗ 


bp: wherefozc faire Daughter (ſaide ſhe) reſolue your ſelfe 


with childlike obedience, to thinke well of that pour Pa⸗ 
rents haue determined . All theſe perſwaſions coulde not 
dꝛawe one pleaſing woꝛd from the Pꝛinteſſe, but ſhee excu⸗ 
ſed her ſelle ſtill, by the deſire ſhee had to remaine as ſhee 
was, and rather then to marrie ſhee would take a religious 


life vpon her: with which woꝛds ſhe bꝛake into ſuch teares 


as the Cmp2eſle was conſtrained to leaue her alone, not 


doubt ing to finde her the next time in better tune. Griana 
then conſidering with her ſelle, how ſhe ſhoulde be cnfozced 


at length to yeelde, whether ſhe woulde oz no, if Florendos 
did not the ſwner accompliſh his enterpꝛile: called Cardi- 
na vnto her, and ſent her with this charge to Florendos, 


that that pꝛeſent night he ſhoulde not fayle to mete her in 


the Garden, where the wold be readie to depart with him, 
otherwiſe he ſhould neuer gaine the like oppoztunitie, with 


which meſlage Cardina departed,

; | " mo2e and moꝛe, ſette pzinte ſpices 

to watch eneric night, who went in + cut at the Pzinceſſe 
Chaber, and albeit of long time his laboꝛs were fruſtrate, 
pet at length he and his ſpies perceiued, how he whome hee 
molk enuied, mounted the Garden Wall where the Pzin- 
ceſſe lap: foꝛ Florendos hauing left his companie without 
the Cittie, actompanied with Frenato, and both of the well 
armed, he pꝛiuilie returned againe fo the Pallace, thinking 
about midnight to carrie her away , fo2 whoſe lone hee had 
that himſelfe into this daungerous hazarde. Thus hauing 
left their Hoꝛſes wout the Citie with their Pages, æ being 
come to the Garden Wall, Frenato helping the Pꝛinte to 
get vppe, Tariſius and his men, who vnhappilie lay there 
in ambuſh, ran violentlie vpon him, crping all aloude, kyll, 
kill theſe villaines that woulde diſhonoyx the Cmprrours 
Pallace, At which woꝛdes, Florendos arBFrenato ſeeing 


themſelues diſcouered, pꝛeſentlie dꝛewe their ſwoꝛdes, and 
beganne to laie about them verie valiantlie, Florendos gi⸗ 
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ning Tariſius fo cruell a ſtroake on the heade, that hee fell 


do lone to the ground as he had beene dead, and two oꝛ thꝛeꝛr 


ol his companie with hum: which when the reſt behelde, 
they gotte ouer the Mall, and running with great clamour 
into the Cittie, crped, helpe helpe Tariſius, who Florendos 
(ſeeking to rob the Emperours Pallace) hath cruelly mur- 
dered. This noyſe was heard by Griana, Lerina, and Car- 
dina, who were in the Garde ſtaying foꝛ Florendos, which 
did ſo ainaze the hardieſt of the thꝛee, as they knewe not 
what countenance to ſette on p matter: eſpeciallie Griana, 

whom this feare had ſtrooken into a deade traunce, but Le- 
rina and her Siſter taking her vp in their armes, conueyed 
her into her Chamber, and ſoone after into her bed, when 
retouering her ſelfe, in extreame werping thus ſpake, Alas 
miſerable w2etch p J am, doth Foꝛtune employ al meanes 
ſhe can fo2. my deſtruction? well, let her do the vttermoſte 
ſpight thee can, foꝛ I am well aſſured befoꝛe it be long, that 
death ſhall tryumphe aboue all her diſcourteſies. Cardina 
ſceing her ſo weepe and wzing her handes, and as it were 
readie to fall into deſpayꝛe, began to perſwade her in thys 


ſoꝛte. Padame, it is no tune nowe to vſe theſe extremeties, 


foꝛ Gods lake learne to couer pour paſſians: to the ende the 
Emperour may not defect vs, being aſſured that as vet we 
were nat percetued , and if you can but content pour ſelfe, 
all this tumult will ſoone be oucrcome. J pꝛap thee (quoth 

Griana) leaue me alone, and goe ſœ (if thou canſt) what is 
become of Florendos, that J may know whether hee be ta⸗ 
ken oꝛ ſlaine. Do went Cardina, ę ſtanding among others, 
as one that knewe nothing, behelde all. During this hote 
tumult, Frenato ſeeing trouble encreaſing moze and moꝛe, 
followed the matter with ſuch dilligence, as he got Floren- 
dos fozth of the thꝛong, and the darkneſſe of the night was 
ſuch, as they eaſily compaſſed to get out of the Cittie, where 
their Pages ſtayed with their Hoꝛſes, wheron they moun⸗ 


ted and ſet on away. But the Pꝛince Florendos would ma⸗ 


nie times haue returned backe againe, lo lothe was hee to 
leaue 
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leaue her whom he loued ſo deerely,fo2 being out of all hope 
to ſex her againe, he eſtermed his life of no valus az account. 
In which umpatiente, he rent his comelie locks of haire, and 
haled his fleſh with great violence , whereuppon Frenato 
thus ſpake to him. Why howe nowe my Lozde ? wyll you 
in ſeeking honour wound your ſelle with ſhame, oꝛ in argu⸗ 
ing your lone fo your Ladie,endaunger her life? defire you 
to looſe your ſelfe,and her alſo fo2 euer? Beleeue me Cozin, | 
this vente hardlie beſcemes vou, that the ſubtill dealing of a 
cowardlie Kmught,ſhould make you thus to foꝛget your fell. 
No no god Coin, it is now no time to declare theſe ſhewes 
let vs therefoze make ſpede to our compame, and if vou 
- thinke god, we will ſende one ſecretlie backe to the Cittie, 

to vnderſtand the ende of this troubleſome bꝛoyle, and wee 
in py meane time may ſet foꝛ ward towards N acedon. Ah 
ſweete Cozin(quoth Florendos) vou ſpeake as the inan that 
cannot compꝛehende my toꝛments, thinke you it is poſſible 
foꝛ me to liue, leauing that rare creature in ſuch perl, foz 
whole loue a Mell of greefes hath martired my ſoule? By 
- my knightlie faith J ſweare, that death is a thouſand tunes 
moꝛe welcome to me, then to be maiſtered by this one con- 
ceit, that I ſhold line an hower out of her gracious leruice, 
Mell well Sir (ſayd Frenato) what you may not do now, 
referre till better conyemience,and let vs ſet on befoꝛe the 
date light deſcry vs: other wiſe, in ſeeking to defende Gria- 
na, your ſelfe ſhalbe witnes of her repꝛoche and condenma⸗ 
tion. Florendos perteiuing his Cozin did aduiſe him foz the 
beſt, was well contented to be ruled by him, ſo giuing the 
ſpurres to their Yozſcs,fkaped not till they ouertoke y reſt 
of their companie: when he viſpatched an Eſquire pꝛeſent⸗ 
lie backe to the Cittie, ccommaunding hun ſtraightly to di⸗ 
rect ſone to the Ring his Fathers Court, the ſucceſle of e⸗ 
uerie thing that happened in his abſence. ; 

But now to returne where befoze we left, Carcina had 
not long ſtaide in this hurlie burley, but ſhee perceiued the 


Cmperour was ryſen, who in all haſt cauſed his Guarde to 
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arme themſelues to helpe Tariſius: foz by this time hadde 
the two Knights which eſcaped, aduertiſed in the Courte, 
that they tooke Florendos as he was climbing the Garden 
wall, to goe to diſhonour the Pzincefſe Griana , At which 
repoꝛt ths Cmperour was ſo moned,as he went in greate 
furie fo his Daughters Chamber, whom he founde in her 
bed,moze likelie to die then liue: but neceſifie (whereof 
manie do often make a vertue) made her coner her weake⸗ 
nes with a faire ſhewe ol courage, ſo that when the ſe him 
enter, ſhee wꝛapped her ſelfe in her night Mantle, t came 
befoze him, to whom hee beganne in this furious manner. 
Thou leude Gyꝛle, dareſt thou conceiue the thought to do 
mee this diſhonour? by my Crowne fo2 this thy pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion, J ſhall make ther ſuch an example to all other, as thy 
heade from thy ſhoulders will ſcant quite thy fault. Gria- 
na hearing him ſpeake ſo roughlte , anſwered him againe 
thus mildlie. Py Lo2dand Father, J beſceche you to pars 
don me, vou accuſe me, and J know not whereof : if J haue 
done euil, it is in vou to chaſtiſe meas vou ſhal pleaſe, and 
if J be innocenf, vouchſafe good Father not to condenme 
mee, Ah varlet (quoth hee) this excuſe ſhall little p2ofite 
. - the. So taking her verie rudelie, he locked her in a ſtrong 
Tower, whereofhe carried the Reye hunſelfe : then went 
he to Torilius his lodging to ſe how he did, fo2 it was told 
him that he was in daunger of his life, where he found the 
Empꝛeſſe heauilie werping, but he cauſed her to goe to her 
Chamber, and commaunded his Chirurgions to looke dil- 
ligentlie to his Pephe we, and not to ſpare any coſt to pur- 
chaſe his health. Nowe becauſe they which ſearched foꝛ 
Florendos,could not finde him, the bꝛuite and rumoꝛ was 
qualified, and the Cmperour went againe to his Chamber 
till the moꝛning, when the Empꝛeſſe hearing 5 her daugh⸗ 
ter was in pꝛiſon, tooke it verie heauilie, and kneeling be- 
befozc the Emperour, deſired him that ſhe might fetch her 
fo:th : but he was ſo angrie, as her woꝛdes coulde dw no⸗ 


thing with him, pet * 8888 that ſhee ſhoulde 5 ſee 
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her,and toke her the Key, when the entering the Tower, 
founde her ſifting on the ground ſo blubzed with teares,as 
was lamentable to beholde,but when the behelde her Mo⸗ 
ther. ſhe aroſe, and doing her reuerente, coulde not ſpeake 
her teares ſo ouertame her. The Empꝛeſſe that loued het 
deerelie, ſcœing her in this greenous eſtate, had much a doo 
to diſſemble what ſhe thought, how beit after a fewe light 
wo2des paſſed betwerne them, the ſaid. Jam ſoꝛie daugh- 
ter that you haue ſo lighthe th2owne your affection vpon a 
Straunger,and that you fozget your duetie, in following 
your Fathers counſell and mine, who well kne we the loue 
Tariſius beares vou, and no other wiſe Daughter, then to 
take you to his wife. But pou (carried awaie with p looſe⸗ 
nes, which ill agrees with your credife and calling) haue 
rather thought beſt, to grant Florendos enterance by your 
Garden, at ſuch a ſuſpected howꝛe, as while you line, your 
honour will be hardlie thought on: fo2 two of Tariſius his 
Imghts,who thought to take the Traytcur , are flaine, 
and my Nephew himlelfe daungerouſlte eſcaped, 'Griana 
hearing him called Traifour whom ſhee ſo highlte looued, 
and that ſhee herſelfe was accuſed,by that which ought to 
excuſe her, anſwered. Madame, and my gracious Mother, 
as yet I am ignozaunt of the cauſe, that hath mooued the 
Emperour in ſuch choller againſt me, and be it fo2 this you 
ſpeake of, in ſwthe J am offered verie great imurie, fo2 J 
knowe not whether Florendos oz anic other haue centred 
my Garden, well Jam aſſured hee came not where J was. 
Theſe are ſtraunge newes to me Padame, J wold rather 
haue thought him on his waie towards s acedon, in re- 
ſpect of the ſolemme leaue he toke in the Courte. Foz my 
part, J would that the Lraytour which was v caule here- 
of, had long ſince beene buried in the bottcme of the Dea, 
then he ſhould ſo abuſe the honoz of Florendos, with a mat 
ter of ſuch billanie, wherein J cannot indge him faultie thut 
were it he Padame, J am at a point, let him die y death, 
as he hath well deſerued, foꝛ my 9 to you my Pr. 
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hath taught me better nurture, and lone canne be no pꝛiui- 


ledge to me to offende . Then god Mother, twit not mee 
with impeache of honour in ſo innocent a cauſe, foz defence 


- whereof, were the death pꝛeſent befoꝛe mine eyes, J haue 
fo2rowed as much as J would, and am moꝛe readie to em⸗ 


bꝛace then line in ſuſpecte, ſo ſhall my Father and you bee 
eaſed of pꝛouiding me a Puſband. As foz the pꝛiſon where- 
in Jam, J will not denie his fauoure when it ſhall pleaſe 
him to deliuer me: but J coulde fake it farre moꝛe conten⸗ 
tedlie, to ſpende the remainder ol my following daies thus 
ſolitarie, then to liue abꝛoade miſdeemed on by ante. Faire 
Daughter (ſaid the Empꝛeſſe) do not diſcomfoꝛt pour ſelfe 
in this ſoꝛt, the Emperour had ſome reaſon. (in regarde of 
the loue he beares pon, and the outragious tumult which 
happened) to do as he hath done: but J hope in the end all 
will ſoꝛt to the beſt, and that you your ſelfe ſhall remaine 
contented. Manie other ſpceches paſſed bet werne them, till 
at length y Empꝛeſſe left her and departed, foꝛ ſhe thought 
long till ſhe was with the Emperour, to let him know the 
talke betwene her and Griana: which thee didde without 
omitting ante thing, notwithſtanding hee was moze ſeuere 
to his Daughter euerie date after. Then ſent hee fo2 the 
Ambaſladours, and thus he began with them. My Lo2des, 
at this time J am aduiſed, that yon ſhall returne to pour 
King my Bꝛother, ſoꝛ in reſpec of the accidents which pou 
haue ſeene to happen: J will craue pardon foz this tyme, 
referring matters ouer fill fone other time, when thinges 
thall fall in befter diſpoſition. The Ambaſſadours vnder- 
ſtanding the Emperours pleaſure, the next daie toke their 
traue towarde the Ring their Maiſter, to whom they decla⸗ 
red the whole in generall: whereat hee conteiued ſuch dyl⸗ 
pleaſure, as he pꝛeſentlie ſent foꝛ his Sonne Tariſius, who 


had not as pet recouered his health. But he was fo enamo⸗ 


redony vong Pyincelſe, as he would not obey his Fathers 
commaundzbut ſo fone as he was indifferentlie amended, 
de intreated the Cmperour to pardon his Daughter, _ 
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ung his owne men, who vndiſcreetlie had raifed this falſe 
runmur t her and Florendos. By this meanes, the Em⸗ 
pzeſte and her Ladies obtained libertie dailie to accompa- 
me Griana: but all the night time he cauſed her to bee loc⸗ 
ked vp as cloſelie as befo2e, committing her to the charge 
ofan aged Gentle woman named Tolomeſtra, whom hee 
commaunded onpatne ol death, not to bee a minute of an 
houre fozth ot her campante. 


CHAP. vIII. 
Howe Florendos arriving on the frontiers of Macedon, 


made manie ſorrowfull complaints , for not bringing 
Griana away, according to bis enterpriſe, 


O ſoner had Florendos & Fre- 
M nato ouertane their companie, 
A but they rid on in ſuch halt (fea- 
ring to be followed) as at length 
they got the Frontiers of . a. 
cedon. And becauſe Florendos 
imagined himſelle without life, 


not hearing anie tydinges fram 
| his e conclu⸗ 
ded to reſt at the Towne he 


came too, there to expect the returne of the Eſquire he ſent 
to Conſtantinople ; who returned towards his Maiſter ſoo- 
ner then he loked foꝛ, by reaſon of the little aboad he made 
in the Cmperours Court, foꝛ he ſtaied not when he hearde 
that Griana was impꝛiſoned, and that Tariſius was not 
flaine as his Paiſter was perſwaded, Theſe newes did 


wonderfullie afflict the Pꝛince, as well foz. the harde vſage - 


of his \weete Freende,as that he had fayled in killing him, 
by whoſe death he well * loſſe: 1 
iq. 4 A C. 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
whole daie would he receiue no ſuſtenante, hut locked him⸗ 
ſelfe cloſe in his Chamber, and tombled on his bedde as a 


man halfe deſperate. But Frenato who wonld not be long 
abſent from him, fearing leaſt his furie woulde cauſe him 
wozke ſome violence on himſel fe, made ſuch meanes hee 
got into the Chamber, at what time the Pꝛince was thus 
lamenting. Alas werte Madame, was J in ſuch an 
vnhappie houre, that without deſert you nuuſt imdure un⸗ 
pꝛiſonment foꝛ me 2 What ſatiſ-faction mate your Floren - 
dos liue to make, in requitall of this iniurie? When didde 
pou euer merit to be ſo hardlie intreated foꝛ hum: Belteue 
me, coulde you bee diſcharged ſo ſone as J coulde wyſhe it, 
bolts,locks no2 walles coulde holde you a thought whyle, 
pet wyſhing is no action, euerie thing is contrarie to me, al 
helpes refuſe me, and death likewiſe denies me: but by my 
ſwoꝛde (and there with he ſtarted bp) in ſpight of whatſoe⸗ 
uer J will deliner you. Frenato ſeeing him riſe in ſuch a fu- 
rie, tame and foke him by the arme, demaunding what he 
would haue. Death (quoth he) if J could, fo it greeues mee 
to line ame longer. You ſpeake verie wiſelie (quoth he in 


mockage) is all this foꝛ the impꝛiſonment of Griana? is it 
not better ſhe ſhould be there, then in the cuſtodie of Tari- 


ſius 2 her taptiuitie por know cannot long endure, but were 
the married ſhe core neuer be recouered. Thereloꝛe let 
cod hope perſwade vou, and now ſend an other eſſenger 
with ſpeꝛde to Conflantinopie, to know what accidents haue 
happened ſince, and to pꝛactiſe the meane to ſpeake with 
Cardina, who will tertiſie pou from Griana , what is oz 
may be done in theſe affayzes. This coumſell liked well 
Florendos, whereuppon he pꝛeſentlie diſpatched a Gentle⸗ 
man of truſt, who with all dilligence did execute the com- 


maund ot his Paiſfter,foz in god time he arriued at Con- 


fartimple, when Griana had libertie to ſpeake with her 
Gentlewomen: which when he hearde, he was not alittle 
glad, whereupon he ſearched earnefflie till he havve founde 
Cardina,to whom he delinered his Paiſters minde, as -

ſo in what ſad and heamee plight he left him, defiring her 
with all ſpeede fo cerfifie the Pꝛinteſſe thereof, and what 
— ſhe would tommaunde him ta hi Maiſter. Cardina 


knowing how glad the Pꝛinceſſe would — heare theſe 


tidings from Florendos, went to (ke her Siſter Lerina, to 
whom ſhe imparted what you haue heard, and ſhe well ad⸗ 
uiſed ol the time and er the ſame to the Pzin- 
ceſſe,vnſcene,and not ſulpected of old To ſomeſtra. Hold ioy⸗ 
full ſhe was of this wer me cannot vtter, no2 you con- 
teiue, but ſhee was reſolued, neuer to haue any Pufbande 
but Florendos, and therefoze to comfozt him, ſhe deuiſed fo 
wꝛite fo him that he might hope as wel as the did: but wel 
the knewe not how toaccomplith her intent, by reaſon ſhe 
wanted pen, inke and paper, and ſhe was foꝛbidden to haue 
anie. Not wit hſtanding, ſhe ſo well pe;ſwaded her woman 
Tolomeſtra, as (feigning to wzyte tothe Emperdur her 
Father) the recouered the meane fo execute her deſire. The 


to F lotendos, wherein ſhe 
albert things fell out not to 


be as — to him, as the beginning had beene vnhappie 
to them bothe, withal, that as he deſired to pꝛolong her life, 
he ſhoulde do nothing to the pꝛeindice of his owne perſon. 
Theſe two Letters thus wꝛitten & ſealed, ſhe called Tolo- 
meſtra, and gaue her that ſhe had wꝛitten to the Cmperoz, 
deſiring her fo carrie if pꝛeſentlie to his Maieſtie, by whoſe 
departing, ſhe had opoꝛtunitie fo conferre with Lerina : in 
bꝛeefe the deſired her to goe ſeeke the Cſquire,that he might 


returne to his Maiſter with the Letter the ſent him, which 


the did effectuallie , and the gentle Eſquire made no little 


haſt to his Maiſter. Who receiuing the Letter frem hys 
Mtftrefſe Griana, was not content alone to read it, but kiſt 


and rekift it a hiidzed times, ſaping. Ah ſwerte Letter, wait 


ten with p hand of ß only Pꝛinceſſe this day liuing: foz her 


fake will J keepe the, as p belt token a true Knight tan re⸗ 
ceiue from his Piſtreſſe. CHA. 
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C HA p. IX. 
Home the Emperour omiſed Tariſius, bat hee choulde 


marrie Griana,whether she woulde or no: and home 
she was delinered of a fayre Sonne, without the know: 
ledge of anic , but ol, Tolomeſtra who had her in 


guarde. 


Hen the Emperour had receiued 
the Letter, which Tolomeſtra 
/A pꝛeſented him from his Daugb⸗ 
ter, albeit he found nothing ther⸗ 
in might pzonoke him to anger, 
Iſaauing that the earneſtlie deſired 
im topattie her eſtate, being. 
Alinnocent of anie thing was laide 
o ber charge:vet he chewed him 
ſelfe moꝛe diſcontented then be⸗ 

toꝛe, ſending Tolomeſtra backe with this aunſwere. Say 
to Griana, that ſeeing ſhe was ſo aduenturous to incur my 
dilpleaſure,thee ſhall well knowe that J will not ſpare to

puniſh her offence : and let her alſure her ſelfe,that J wyll 


neuer looke on her while J line, if he match not with Ta- 
risius to whom 4 haue giuen her. All this Tolomeſtra told 
to Griana, which rather then to obey , thee deſired to die, 
wherefoze when ante came to viſite her, the woulde ſhewe 


ber ſelfe moꝛe pleaſant in their companie then ſhee hadde 


done, in reſpecte of vnerpected heauines that ſecretlye tou- 
ched her, feeling herſelfe ſo farre tonceiued with Childe,as 
ſhe knewe no meanes to ſaue it and her honour, if it ſhould . 
happen to be percetued. One onelie helpe ſhee had! in this 
extreamitie, that beeing ſo weake and ſick lie, the Phiſitions 
could not diſcerne her diſeaſe ; but reputed ber ar die, 
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which the with all her hart deſired, yet do what iniurie fo 
ber ſelfe the could, ſhe had better health then ſhe deſired to 
haue. In the ende, feeling her ſelle ſo groſſe and vnweldie, 


the durſt not leaue her bed, but kept it dailie, till her time 


dꝛewe verie neere at hand, when the Emperour (by p ear⸗ 
neſt impoꝛtunitie of the Empꝛeſle) happened fo tome and 
fee her, bꝛinging with him the Pꝛince Tariſius: who ber⸗ 
ing thus entred Towꝛe, they founde her in ſuch greeucus 
and daungerous eſtate, as ſoꝛ all the anger the Emperour 


had againſt her, it moued the teares to ſfande in his eyes, 


which he ſhaddowed ſo well as he coulde, framing his ſper⸗ 
ches to her in this ſoꝛt. Mell Daughter, it likes you to cõ⸗ 

trarie me, in that which concernes pour honour and pꝛofft, 
and without anie feare (as is thy duetie) thou haſt boldlie 
refuſed the Yaſband which J haue qppointed thee : but (by 
mine honour) J will cauſe the know that thou haſt diſplea 
ſed me,fo2 wilt thou oꝛ not (befo2e J leane the) J wil giue 
thee to him whome J haue pꝛomiſed. Then taking her by 
the hande, and cauſing Tarilius to come neere, he ſaide. My 
Sonne, in regarde of my word, which J will keepe inttola- 


lablie, A giue the heere Griana,from hentefoꝛth account ol 


her as thy Wife : and holde thee , heere is the Key of the 
Zower,kepe her in thine owne cuſtodie, and hereafter 
thinke of her as thou findeſt occaſion . Vell ſawe Griana 
that perfoꝛce ſheuimilt obey her Fathers will: wherefozc 
with great wiledome couering her lecrete thoughts, with 
extreame teares deliuered this aunſwere , Alas my god 
Lo2d and Father, J neuer thought p your highnefſe world 
vſe ſuch crueltie towards me, as to enfoꝛce me take a Huſ⸗ 
band contrarie to my liking, not my god Loꝛde) but p Ta- 
riſius hath much better — but that which toucheth 
me moſt in opinion is, that our nere alliaunce in kindꝛed, 
is ſuffictent to continue the loue betweene the King his fa- 
ther and you, without ame ſuch needeleſfe ſeeking of newe 
vniting. And mozeouer god Father, his education in your 
Court with my WEL Caniano and me, ſinte our verie 
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vongeſt yeeres to this pꝛeſent, hath beene of ſuch equall and 
familiar condition: as if ſeœmes to mee impoſſible to reue⸗ 
rente him with that intire duetie, which women muſt and 
ought vſe to their Yuſbands. Wherfoze my god Lozd and 
Father, J perſwade my lelfe (vnoer your coꝛrection) that 
you ſhould ſuppozt me in this iuſt requelt; the rather in res 
lpect of my pꝛeſent eſtate, which may induce you fomwhat 
to concteiue: that the obſequies of my buriall is moꝛe like- 
lie fo be ſalemnized, then thoſe holie ceremonics j ſhoulde 
be vſed at my marriage. And with theſe woꝛds ſhe pow2ed 
fo2th ſuch aboundance of teares,as the Emperour knewe 
not what to anſwere: but ouercome k1th pittie withdꝛew 
bimſelfe, leauing Tariſius with her, ' who hoping to haue 
better woꝛds at her, ſaid. Madame, J beſeeche you not to of- 
fend your ſelfe,fo2 ame thing the Cmperour hath ſaide con⸗ 
cerning me, foꝛ I wil not ante thing to your diſcontent, and 
rather would J ſuffer all my life, then cauſe the leaſt doubt 
to encurre your dillike: hoping 5ᷣ in tune to come you wyll 
take ſuch pittie on mee, as being perſwaded of the loue J 
beare vou, and the reuerend deſire J haue to do you ſeruice 
you will graunt that with god will „ which the Empe⸗ 


. rourffrines to gaine perfo2ce, aſſuring you Þ nothing can 


be moꝛe arcenous to mee, then the harde dealing which he- 
therto hath beenc vſed towards you. And to the ende you 
may rclolue your ſelfe of that A ſay , your Father hauing 
deliuered me the Keye of your pꝛiſon, and Þ guarde of your 
rſonne, J here commit bothe to your gentle pleaſure, o 
Ming the Reie, he laid it by her, and without erpecing a⸗ 
nie aunſwere, with great reuerence hee departed, leauing 
her with Tolomeitra, ſo rapt into a lumber o2 traunce, as 
her eeper would not foz pittie trouble her. The Pzanceſſe 

in this ſilent paſſton, thought that ſhee (awe a fierce Lyon 
befoze her, with open thꝛoate readie to deuoure her, and. 
neere at hand ſhe eſpied an armed night, to whom ſhee la⸗ 
houred foꝛ her defence, crying, that foꝛ Gods ſake he would 
ſheeld her from the beaſt, but the Knight: with ſtearne and 
angry 
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angrie countenaunce thus anſwered. J wil not defend thee, 


but with my Swoꝛd will take thy life from ther. Thou haſt 
ſo mach offended the heanenlie powers in diſobedience fo 


thy Father, as J onght rather to deuide thy head frem thy 


ſhoulders,then to hinder this beaſte from denouring thee. 
Lhinkeft thou to contrarie their diuine pleaſures? Sufft- 
ſeth not the fault thou haſt committed with Florendos 2 c6- 
tent thee, and ſhꝛoude thy ſhame, in regard of the fruite in 
thy wombe, whole woozthinefle thou ſhalt knowe moze of 
hereafter, Jfy doeſt not, thou dieſt an euerlaſting death, 
from which thou canſt haue no meane to defende the. The 
Ismght did lo affright Griana, as ſhe pꝛomiſed him to ac- 
compliſh the Emperouts commaundement without fayle: 
whereupon the Knight and the Lyon vaniſhed awaie, lea⸗ 
uing her (as ſhe thought) by a fayze Fountaine, emuroned 
with Trees and diuerſitie of flowers,the ſweete ſent wher- 
of was lo pleaſaunt and odoꝛiſferous, as made the cheereful 
bloode fo reutue againe in the P2incefſe , and with bꝛea⸗ 
thing foozth a vehement ſigh, he awaked , inuocating on 


the powers to pardon her tranſgreſſions, and p2omiſing fo 


obey the wyll of her Father, albeit ſhe could hardlie foꝛget 
Florcndos ſo ſone. Mithin two oz thze daies after, the 
Pꝛince Tariſius came fo viſite her, to whom ſhe ſhewed bet 
ter counfenaunce then ſhe had done, and as thep were de- 
uiſing togeather in amoꝛous talk, ſhe ſaid. Belene me pz 
Tariſius, vou haue vſed ſuch honeſt and gentle courtefie to- 
wardes mee, as hencefooꝛth J giue my ſelfe wholie yours: 
therefoꝛe being ſoꝛrie foʒ my long diſobedience to my Pa- 
rents and pou,tryumphe nowe Tariſius in the honoz of my 
loue. If theſe woꝛdes pleaſed Tariſius, it is not to be doub⸗ 
ted, ſoꝛ top whereof hee went pꝛeſentlie to the Emperour, 

and made him acquainted with theſe — tydinges: ſo 
that (to make ſhoꝛt) after manie pꝛomiſes and ſalemne 
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the reſelution of his Daughter, embꝛaced her, and tooke 
her into as good conceite as cuer he did. 

Not withſtanding, Tolomeſtra was comanded to attend 
on her ſtill, wherefoꝛe Griana knewing her time to dꝛawe 


ntere, and hardlie could ſhe conceale her foꝛtunc: after ma⸗ 


nie difficult doubts and feares debated in her thoughts, at 
laſt the imparted the whole to ſolomeltira, The olde Gen- 
tle woman after manie motherlie rebukes, ſoꝛ the fault cõ⸗ 
mitted as the daunger unminent, thought better yet to cc 
ucr this miſaduenture, then to publiſh that which woulde 
diſpleaſe manie, and pꝛofite none:ſo leauing to repꝛehende, 
when care and comfoꝛt was moꝛe required, at that inſtant 
the Pꝛinceſſe was deliuered of a godlie man childe. Thus 


in the ninth Poneth, after the returne of Florendos to⸗ 


wards N acedon, on Mondaie at night about eight of the 
clocke, the Pꝛinceſſe had her howze of deliueraunce: when 
Tolomeſtra reteiuing the Childe, ſawe it ſo beautifull and 
wel fourmed, as it greeued her meruailouſlie, to think what 
hard foꝛtune it bꝛought with the birth. Foz the honour of 
the Mother could not bee defended, but by the pꝛite of y in⸗ 
fants life: wherefoze hauing wꝛapped it in wadling clo⸗ 
thes which the Pꝛinceſſe had pꝛepared of ſome vale w, ſhee 
bought it to the ſoꝛrowfull Mother, ſaping. Truſt mee 
Madame, it much diſpleaſeth me that wee muſt thus looſe 
this louelie childe, whom J could haue cſtermed happy, and 
the Mother like wiſe, if it might line without difpleaſure: 
but he ſweete babe mult ſuffer the puniſhment foz the ol⸗ 
fence,whereofhe is not ame way culpable. Alas (ſaide the 
Pzincefſe) what ſhall we do: would God it weare deade,o2 
out of daunger: then taking it in her armes, and waſhing 
his face with flooddes of teares, after manie ſwerte kiſſes, 

thus ſaid. Ah my little deintie, and muſt J needes leaue 

thee 2 muſt the ſafette of thy life remaine in the mercie of a 

ſtraunge Womanne, who not knowing thy Parents, map 
deale with thee diſcourteouſſie 2 well, if thou die, thy Mo⸗ 

ther will not be long after thee, And as thee thus mourned 
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ouer her infant, ſhee perceiued on his right cherke a lyttle 
marke in likeneſſe of a Croſſe: which made her call her vi⸗ 
ſion to remembꝛaunce, and the woꝛds of the Knight, that 
pꝛomiſed good ioꝛtune to the Thtide, which made her con⸗ 


ceiue a comfo2fable hope, whereupon,about his necke ſhee 


tyed a fayze Crucifire of golde. Nowe was the night verie 
farre ſpent, and Tolomettra feared they ſhoulde be pꝛeuen⸗ 
ted, wherfoze (quoth ſhe) Madame it is tune fo determine 
of ſome thing, leaue muzing J p2av you ame longer on the 
Childe,and let me goe carrie it fo Cardina fo be bozne fo2th 
of the Court. The weeping Pother leeing ſhee councelled 
foʒ the beſf, foꝛ her laſt adiewe ſealed manie ſwerte kiſſes 
on the face of the infant, and ſo in great grefe deliuered it 
to Tolomeſtra, who went and found Cardina, to whom ſhe 
gaue it: and ſhe without ante tariance mounted on Yozſc- 
backe, & not knowing what way ſhee fooke, rode on which 
way Fo2tune guided her, Uerie doubtfull was ſhe howe to 
be diſcharged of her tarriage, foꝛ the feared to let any Wo- 
man in the neighbour Uillages haue it, leaſt ſo the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe might be diſconered: foꝛ that it was commonlie blazed 


though the Empire, that the P2zincefſe was impꝛ iſoned 


fo2 the lone of Florendos, At length the date began to ap- 
peare, when the perceiued herſelfe on a high e, 
which was verie thicke ſette with Palme and Dline trees: 
then the alighted from her Poze, and made a — bed of 
ſweete Hearbes, wherein ſhe layd the Childe, hoping ſome 
body would paſſe by that would take compaſſion on it.

His Wyfe the ſams 
moꝛning likewiſe was deliuered of a ale child, which be- 
ing deade bozne, cauſed this good man to walke foo2th into 
bis groundes in great heauines,foz he had but one Wangh- 
ter aged thꝛee yeeres,and his Sonne woulde haue beene a 
great comfozt to him. Ju theſe melanchollique paſſions as 

e went neere the Tre, where Cardina had left tie 
— —dê 16Ft E 
pꝛothed nierer, and ſawe the ſwerte Babre pittifully motir⸗

ning, wanting the nouriture that thoulve comfozt it. Bee 
fooke it very tenderly in hys armes, and feng it ſo lweete 
and louelie, was perſwaded that God had ſent it him, in re⸗ 


compence of hys owne that was deade bozne : and ſo toyful- 
lie went heme with it to hys Wife,who was named Mar- 
cella, and to her he beginneth in this maner. Behold ſ werte 
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vay ſent vs an other, which J haue b2onght vou home. The 
recounted he to her, howe he found it on the Pountaine vn 
der an Oliue Cree: and thercfoze (quoth hee) J pꝛay thee 
nouriſh it in ſtedde of thine owne, foꝛ a goodlier Childe did 
I neuer behold, The good woma tooke it, and vnwzapping 
the ſwadling clothes, ſawe they were rich and of good va- 
le we, but cheefelte y Cructfire which hung about his neck: 
whereupon the iudged it of ſeme noble houſe, and mooued 


with pitfy,thus ſayd. J beleeue lweete infant, that thy Mo⸗ 


ther is in no ſmall greefe loꝛ the loſſe of thee, but ſeeing thy 
foꝛtune hath bꝛought thee to me, J wyll fofter thee as thou 
wert mine owne Sonne. And from thence fozward ſhee v- 
fed if ſo louinglie, as enery one thought it to bee Gerrards 
owne Child: and bꝛinging it to baptiſme, becanſe he found 
it ſo anong the Palme trees, hee cauſed the Childe to bee 
named Palmerin, who grewe on in peeres, both in comelie 
feature and gentlg behauiour. Not long after, Marcella 
bꝛought her nde an other Sonne, whole name was 
Colmelio, and him did Palmerin loue as his own Bꝛother 
and companion, as heereafter you ſhall moze at large vnder 
ffand: but heere J wyll crane leaue to pauſe fo2 a whyle, 
and following the intent of this Viſtoz1e, you ſhall vnder⸗ 
ſtand howe Griana gouerned herſelfe, after ſhe had eſcaped 
So ſone as Cardina was returned fo the Court, Gria- 

na ſent foꝛ her, to knowe what thee had done with the in 
fant: to whom ſhe diſcourſed in what ſoꝛt ſhe hadde left it, 
which greeued her as much as the weight of her offente. 
Hot withſtanding, conſidering howe happilie ſhee had eſca⸗ 
ped ſhame and dilgrace, from thence foꝛ warde ſhee difſenr- 
bled her paſſions better, and ſhewed herſelfe ſo well retlai⸗ 
med, as the Empzeſle reioyted much thercaf, hoping nowe 
to ende the matter foꝛ her Pephewe Tariſius: whereupon 
one day finding her Daughter alone, chee tooke occaſion to 
conferre with her thus. Daughter, wil you now accompliſh 
that > which your Father and J haue long beene impoꝛtu⸗ 
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nate foꝛ, A pꝛap vou holde of no longer, leaſt you d2ine him 


into anger againe, which can no way returne vou benefite. 


When Griana heard her Mother ſpeake fo gentlie, t know 
ing well, that ( whether ſhe would oꝛ no) it muſte ſoꝛte to 
that concluſton, ſhe anſwered. Madame, pou haue thought 
good (will J mill J) that J ſhoulde match with your Ne- 

phewe Tariſius, J mult then by fozce do that which wyl⸗ 
ingly J cannot, noꝛ while J luc ſhall JF conceiue better o⸗ 
pinion: yt then (Pother) hereafter our foztunes fall out ſo 
contrarp, that any miſaduenture happen by thys your wil⸗ 
fulnes, vou neede not complaine but of your lelfe,beeing the 
inuenter and pꝛocurer thereof. All theſe ſpeeches of Griana 
could not alter her opinion, but without regard of any dan- 
ger, ſhe went p2eſently to the Cmperour, deſiring hun (ſee⸗ 


ing Griana was recouered) to ende the marriage betweene 


her Nephew and her: whereto he gaue ſuch ſuddaine cor! 
ſent, as befoꝛe a ſeauen night was fimſhed, Tarilius and ſhe 
were maried togeather, to her great grefe, ' as her counte⸗ 
naunce declared, foʒꝛ when euer one were at their feaſting 
dauncing, and other delights, the woeful Pꝛinceſſe thought 
on the great iniurie ſhe had done to Florendos, accounting 
herſelfe the moſt vnhappy on the earth, and to herſelfe thus 


ſoꝛrowed. Ah my deere freende, what wylt thou ſay when 


thou heareſt theſe tydinges, that Jam become ſo falſe and 
diſlopall to thee : what excuſe may pleade fo2 me to thee? by 
good reaſon may J fo2 euer bee excluded from thep2 compa- 
nie, who haue kept their fayth inuiolable to their freendes, 
and continue in p2ofeſſion of their vnchangable affections, 
foꝛ neuer did Woman conumit ſuch treaſon as this that J 
haue done: andyet (my Lo2d)altogeather againſt my wil, 


as my wofull hart may giue emdent witneſſe, which ſhalbe . 


thine while it remaines in thys miſerable bodte , * 

Tariſius muſt nowe haue, though in iuſtice it be thine. And 

in thys ſoꝛt continued her doloꝛous complaints til night ap⸗ 

pꝛached, when ſhe mult peeld that honoz to Tarisius, Which 

with better wyll ſhe could haue affoo2ded — 
er 
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After the feaſtes and triumphes of the marriage were 
fmifhed,Griana deſirous fo abſent herſelfe from her fathers 
Courte, becauſe the remembꝛaunte of Florendos paſſions 
was ſo greeuous to her: deſired Tariſius to make ſhozt his 


ſtaie rand ſet 3 Hungaria, whether the Emptrour 


her Father to be ſo honourab iec ated, as be⸗ 


ſemed the Daughter af ſo great a Prince;3But as ſhee was 


taking her leaue among the Ladies, the Empꝛeſſe came to 
her ſo:rowfullie weeping, which when Griana beheld; thee 
ſaid. Madame, I am abathed to ſ& what heauines you ſhew 
foꝛ the daparture nr your: Daughter, to whom you alone 


baue berne fo crueli, as bp your meanes ſhee is baniſhed foꝛ 


ener from vou and yoyf Countrie: why lament vou then? 
ſeeing it is your pleaſure to make her vnfoꝛtunate while 
the lwes 2 J hartelie deſire the heauens to pardon you, and 
that the firſt newes heercafter you ſhall heare of me, maie 
be the true repozt of my death, This ſaid, thee mounted on 
ho2ſebacke,and without anie ſemblaunce to take her leaue 
of her Father: ſo beeing honourable accompanied, in ſhoꝛt 
tune ſhe arriued in Hungaria with Tariſius, whoſe loue to 
her ſa behemenitlie increaſed,as he reputed himſelfe y moſt 
foztunate Pꝛinte in Europe, hauing gained the paragon a- 
mong all Ladies. Done after the aged Ring died, by which 
meanes Tariſius came to the Crowne. Griana highlie e⸗ 


ſteeming ſuch as ſhee bꝛought with her from Conflantino- 
ple, to witt, Lerina and Cardina, but eſpeciallie Tolome- 


ſtra, to whom ſhe verie often imparted the whole ſecrets of 
her minde, leading fo ſtrickt and conftant a life, as all the 


Court did wonder at her. But the remoꝛſe of conſcience, 


which dailie touched her fo2 the loſſe df her vonne, canſed 


her to ſpende day and night in denout oꝛiſons, that the hea- 
uens 2 foznet her bainous offence.

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he be of noble parentage. Foz albeit he companyed 
with Gerrards Child2cn,who vſed him after their ruſtitall 
capacities: pet hee deſtrcd moze to paſſe the Mountaines 
with his long Bowez to chale the Beares and Boꝛes tho- 
robe thicke and thinne, and to keepe Yawkes and dogges, 
rather then Sheepe and Cattell as the other Childꝛen did. 
In theſe ſpoꝛts he had ſuch wonderfull delight, as often- 
times he would come home verie late and ſoꝛe wearied:but 
one time among the reſt, he came home ſo ouerlaboured, as 
he was glad to laie him downe fo reſt, and he was no ſwner 
fallen a ſleepe, but he was ſolicited with a meruailous viſp- 
on, the effect whereof thus followeth. Yee thought (as hee 
was purſuing a goodlie Harte thozowe a Fozreft) hee met 
with the faireſt Ladie that euer eye behelde, who ſat on the 
fide of a goodlie Fountajne, and called him vnto her, ſap⸗ 
ing. Be not abaſhed Palmerin, though J am come from the 
fartheſt parts to finde thee in this Countre p, foꝛ J am well 
aſſured, that ere many dates be paſt, thy bountie  pzowelle 
- ſhall make thee renowmed thꝛough the woꝛlde, fo2 one of 
the hardieſt Knights that euer lined, Leane therefoꝛe thys 
obſcure and ruſticall kinde of life, and hentefooꝛth lift thy 
mind to high occaſions which are offered thee: and heereof 
beleeue me, as ſhe that loneth thee as her owe life, beeing 
denoted onelie thine at all fines, as nature may witneſſe 
who hathmarked me with thy like Charracter. Thẽ ſhew- 
ing her arme,the-ſaide. Beholde in this hande, and on this 
ſide of my hart, one like and ſclfe ſame marke, as g̊ bꝛough⸗ 


teſt on thy face from thy Mothers wombe, To which woz- 
des Palmerin woulde haue aunſwered, but the 2 


ſhed awaie ſo ſundainlp, as he could not pereeiut whe 
become of her. Mhereuppon raiſing hunſclfe, and meruap⸗ 
ling from whence this occaſion ſhould pꝛocecde, he admired 
the beautie of the Ladie he ſawe in his ſleepe, which was 
ſo liwelie in his remembꝛance, as he iudged her pꝛeſentbe⸗ 
ſoꝛe his eyes. But perſwading himſelfe that ſuch appariti- 
ens happened by idle thoughts, o: oy oo ne

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fett: made no account thereof,whereuppon, the nerf night 
following, the ſame Ladie that appeared fo him in the Foz 
reſt, pꝛeſented herſelfe to him againe, holding in her hands 
a ſumptuous Crowne of golde, and thus ſpake. Dee heers 
my Loꝛd) the honour which J holde, beeing giuen me one⸗ 
lie fo2 the loue of you. In this ſoꝛt continued this viſion foz 
foureteene oꝛ fifteene daies following, till at length the La- 
die ſhewed herſelfe verie angrie , ſaying. J am aſhamed 


Palmerin, that you deferre ſo long to leke me out, dos you 


thmke the pzomiles J haue made vou are friuolous⸗ No, 
no, the tune and trauaile thou takeſt (if thou giueſt credite 
to my woꝛdes) ſhall make the knowe that thou art p Son 
of a Ring, and not of the Countrey ſwapne that hath foſte⸗ 
red thee, From hencefoꝛth therefoze expect me no moze in 
this Mountaine, but if my beautie haue found place in thy 
hart, ſeeke then to conquere me, that thou maiſt be þ Lo2de 
and poſleſſour of mee. Thus departed the Ladie, lea- 
ung a deſtre (mo2e then accuſtomed) in the hart of Palme- 
rin, who till that fume made little reckoning of ſo high mat 


ters, foꝛ the Paſtozall life hee ledde with Gerrard and hys 


familie, ſeemed the moſt happieſt to him in all the wozlbe, 
not hauing ſerne any perſon of greater calling then he. But 
nowe ne we affections fo eleuated his minde, as he intended 
to goe ſeeke her, whom in ſleepe he had beheld ſo often: Fox 
aſſure mee to diſcende ofa ropali linage, 
may well pꝛeſume ſhe knowes me better then my Father 
Gerrard, els would the not fo often induce me to folow my 
foztune,and the good that is pꝛouided foꝛ me, well might 
J be accoumted a foole, if I wold not aduõture on ſo efpecat 
an otcaſion, therf92e happen what wil, menno tofeareh 
thoꝛow the whole woz2lde till Jhaue-fonnde her, and none 
but the ſhall euer be my Miſtreſſe. But how can it be that 
J am diſcended from ſo high a plate, ſeing my Father is 


uch a ſimple Countriman: hath my Mother beene ſueget _ 


full of her reputation, that fome Pꝛince oꝛ great Loꝛd hattz 
ſo become my Father: Mell, 4 wyll knowe of her — :

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befoꝛe J depart, and if tHe will not tell mee, J will ſearche 
foz her that ſhall aſſure me. Thus was Palmerin confoun- 
ded with remembꝛaunce of his viſions ,' as fram that time 
he became maruailous penſtue x ſolitarie: then bethought 
he, howe he might knowe of his Pother Marcella the ende 
ol his deſire, wherof Dyofena — bun dereiyfpart⸗ 
lie aduettiſed hum. 

Von haue heard heertofo2e, how when "Goragil founde 
Palmerin among the Dine Tres,he had a daughter thꝛee 
veeres olde, named Dyofena, indifferent fapꝛe, who as ſhee 
intreaſed in verres, betame ſo amoꝛous of her ſuppoſed bꝛo⸗ 
ther, that hardly ſhe could ditemble her affection: not with 
ſtanding, ſhame and regard locked vppe her lippes, that ſhe 
diurſt not ſpeake what the gladlie would, but ſeeing Palme 

rin in like ſadnes as ſhe was, ſhe immagined that one ſick⸗ 
nes had ſtraken them both, wherfoze caſting manie doubts 
as the laie in her bed, in the ſame Chamber her Parents 
did, ſhe heard tham enter into this diſcourſe; Baue vou not 
fene Palmerin (quoth he) howe heauie and ſadde hee hath 
bene a long time? ea truelie haue J (ꝙ ſhee) it may bee 
that ſome haue tolde him hee is not your Donne ; ſo fal- 
ling out of one matter into an other, Dyofena hearde them 
repozt the manner how they found him, which he defirous 
to let Palmerin vnderſtande, aroſe earlic the next moꝛning, 
and comming to Palmerin, thus conferred with him. Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, if you knew ſo much as J doo, peraduenture you wold 
be not a little abaſhed. Why good Siſter (quot he) J p2ay 
vou let me vnderſtand the matter. In ſdoth (quoth te) J 

euer thought til this time, that you had beene mine owne - 
naturall Bꝛother, but by chaunce hearing ſome talke be⸗ 
twerne mp Father and Mother this laſt night, Jam noc⸗ 
ther then pour friende, and ſhee v loues yau dearelie: which 


J haue euermoꝛe hetherto feared to let you knowe, doubt- 
- ing the nerenes ol gur conſanguinitie, which J nowe per⸗

picaſure. Palmerin thus leauing Dy ofena, chanced to find 
his Mother Marcella alone, to whom he ſaidMother, J be⸗ 
ſeche vou graunt me one requeſt that J ſhall demaunde ol 
vou. That will my Sonne (quoth the) if it be in my pow⸗ 
er to dw. Under ſtand then good Bother (quoth he) = J 
haue oftentimes dꝛeamed how J am not your Son, ſo that 
J knowe not what to ſaie, vnleſſe you pleaſe to aſſure mee 
better. MNhen Marcella heard theſe woꝛdes, the was ſtroo⸗

This ſperche had the Merchant with his fayze Wife, who 
embacing Palmerin, ſaid : That nature had omitted no- 
Ching in her wozkmanſhip, making him ſo annable and ful 
of hardines. Pal merin ſeg himſelfe ſo fauoured of ſo beau⸗ 

tifull a woman, hauing befoze ſpent his time among Sheep 
beards, Swmeheards and loutiſh Swaines of þ Country, 
with modeſtie began to bluſhe, and was ſo well ſtoꝛed with 
ciuilitie to make her this ani were. J deſire Giſtrefſe that 
ur behauiour may bee ſuch, as may continue my Maiſters 
good liking and yours towards me.

Mount vp behinde 
me (ſaid Palmerio) and at the firſt Towne wee come to, 3 
will pꝛouide thee of another Yozſe ; Then mounted the 
Dwartfe vp behinde hun, and hauing paſt the Riaer, deſi- 
red to know of Palmerin whether he trauailed: foz (quoth 
he) I neuer ſawe man whom J had greater deſire to ſerue, 
then pou. Dwarffe (anſwered Palmerin) J nome iourneic 
towarde the Court of Ai acedon to the King, where J hope 
to find the Pzince Florendos, who is accounted one of the 
wozthteſt Knights in the woꝛld, and by his hande J deſtre 
to be knighted if Jmay.

Which newes when the Pꝛincele 


Ariſmena vnderſtood, hoping by ſtrength ol men to reconer ' 
thewater and vanquith the Beaſt,leauted a great number 
of Souldiours well appointed, who were no ſoner entered 


the Mduntaine, but the Serpent came furiouſlie fooꝛth of 


his Den, tho wing fire and ſnoake out of his mouth, and 
beafing his winges togeather with ſuch terro2,as the very 


hardieſt durſt paſſe no further, but were all glad to take 


th to flight, yet coulde they not depart with fach 
expedi the greater part of them paid their lies fo; 
their bolde attempt, the Mountaine was ſo ſfozed with Li- 
ons, Beares,Uolues, Barts, Tygres, Dunces, and other 
wild rauenous Beaſtes that denoured them. Poe at 
length manie nights haue tryed themſelues in this aduen 
ture, thinking by their Pzoweſſe to perfozme moze the the 
other: but all the woꝛſe, foꝛ not one of them returned backe 
againe aliue.

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ſaid Florendos.it i is neceſlarie J ſhould firſt know, whether 
pou be noble bozne 02 no. My Lo2d,quoth Palmerw, as pet 
I neuer knewe my Father oz Pother, nos any of my kin⸗ 
dꝛed: notwithſtanding, mine owne hart makes mee iudge 
no leſſe of my ſelfe, and moꝛe gladlie would J die, then doo 
ame thing that were not vertuous, and well wooꝛthie the 
name of a Gentleman. And truſt me, ſaid Florendos, Jam 
of the ſame opumon: this night therefoze pou malt obſerus 
the religious watch as is accuſtomed, and to mozrowe will 
J gtue you pour oꝛder, and put the ſpurre on vour hecle ury 
ſelfe. Palmerin on his knee humblie kiſſed the Pzinces 
hand, ard continuing in talke togeather,Florendos tooke a 
great delight in beholding him, ſo that hee demaunded his 
name and Countrey. Py Lo2d,quoth he, they which found 
me amongſt the Palme Trees, on þ Mountaine of Oliues, 
not farre from ( onſtantiuople, haue giuen me the name of 
Palmerin.

He time beeing come, that Pal- 
merin ſhould perfozme his de- 
noufe watch in the Chappel, be 
foze hee receiued his Knight- 
|  hode,acco2ding to the auntient 
I cuſtome : Florendos gaue com- 
maundement that the Armour 
5 of Gamezio ſhould bee bꝛought 
bim, which the Emperour had 
giuen him, after his conqueſt of 
the Soldan of * Babilonr ar: army on the Sea, as you haue heard 
befo2e,and theſe he ſhewed to Palmerin, ſaping. My freend, 
this Armour ſometimes belonged to the belt Knight of his 
time, whom (neuerthelefſe) J conquered, beeing then moꝛe 
pleaſant, iopfull, and at better content, then I ſhalbe while 
I haue a date to line. And becauſe J haue ſome ſpeciall opi⸗

hauing her hande faſt cloſed togeather: the Damolell ccm- 
ming befoze the P2ince Florendos, began thus. J pzay vou 
my Loꝛd to pauſe a while, till A haue conferred a little with 
Palmerin. Florendos was greatlie amazed at this accident, 
in that he had neuer ſene the Damoſell befoze : notwith- 
ſtanding he returned this anſwere, Faire Damoſell 4 my 
Freende,good leaue haue you to ſaie what you pleaſe. Then 
comming to Palmerin, and falling on her knees befoꝛe him, 
ſhe laide. Sir Palmerin, a Knight that hath authozitie to 
commaund me, and whom as yet you do not knowe , hath 
ſent you by me this Helmet and Shelde, wherein you ſhall 
find p verie ſecretes of your hart. And if you deſire to know 
' Whence this honour pꝛoteedeth, it commeth from him who 
. hath pꝛooued the effect hereof , and that knowes moze of 
your neereff affaires then you do your ſelfe , albeit as vet 
he hath neuer ſeene vou. Damoſell, ſaide Palmerin, where 
mate J finde the learned man that hath thus honoꝛed mer, 
whõ J may remunerate with my cherſeſt endeuours heer- 
after? You cannot as yet know hum, ſaide the Damoſell. 
pꝛaie you faire Uirgin,quoth Palmerin, that you will aun⸗ 
ſwere on my behalfe,howe in anie place J ſhall come heerc⸗ 
after, J remaine readie to dw what likes him to cõmaunde 
me. It ſuffiſeth (quoth ſhe) loke that heereafter you remẽ⸗ 
ber your pꝛomiſe: then comming to the Pꝛinte Floren- 
dos, ſhe ſaid. Py Loꝛde, the ſame Man from whom 1 haue 
ſaluted Palmerin, gaue me in charge to ſaie to von, that vuu 
It. . | Houlve 
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Gould not feare o2 doubt to dubbe him Knight : but to per- 
ſwade your ſelfe, that both by Father and Mother hee is fo 
noble as he doth well deſerue it, and him heereaffer pon 
will lone beyond all other, fo2 by him pou ſhall eniop the 
thing you moſt eſteeme and deſire, Thus hawng no longer 
licence to ſtaie with you, J humbly deſire you to excuſe mp 
departure. werte Maide, ſaide Florendos, map your woꝛ⸗ 
des ſoꝛt to fo good end, as you haue pꝛomiſed. So departed 
the Damoſell , leauing Palmer in on his knee befoze the 
Pꝛince, who taking the Swoꝛde that ſometimes belonged 
to Gamezio, unighted him, ſaping: And maiſt thou pzone 
as famous and foꝛtunate, as my hope perſwades mee thou 
wilt. Then was he honourablie conneped to the Pallace, 
where the faire Ariſmena vnarmed hun, and couered him 
with a rich Pant le of white Satfen, imbꝛopdered all oner 
with ſumptuous flowers of Gold: beſide,noone in y troupe 
but highlie renerenced him, foz the woozthie repozt þ Da⸗ 
moſell mavs of him. And albeit the Pꝛinceſſe Ariſmena 
diſſwaded him ſo well as ſhe could, that he ſhould not endã⸗ 
ger himſelfe agaimſt the Serpent, becauſe by him her Bꝛo⸗ 
ther ſhould ouercome his melancholly,and fearing his loſſe 
without hope of recouerie: yet needes would he be gone the 
ſame daie, but that her impoꝛtunate intreatie perſwaded 
him to ſtaie eight daies longer. Palmerin being ſone after 
alone by himſelfe, he remembꝛed the woꝛdes of the Damo⸗ 
ſell, who pꝛomiſed him to finde the ſecrets of his hart in his 
Sheelde: whereupon he well aduiſed himlelfe, and awe 
that the hand poztraied in the Sheelde, han the ſame marke 
which the Ladie had , that appeared to him in his fleepe, 
whereat not a little maruailing, he ſaid within himſelfe.Jt 
mulk nerdes be without all doubt, that he which ſenf mee 
this pꝛeſent, knoweth full wel ß ſcope of my foztune, foz J 
am well afared, that the Ladie which ſpake to mee in mp 
ſerpe, when J above in the heuſe of my Father Gerrarde, 
ſcheboed me her hand, with the ſelfe ſame marke J ſee heere 
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not ceaſe fo follow and finde me out, vnftll-ſach time as 1 
maie ſpeake with her. Whercuppon he founde hunſelfe ww 
fuddainlic inueigled with her loue, as he thus complained, - 
Ah Palmerin,well maiſt thou ſee that long thou canft not 
reſiſt this impꝛeſſion, but whence ſhould this humour pꝛo⸗ 
cede? to loue her thou neuer ſaweft,nozknoweſt where is 
her abiding 2 If it fall out that thou dieſt in thy purſuite, 
theſe paſſions ſhall ſo haue a ſinall ende, and J gaine þ grea 


teſt felicatie that J can deſtre. By this time had he ſpent 


the eyght daies, which he pzomiſed Ariſmena faz Floren- 
dos companie, whenas well to begin the ſearche of her hee 
loued ſo well, as to ende the aduenture he intendedcf the 
Serpent: he pꝛepared to depart, pꝛouiding himſelfe a great 
huge Mate of y2on, which did him good ſeruitce, as you ſhall 
reade hercafter, 


CHAP. XVI.

he was reſolute to depart. J ſhall pet deſire you, ſayde the 
Pꝛinceſſe, that foꝛ my ſake you will take with you thee C- 
ſquires which J will giue you, Who may lend pou ſuccour 
if ame inconnentence ſhould befall you. Then the called the 
Eſquires, and pꝛeſented them vnto hun, with ß glaſle that 
he ſhould bzing the water in from the Fountaine, if Foz⸗ 
tune ſtode with him to finiſh the aduenture.yalmerin moũ⸗ 
ting on hozſebacke,and Florendos accompanying him halfe 
a dates tourney on Þ wap, left him on his tourney towardes 
the Mountaine Artifæria, where he arriued on the laſt date 
of April, Thẽ he commanded the T{quires e his Dwarte 
Vebanillo, to expect his returne at the foote of the Moun⸗ 
tain, foꝛ he would ſuffer none of the fo goe vp with him: fo 

aſcended he the Hyll by a little frackt footepath , with hys 
pꝛon Pace on his necke, and the Glaſſe fo2 the water fa⸗ 
ſtened at his gyꝛdle. Pauing thus tranatled vppe till about 
middap, he founde the paſſage ſo thicke ſet with Trees and 
bꝛakes, as he was conſtrained to alight fro his Bozle, who 
he vnbꝛideled and left there feeding ; and much further had 
he not gone, but the night ouertooke him, pet did p Poone 
thine bꝛight and cleere, which made him ſtill trauaile on⸗ 
warde, till he beheld the Nocke where the water was, and 
the Serpents Den, who was come ſomewhat lower to re⸗ 
create himſelfe among the ſwerte Hearbes, where he hadde 
cloſelie couched himſelfe. But when he heard pal merin c6- 
ming, he began to ſwell, and wꝛithe his taile togeather ve⸗ 

rie ſtrangely: all which could not dilmay this aduenturous 
Anight, but commending himſelfe to God, ſette volume his 
e,and with his Pace marched ſtoutlie againſt his e⸗ 
ic, ſaying, Why ?almerin 2 didſt thou ſo often requeſt 
of Florendos ę the Pꝛinteſſe his Siſter, to try thy ſtrength 


wylt thou faint 2 Doth it not beſerme ther 
with honour , then to liue with ſhame 2 lot the one ena, 
rage 
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rage thee to follow thy enterpꝛiſe, and the other kill thee 
when thou offerelk to retire. And with theſe woꝛdes he ad⸗ 
uaunced him to the Serpent, and the Serpent fiercelye be⸗ 
gan to aſſaile him, and with his taile had ſmote him down, 
but that hee nimblie pꝛeuented the ſtroke, deliuering the 
Serpent ſoſoze a blowe on p head with his Pace, as made 
him reele and ſtagger, and cry ſo terribly , as the whole 
Pountaine reſounded with a meruailous Eccho, and to re⸗ 
uengohimlelfe, with his tallants he got hold on Palmerins 
Armour, which hee rent violentlie in two oꝛ th:e places, 
wounding his bodte verie daungerouſlie. When Palmerin 
percetued in what hard plight he was, he toke hart a freſh, 
and watching his aduauntage, ſtrwke the Serpent wyth 
his Pace ſo ſtronglie on the necke, as he fell to the grounde 
in a manner dead, and Palmerin plied him with ſo manie 
ſtrokes one alter another, as he left him not while any life 
was in him. After this happy victozy,foz which deuoutlie he 
pꝛaiſed vppe his woundes lo well as he could, 
with extreame wearines he laid him downe and ſlept, whe 
he ſermed to ke the thꝛer Siſters whereof wee haue ſpoken 
befoze, who were the Daughters to a Anight,Lo2d of the 
Afle Carderia, to whom none might be copared foꝛ know- 
ledge in the Pagicall ſciences, and ſo well he had inffkruged 
his Daughters, as after his death, they alone excelled in 
this Arte, ſo that the men of that Countrey commonlie cal⸗ 
led them the Goddeſſes of deſtinie, becauſe they coulde di⸗ 
uine befoꝛe what ſhould follow after. And if any one didde 
happen to iniurie them, they would reuenge themlelucs by 
their enchauntments, ſo that they were greatlie feared and 
helde in reuerence. They vled diuers times this Poun⸗ 
taine Artifæria ag well to gather Hearbes foz theyz neceſ⸗ 
arie vie, as alſo foz the Mater of the Fountayne,. 
fo2 the defence whereof they had there left this Serpent, 
who was in time growne ſo huge and monſtrous, as he ra⸗ 
ther ſemed a deuill then a natural Beaſt. Notwithſtan- 
ding, howe hidious ſocuer he was, Falmerin as you haue 
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hearde onercame and flewe him, finding the thꝛee Siffers 
in tge manner as J haue tolde vou: who were not greatlie 
diſcontented with him, but eſtermed ſa well of hun, as in 
his ſlerpe the eldeſt of them thus ſpake to him. Belecue me 
Paluierin,thy beginning is ſo honourable, as great pittie it 
were to let the die herre, cheefelie fo2 the want Þ all Greece 
thal haue of ther in time to come, the whole Empire wher⸗ 
of is pꝛedeſtinated thine: and therefoze will J heale ths 
waundes thou hall at this time receiued. J will then doo 
ſomewhat moze fo2 him, ſaid the ſeconde Siler, J will en⸗ 
chaũt hun id wel foz his auaile, as herrafter no cõiuratiõ oz 
witchcraft ſhall haue ame power to hurt him. Truelie ſaid 
the third Siler, foz my part, A will gine hum ſach foztune, 
as the firſt tune he ſhall ſe his Ladie Polinarda, (who ſo 
manie times ſaluted hun in his Dꝛeames) ſhee ſhall loone 
him ſd intirelie: as no doloꝛ oꝛ tozment ſhall make her foz- 
get while ſhee lines, the happines ſhee ſhall reteiue by his 
occaſtons, Then the eldeſt Siſter tooke a Golden Cup, and 


f filled it with the water of the Fountaine, and wainging the 


iupce of certaine Yearbes into it, waſhed therewith Pal- 
merins woundes,lo that they were immediatite healed, 

Now felt he verie wel all they did, hut his lumber tame 
awate the liberfie of his ſpeeche, vntill ſuch time as they 
were departed, but firſt the eldeſt of them thus lpake.Since 
this Anight hath had ſo god a beginning, and Þ his ſtrength 
hath depziued our garde of our Fountaine, J p2aieyon let 
vs ſuffer him to haue his Glaſſe full of our Water, that by 
his meanes the King of N «ceden may be healed, which a 
number of other Knights haue failed of heeretofoze.Wher 
to they all conſented, and ſo if came ta paſſe: then gathe⸗ 
ring their Yearbes as they were wont, and waſhing them, 
they tooks their waie to the Alle Carderia.

Father, this daie wonlde J begin my religious enterpꝛiſe, 
in hope [if the Ladies ſpake trueth p appeared to me in my 
ſleepe] hereafter to be one of the happieſt Knights in the 
world. So walked he on til he came where he left his ho2le, 
wheron hee mormted,and came to Vrbanillo and his other 
Eſquires, who hauing heard the = - the Serpent, when 
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palmerin gaue hun his firſt ſtroke, perſwaded themſelues 
that their Maiſter was ſlaine: but when they ſaw him cõ⸗ 
ming, Vrbanillo aboue all the reſt was moſt iopfull, & ran 
apace to meete him, deſtring to know how he had ſped, Ue⸗ 
rie wel J thank God, ſaid yalmerin, who gaue me ſtrength 
to kill the Monſter, and to bzing ſuſficient of the Mater J 
hope, to winne the King Primaleon his health. Then haue 
I the thing J moſt deũre, ſaid Vrbanillo, albeit 3 greatlie 
feared that you had accompanied all the other Knights in 
death, that aduentured befoze pou, and coulde not ſpede ſo 
well.

to his Hoꝛſe, and thus anſwered. Yowe now Gentlemen? 
are pou not aſhamed in mp p2elence to abuſe my ſeruaunt: 
truſt me J neither can no2 wil fo put it vp: and ſo couching 


his Launce,he encountred one of them ſo ronghlie, as he fel 


from his oꝛſe deade to the ground. When the other thꝛee 
ſawe their companion thus foyled,they altogeather ſet vp⸗ 
on palmetin: but their foztune fel out fo ill, as two of them 
were ſoone vanquiſhed, and the third fooke himſelf to flight 
verie hardlie eſcaping, Palmerin made no account of folow 
ing him, bat leauing them rode on his way, his Dwartfe 
thus comming to hun. Beleeue me my Loꝛd (quoth he) hee 


is to be accounted ouer fwliſh hardie, that at the weapons 
point ſcekes to offende you : J dare boldlie affirme my woꝛ⸗ 


In 
that, ſaid Palmerin, thou maiſt be deceiued, but God is al-

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that as he by his Godhead hath made me bꝛeath this aye, 
though weake and ſicklie: by diuine pꝛouidence hee hath 
ſent you to reſtoꝛe me my bodilie health, from hencefoozth 
there foꝛe J ſhall intreate you to commaund mee and mine 
at pour pleaſure. My gratious Lo2de , ſaide Palmerin, the 
hcauens giue me ſucceſſe to do you leruice, foꝛ Jknowe no 
Paince liuing this daie, foꝛ whom J would moze gladly ad- 
uenture my life. J thank you good Sir, quoth the Ring, but 
the greefe J haue ſuſtained fo2 the ſozrow of my Sonne Flo 
rendos,b2ought me into ſuch a long and lingering extrea⸗ 
mitie, as well may J bleCe the time, that by pour good ſuc- 
cefſe am ſo happilie deliuered: let me therefoze entertaine 
vou as my ſeconde Sonne, and perſwade your ſelfe of ſuch a 
Father, who wil lone pou as if you were his owne naturall 
Childe,inthat J and the greater part of my Kingdom ſhal- 
be at pour diſpoſition. Wowzthy Sir, ſaide Palmerin,woozs 
thilie might J be reputed amangl the woꝛſt in the wozld, 
refuſing the honour you pleaſe fo offer mee , efpeciallie in 
ſuch an extraoꝛdinarie kinde of fauour ; foz the reſt, (bee- 
ing thus accepted in your pꝛincely grace) J haue ſufficient, 


being furniſhed with Yozſe and Armour to do me ſeruite. 


With theſe wozdes the King embzaced him, andmeere ioy 
cauſed the teares to trickle downe his chekes : ſo that 
Palmerin ſtaied longer with him then he made 
account to do, till the Dulte of Darace 
ſent ſoꝛ him, as you ſhall reade in 
the diſcourſe following.

J ſe then my 
deere Freende you will needes bee gone, albeit your compa- 
nie hath giuen mee greater lollace e delight, then any thing 
els ſince J loſt mine onelie content: pet is my regarde of 
your honoꝛ ſuch, 5 J feare moꝛe to heare pour mil foʒtune, 
then J pittie y neceſſitte of mp Cozin the Duke of Durace. 
Vet let me intreate you , that fimſhing pour intent with 
fo2tunate ſuccelſe , pou make pour pꝛeſent returne to the 
King my Father, whole loue, and whole liberalitye you 
neede not doubt of. My Loꝛde (quoth Palmerin) the King 
and you haue ſo highlte honoured mee, as whereſoener J 
ſhall come heereafter, I reſt yours in my verye vttermoſt 
endeuours. 

Theſe woꝛdes did Ptolome heare the donne of Frena- 
to, whõ Florendos had kept ſince y time he was his Page, 
and was nowe olde enough to receiue Knighthoode ; which 
made him deſirons to purchaſe honour by fome meanes, e⸗ 
ſpeciallie if the King woulde mone Palmerin to take him 
with him, his requeſt he perſwaded himſelfe would not bee 
denyed, whereupon,kneeling befoze the King, hee beganne © 
thus. If it fo pleaſe your highnes, that at your handes J 
might receine my oꝛder of kmighthoode:, befoze Palmerin 
departed from your Court: J am aſſured he would nat diſ⸗ 
daine me foꝛ his companion,eſpecially if your Maieſtie did 
mooue the queſtion on my behalfe. Beleue mee, quoth the 
King,ſo good a motion ſhall not be hindered by me, & there- 
foze to moꝛro will J giue pou pour oꝛder, and ſuch Armo2 
as ſhall well befeme a Knight,p2zepare you in meane time 
fo perfoꝛme pour watch. Highly contented was Ptolome 
at theſe ſpeeches, and gaue oꝛder foꝛ his pꝛouiſion of neede⸗ 
full occaſions, til euening came, when he entered the Chap⸗ 


pell, where her _=_ the night in deaout oꝛiſons, Þ heauen 
N. iiij. would 
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would © further d whole courſe of his time, as might fand 
with the adnauncement of iuſlite and his dum honoꝛ. Car⸗ 
lie in the mo2ning,the King with his Sonne 
Florendos and manie other nights, entered the Chappel, 

where finding. Pcolome an his knees , hee gaue him his 


make him famous where euer he came: afterward he deſi- 
red Palmerin, that this newe Knight might beare him c6- 
panie in his trauailes, whereto Palmerin willingly conſen⸗ 
ted, accepting ſo well of Prolomes behauiour, as hee purpo⸗ 
ſed thence loꝛ ward not to foꝛſake ſo god a companion, Thẽ 
they both tsoke their leaue of the King and Florendos, and 
departed with the Gentleman towardes the Duke of De- 
race, making ſuch god expedition in their tourneye , as ha⸗ 
uing croſt the Seas with a p2olperous winde, they landed 
in the Conntrey of Durace. Nowe becauſe the Cittic was 
beſtedged on all ſides,they were doubtfull howe to gette in 
bulene of the enemie, which the Gentlemanne their guide 
perfozmed ſo well: as by pꝛiuie ſignes made to the @inti- 
nell, at length they got in withont any danger, The Duke 
bearing tydings of their arriuall, left his Chamber : came 
to welcome Palmerin, whome hee entertained with great 
honour, ſpending the moſt part of the night in familiar cons 
ference with him, till bought him to his Chambers 
hee left them bothe to their god ref, fill the next moꝛning. 
when he came againe to viũte them, thus laluting Palme 
i IN, 

Pour arriuall, Sir Anight, doth arme mee with ſuch 
allured hope, as by the helpe J ſhall receme at pour hande, 
mine enemie (J truſt)ſhal not outbꝛaue me as he hath done 
hitherto: and therfoꝛe you with your woꝛthie companion, 
are bothe ſo welcome as pou can deũre. Py Lo2de, (quoth 
Palmerin) the King that ſent me to vou, hath boundeme to 
him by ſo mante courteſies, as faz the loue of him and Flo- 
rendos his Sonne, yon may affure your ſelfe of my btter- 
molt ſeruice, ſo long as J ſhall be able to tar 
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The Duke returned his noble offer manic thankes, and 
walking info the Hall, the Ducheſſe there erpeced the 
comming of Palmerin, ſo after manie welcoms and courtlie 
embꝛatings, the Tables bing coucred, they ſat downe to 
Dinner: alt which tune, Palmerins eyes were fixtd on the 
Ducheſle Daughter, who was one of the faireſt Uy2gins 
that cur he ſawe, and ſo buſted was his thoughts in behol⸗ 
ding her, as hee gane ſmall regarde to the Dukes woꝛdes, 
wh3 repoꝛted what ſhamefull iniuries the Countie had of- 
fered hum from tune to time, and how? mame ſkirmiſhes 
had paſſed bet weene them ſince the beginning of the wars. 
Thus ſpent they the Dinner time, till the Tables beeing 
withdꝛawne, and the Ducheſle with her Daughter gone 
into their Chamber,the Duke queſtioned with Palmerin 
as concerning Pcolome, who was verie nere allied to the 
D.ke : and ſo with diſcourſing of nouels of M acedon, as 
Aſo the doubtfull affaires of the warres , they paſſed the 
whole daie till night came, when Palmerin and Pcolome 
departing to their Chamber, Palmerin coulde take no reſt, 
the beautie of the Ducheſſe Daughter ſo troubled hys 
thoughts, which made hum deſirous to knowe her name: if 
this were ſhee the thꝛee Siſters ſpake of on the Mountain, 
and was beſide pꝛomiſed him in his fleeping viſtons. Palme 
rin w3s not alone thus paſſionafe, but on the other five the 
pong Ladie became as amoꝛous of him: but Foztune wold 
not permitte their loue, as you ſhall heare moꝛe heereafter, 
The Caũtie hauing al this while maintained very ſtraight 
ſiedge, intending now to lsoſe o2 gaine al, gaue fierce aſſault 
vppon the Cittie: firft calling all the cheefeſt Loꝛdes and 
Captaines of his Armie, moouing them with earneſt and 
Souldiour like perſwaſions, to fozeſee all aduauntages, and 
to encounter their enemies with magnanimious and relo⸗ 
Inte courage. When he had thus unboldened his menne to 
the ſi ght, with ſound of Dꝛummes, Trompets & Clarions 


they bad th: Cittie battaile ; then might you behalde howe 
they beſturred themſelnes with Fagots to fill the mo 
J. 
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and Trenches, ſet ſcaling Ladders to the walles, howe the 
one ſide aſſaulted and the other defended, that manie loſte 
their liues oꝛ departed maimed, ſuch hauocke did Palmerin 
and Ptolome with the Dukes power, make on their ene⸗ 
mies, not withſtanding they were in number farre beponde 
them, and meruailous well pꝛouided of all neceſſaries. But 
then Palmerin remembꝛed a ſuddaine pollicie to pꝛeuent a 
milcheefe, foꝛ as the enemie retired to pꝛepare foꝛ the ſe⸗ 
tonde aſſault, he called y moſt part of the beſt Knights that 
the Duke had, willing each one betake himſelf to his ho2ſe 
and follow him, leauing the reſt well appointed fo2 defence 
of the walles. The Counties power ſounding the alarme, 
and comming roughlie againe vpon the Cittie: Palmerin 
with his company pꝛiuilie iſſued fo:th at py Poſterne gate 
on the backs of the enemies, and gaue ſuch a bꝛaue onſette, 
as they were fozced to foꝛſake their ſcaling Ladders to re- 
ſiſt this encounter. There were mame ſtrokes deliuered 
on either ſide, the Countie & moſt part of his Knights bee- 
ing on hoꝛ ſebacke, which made them holde the longer ger play 
with Palmerin and his men: notwithſtanding, the Conntie 
ſein ſuch a hardie attempt giuen on a ſuddaine, and doub⸗ 
ting freſhe ſupplie woulde come from the Cittie, with feare 
began to retire, and with one of his Bꝛetheren laboured to 
reũſt this ſharpe aſſault, but Palmerin and his companie 
gaue them ſmall tune to reſt, laping on loade with meruai⸗ 
laus fiercenes, whercat the Countie was. fo offended,as c<- 
ming to Palmerin,he gaue him ſuch a cruell ſtrake on the 
Helmet, as he fell ther with to the ground, yet did he quick- 
lie recouer himſelfe againe, and requited the Countic with 
ſound a ſalutat ion, as he made him tomble from his ſad⸗ 
dle headlong to the earth, at what time on the other ſide 
Ptolome had ſo canuazed the Counties Bꝛother, as he ſea⸗ 
led him a quittaunce with his ſwoꝛd foꝛ his life. Then be⸗ 
gan the Counties Souldiours to diſpapꝛe of their ſucceſſe, 
and Palmerin with his traine to follow them ſo cloſelie, as 
cher were _ to take themſelues to flight, leauing thepz 
Mailer 
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Maiſter ouerthzowne in the Armie, where hee was troden 
to death with the trampling of the Haꝛſes. Thus did the 


victozie remaine to the Duke, his enemies [cafteryj in 
flight gladde to ſaue their lines, whom Palimerin comman- 
ded to follow no further, leaſt gathering themſclues togea⸗ 
ther againe, and efpping aduauntage, they might ſo endan⸗ 
ger them: foꝛ offentumes the vanquiſhed too narrowly pur 
ſued, recouer courage ⁊᷑ daunte the pꝛide of the conquerers. 
Foꝛ this cauſe he returned with his men into the Citty, the 
Duke vnderſtanding the foyle of his enemie, whith made 
hun with a great number of woꝛthy Cittizens to goe meet 
Palmerin and Ptolome, whome embꝛacing hee thus enters 
tained, Ah god nights, by pou is my eſtate retouered, and 
the death of my Sonnes reuenged on the murderer, there⸗ 
foꝛe diſpoſe of me and myne as you ſhall thinke beſte: to 
which woꝛds Palmer in thus anſwered, My Loꝛd, let hea⸗ 
uen haue the honour of our vidoꝛp, as foꝛ me, J haue done, 
and will hereafter what J can, foꝛ the great kindneſſe of 
the King of N acedon pour Uncle, who hath honoꝛed mee 
in ſending me to pou, and other recompence J neuer did 02 
will ſeeke. As they thus parled togeather, the Duke percei⸗ 
ued by the blood on Palmerins Armour, that he was woun- 
ded in mante places, wherefoze(quoth he) J ſc you are ſoꝛe 
wounded, let vs niake haſte to our Pallace, where a Ladye 
attending on the Dacheſſe and well ſerne in chirurgeric, 
ſhall giue attendaunce on you till you are recovered . So 
mounting on hozlebacke,they rode to the Pallace, where 
Palmerin was lodged. Bering b2ought into his Chamber, 
the Duchelle and her Daughter holpe to vnarme him, 
when the Ladie d2effed his wounds, perſwading him there 
was no daunger in them to be ſeared. Thus each one depar 
ting, Laurana the Duchefſe Daughter called Vrbanillo 
the Dwarſfc, ſaying to him. Þy Freende, deſire thy Pay- 
ſter to make bolde of any thing he wants, and that ſoꝛ my 
ſake he will d:fpayze of nothing. $padame,ſaid y Dwartte, 
vou haue good reaſon to wilh my x well, as wathe 
U. | e 
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the good aſſiſtaunce he gaue the Duke your Father, as alſo 
in reſpecte of his deſerts , which are as honourable as any 
that euer came in this Court. Zheſe woꝛds Palmerin ves 
rie well hearde, hauing his eye continually on her: wheres 
foze when ſhee and all the other were departed, hee called 
Vrbanillo, demaunding what talke he had with the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefſe, which he repoꝛted, and his anſwere alſo. Gramercies, 
ſaid Palmerin, I pꝛaꝝ the find the meane to let her knowe 
that Jam her Seruaunt and Knight, ready foaccomplithe 
ante thing that ſhe ſhal commaunde me. Referre this mat- 
ter tome Sir, quoth the Dwarffe, Jknowe what Saint 
mult pafronize theſe affaires,and what offering mult bee 
lavde on his Altar. 


C HAP. XX. 


Howe Palmerin became highlie enamoured with the 
beantie of the Princeſſe Laurana, thinking her to bee 
the Lady that ſollicited him in his viſions. 


Rbanillo the Dwarffe, not fo2- 
getfull of his Þaiſters tomman⸗ 
40 dement, the next day when Laus 
rana came with her Mother to 
l viſit Palmerin, ſhee tooke the 
M Dwarffe aũde, demaũding what 
ͤ“ꝛreſte his Maiſter take the night 
== || paſt. Padame (quoth he) indiffe⸗ 

> ——== —=- 'rent, Jthanke God and you,toz 
N in you two conſilfs the diſpoſiti⸗ 

an of my Maiſters health. As howe quoth thee? Thus Pas 
dame, ſaid Vrbanillo, the firff day that he behelde you, hee 
gaue the whole poſſeſſion of himſelfe fo firmely to vou, as 


ting 
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ting in requifal of his ſeruice to my Load your Father, and 
his Countrep, whoſe lines and yours he hath defended, him 
ſelfe ſhalbe repayed with ſuddaine and cruel death: foz had 
he not come fag pour ſafe tie, well had he eſcaped this daun⸗ 
gerous extreamitie. Then ſeeing (fayze Madame) that his 
valour hath:beene the meane of pour deliueraunce, do not 
fo degenerate from gentle nature, as to kill him that gaue 
pait life, hy Freend (quoth ſhe) what weuldeſt thou 
haue me da; To lotie him, ſ werte Madame, quoth he, as her 
doth you. Alas, ſapd ſhe, thou mayſt aſſure thy ſelfe, p none 
can wyth thy aiſter better then J dw , beeing my duetie. 
and his deſert : with which wo2des thee chaunged colour 
with ſuch modelt baſhfulnes,as it might be perceiued ſhes 
could hardly:maſter her affettiõs. Which when p Dwartfe 
behelde, as one not to learne his leſſon in this arte, periwa⸗ 
ded himſelfe by the very lookes of Laurana, that his Map⸗ 
ſters loue would ſoꝛt to happy ende, and thereuppon he fol⸗ 
lowed the matter thus. J thinke Madame, that von 
wylh my Maiſter as well as ante, but that is not enough, 
bnlefe your wylh agree wyth his in this peynt: that vou 
graunt pour ſelfe his onely Lady and Miſtreſſe, as hee hath 
vowed himſelfe your Knight and Heruant. Af it max pleaſe 
von to wyſh this good to my aiſter, vouchſafe this fauour 
as a pꝛeſident of pour lyking : that ſo ſwne as he ſhall finde 
himſelfe better in health, vou wyll but conſent to ſpeake 
with him alone, in ſome ſuch conuentent and vnſulpected 
place, as hee may haue liberty to acquaint vou with the ſe⸗ 
crets of his thoughts. Alas (quoth thc) how ſhould J& do, 
without offering to much unpeache to mine 6wne honour? 
Madame, faide y Dwarſfe, the night giues fauour to loues 
ſwete enterpꝛiſes. By this tine the Ducheſle was ready 
to deparf,which Laurgoa percetumg,(ayd tothe Dwarftfe. 
Allure thy Paiffer from me, that J am moꝛe his the myne 
owne, and J will do foꝛ his welfare what J may with mo⸗ 
deſtie. By reaſon of their departure, the Dwartre coulde 
not make her anfwere, but ſhaddowing the matter as hee 
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had done befoꝛe, went about his Maiſters buſines, till hee 
came and found hun alone, when he diſcourſed all that had 
palt betweene the Pꝛinceſſe and him, which ſo well conten- 
ted Palmerin as nothing coulde moze : becauſe he perſiva- 
ded himſelfe, as J haue ſaide alreadie, that this was ſhes 
which the thee Siffers p2omiſed hun, by whom he ſhonide 
receiue the honour that deſtinie allowed hum. Foz thys 
cauſe thence fozwarde he was verie defirons to knowe her 
name,commaimding Vrbanillo very ftraightly to enquire 
it, which hee did, infoꝛming his maiſter that her name was 
Laurana ! wherenpon he well ſawe that hee was deceined, 
in that the Siſters had named his Þiltreſſe Polinards, 
and therefo2e he reſalusd to withdzaw his affearon, and to 
depart thence ſo ſwite as he ſhould de able to beare Armoz. 


But if map be eaſilie pꝛeſumed, that when one hath ſo far 


ventured in loue, that he perceines himſelf beloued,as the 
Dwarffe perſwaded his Maiſter: hardly can hee giue ouer 
fo faire a beginning: yet heere it fell out contrary, as you 
Hall well perteiue, that the ende was moze ſuddaine then 
the beginning.

and thus began. Howe comes it to palſe (my god Freend) 


that thy Paiſter is not of fo pleaſaunt diſpoſition, as heere- 


tofoꝛe he hath beene? it may be thou halt not let him vnder⸗ 
ffand my laſt ſalutation, oꝛ els feare with-holdes him from 
following his determination: J pꝛap thee do the meſſage 
of my earneſt good will to him, and tell him that J long fo 
unpart our affections togeather, ta the ful reſolution of our 
delired thoughts, which J haue found the way - 
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to accompliſh, ſo pleaſe him to come to my Chaber to moz- 
row at night, where J ſhall not faile to expect his pꝛeſence. 
When the Dwarffe heard Laurana vſe theſe words, thin- 
king his Maiſter was ill in his foꝛmer cogitations, thus 
aunſwered. Truſt me fayze Padame, within theſe fewe 
dayes my Palfter is become lo mellanchollie , as J haue 
manie times feared his death, and J am lure hee hath no o⸗ 
ther cauſe to toꝛment him ſo, but onely the fury of the ex⸗ 
treame loue he bearcs pou: pet ſeeing vou haue pꝛomiſed 
him ſuch gracious fauour , let me alone to change this vn- 
pleaſaunt humour. Fayle not then quoth ſhee, to let him 
know my minde. J goe pꝛeſentlp, ſaid the Dwarfre, to ac- 
quaint him with theſe long deſired tydings. So taking his 
leaue, he went to his Maiſters Chamber, whom he founde 
faſt a ſleepe, when not daring to awake him, let ffay hys 
meſſage till the next moꝛning, and ſo laide him downe to 
reſt: at what tune fleepe had thozowly poſſeſſed him, he be 
gan to cry and complaine ſv loude, as his Maiſter hearing 
him aroſe, and demaunded of him the cauſe of his lament, 
Alas my Lo2de (quoth he) neuer in all my life was J ſo al⸗ 
frighted, me thought that one of the fayꝛeſt Ladies that c- 
ner eye lokt on, helde a naked ſwo2de againſt my thꝛoate, 
ſaying, Vile and villainous creature as thon art, dareſt 
thou pꝛeſume ſo much to offende me, as to make thy Lozde 
and aiſter amoꝛous of Lady Laurana, and to foꝛſake me? 
iuſtly doſt thou deſerue to dye on this weapon foz thy pail-- 
lardiſe: and if heereafter thou carry any meſlage to p2ciu- 
dice my right, allure thy ſelfe that J wil chaſtiſe the in ſuch 
ſozt, as all vefozmed villaines ſhal receiue example by thee, 

I tell thee Traytour, Paln erin his foztunes climbes highs 
er then the name of Laurana,and where he is moꝛe looued 
fo2 the ropaltie of his linage, then foꝛ his baſe. and Paſtoꝛal 
education. With which woꝛdes ſhee gaue nie ſuch a ſtroke 
on the heade with her ſwoꝛde, as 4 (fearefull of my life) 
cryed ſo loude as you lay you hearde me. This motid made 


Palmerin eaſily perteiue, that Polinarda had made thys 
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thꝛeatning to the Dwarffe foz Laurana : which concealing 
ts him ſelle, he ſaid in laughter. J think thou diddeſt loꝛget 
to dꝛinke when thou canmett to bed, and fo thy hart bering 

diis conteiuod this fonde viſion: J pꝛaie the fleepe, æ trou⸗ 
ble me no moꝛe with ſuch idle paſſions. The WDwarffe be- 
toe him to reſt, but Palinerins thoughts all night were 
hammering on this Dꝛeame, ſo that he reſolued to departe 
thence the next moꝛning, and ſeeke els where his aduen⸗ 
tures, ſceing hee was admoniſhed by ſo manie aduertiſe- 
ments. So at the daie ryſing he called the Dwarffe, and 
commaunded him to pꝛepare his Armour, foꝛ hee intended 
to take his leaue of the Duke. Ptolome hearing this, and 
hauing noted beſide all that the Dwarffe tolde his Maiſter 
in the night. Diſſembling the matter, as was his manner, 
he came and bad Palmerin good mozrowe, who aunſwered 
Ptolome in this manner. My deere Freend, J haue concea⸗ 
led none of mine affaires frõ thee, ſince the time we recet- 
ued our knighthoode, and parted fogeather from the Courte 
of Macedon ; nowe therefoꝛe ſhall I impart to the what A 
haue determined. 

It is ſo, that vꝛgent octaſions conſtraines me pꝛeſently 
to leaue this Countreie, and hencefozth to frame my tourſe 
which way Foꝛtune will direc me, by which occaſion J ſee 
we mulk be enfoꝛ ted to leaue each other: notwithſtanding, 
let me intreate that our abſence may no way impayꝛe cur 
freendſhippe, not doubting but in god time we ſhall meete 
togeather againe. In meane ſpace, if you ſee the King oꝛ 
Paince Florendos, foꝛgette not the humble duety of they; 
vowed Seruaunt J beſeeche ye, who dedicates his life and 
honour in all attempts to their gractons fauours. By God, 
Cid Ptolome, let who will do the meſſage fo2 me, fo2 nei⸗ 


Ante, ſaid Palmerin,ſhame were it foz mee 
vou. Set foꝛward then when you pleaſe (quoth 

Ptolome) foz we neither muſt noꝛ will depart, thats = 
| | Z & 
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So beeing bothe armed they came to the Duke, who mer 
uailed much to ſer them ſo pꝛepared, and therefoze demann- 
ded whether they went. My good Loꝛd, anſwered Palme- 
rin, in that your Countrey is nowe quieted, wee mul in- 
treate you foꝛ our departure, becauſe waightie affaires in 
other places do ſo commaunde vs. How happens it fay:e 
Freendcs,ſaide the Duke, that you will ſo ſoone leaue mee? 
My Loꝛde (quoth Palmerin) wee are ſo enfozced, and ther⸗ 
foze we humblie intreate pou, not to be offended, If pour 
affaires bee ſuch ſaide the Duke, lothe am J to hinder you, 
commaunde of me and mine what you pleaſe, foꝛ all remai⸗ 
neth at pour diſpoſition, Moſt humble thanks did Palmerin 
and Pcolome returne p Duke, and ere they went to hoꝛſe⸗ 
back, they came to fake their leaue of the Ducheſſe x Lau- 
rana, who was well nie deade, ſeeing her hope deceiued, fo2 
ſhe expected the night comming, when ſhe and Palmerin 
ſhould conferre togeather of their lone: but ſeeing him now 
departing, he was out of all hope to ſe him againe, the ex⸗ 
treame greefe whereof ſo ouercame her, as giuing a greate 
chꝛike ſhee fell in a lwoune. The Ladies and Gentlewo⸗ 
men in great amazement came about her, ignoꝛaunt of her 
euill but onelte Palmerin and his Dwarffe,which hee like⸗ 
wiſe woulde not reueale to anie, foꝛ the reaſon you hearde 
diſcourſed befoze ; and rather would ſhe entertaine her own 
death, then make knowne a ſecrete of ſuch impoꝛtaunce:

Beleeue me Knight,thou halt done mee great w2ong, and 
thy ſelfe much moze, foꝛ which where euer thou cenumelt; 
be thou named the moſt vngrateful Knight that euer dzew 
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Swoꝛde, ſeeking her death ſo cruelly, who loues the deerer 
then her owne life, Theſe complaints made the ſozrowful 
Laurana befoze the Ducheſſe, not ſparing to diſcharge the 
whole burthen of her oppꝛeſſed hart, her other not day 
ring to gaineſap her, but expected when the ſhculde depart 
this life: wherefoꝛe perſwading her from diſpaire, thee 
ſwetelie pꝛomiſed to wozke ſo with Palmerin, as he ſhould 
ſtaie and emoy her to his wife. But all was in vaine,fo2 he 
mounted on hoꝛſebacke, and accompanied with Ptolome 
and Vibanillo, left the Cittie of Darace, no one knowing 
which way they were ridden: Palmerin cduerted into ſuch 
heauines, as nothing coulde fozment him moze, ſo carneft 
was his deſire fo ſee her, whome fate and Fozfune had ap- 
pointed oz him. 


CHAP. XXI. 


Hewe Palmerin and Prolome met with a Damoſell,who 
made great mone for a Caſket which two Kniehts had 
forcibly taken from her, and what happened to them. 


Eeing thus departed from Da- 
5 race, theſe Knights rode along, 
thinking in what heauines they

99 | where thou hall left ſo harde an 
opinion of thy ſelfe, as while thou liueſt thou ſhalt be the 
wozle eltcemed: and well wozthie,foz iuſtlie maiſt thou be 
accuſed of diſlopaltie, in *

thou deſiredſt, to make ſo light account of her as thou haſte 
doone. Had death pꝛeuented thee befoze, ſhee had beene ſa⸗ 
tified, thine honour defended,and thy uvnknowne Polinar- 
da no way inturied: which ſperches made the teares to tric- 
kle down his cheekes , when Prcolome loking aſide eſpyed 
him, and geſſing the cauſe of his ſadnes, ſaid. Uerily A nc- 
uer thought fo ſe ſuch womanniſhe behauenr in you, no2 
that any greefe oꝛ miſ⸗foꝛtune ſhould haue teares ſo ſone at 
tommaundement. Howe will you hereafter withſtande ſo 
manie caſualties, hard aduentures, and daungerous ſtrata⸗ 
gems, with manie & ſundꝛie narrowe bꝛunts that you muſk 
paſſe thozow,when J ſee you vnable to ouercome your own 
ſelfe : beeing ſuppꝛized by her teares, to whoine you haue 
bone honour to affooꝛde a good countenaunce? If you had 
receiued of her the wertes of loue, reaſon might then plead 
in your excuſe: but hauing no way miſpꝛiſed her honour, 
oz offered offence to modeſt chaſtitie, what iniurie may ſhe 
ſaie that you haue done her? Fozget J pꝛaie you theſe vn- 
ſemelte faſhions, hardly agreeing with a Knight of ſuch re⸗ 
po2t as you are, let vs finde ſome thing els to talke on, and 
tell me which way you intende to tourney. By mp life, ( 
Palmerin) J knowe not: but let vs take which way Foꝛ⸗ 
tune ſhall pleaſe to conduct vs. A thinke it beſt then, ſayde 
Ptolome, that we ſhape our courſe towarde Rome, where 
we ſhall finde people of all Nations, by whome we mate be 
inſkructed as concerning aduentures, wozthy our trauaile, 
and guyding fo honour. On then cheerelie,quoth Palmertn, 
and ſo they trauailed eight daies fogeather , not meeting 
with any aduenture wozthy to be ſpoken off: fill at length 
they met a Damoſell heauily mourning, who ſaide. Alas, 
what will ſhee ſate whole truſt was onelie in mee, hauing 
loſt the thing wherein conſiſted her hope, to recouer þ high⸗ 
eff of her noble deſires?

Swoꝛdes in the whole wozlde, which ts fo enchaunted, as 
none can dꝛawe it out ofthe ſkabbard,but hee that is eſtee⸗ 
med the woꝛthieſt Knight liuing: but befoꝛe any be admit 
ted to make pꝛoffe of this aduenture, hee mult graunt a re⸗ 
queſt that J am to aſke him. Mith this Swoꝛd haue A tra⸗ 
uailed many ſtrange Countries, as Fraunce, Italie, Sclauo- 
nye and diuem other, where many haue tryed , but no one 
pet tould fimſh the aduenture: whereuppon J was thys 
date trauailing towarde the Cmperours Courte of Greece, 
and heereby J met with two Knights, who hauing hearde 
the cauſe of my long trauaile, made pꝛofe of their foꝛtune 
one after another, and bothe failed, whereat they were fo 
offended, as they tooke the Caſket from me perfozce , and 
are gone therewith J knowe not whither , which dooth ſo 
greeue me, in reſpect of her loſſe towards whom J am , as 
death woulde be moꝛe welcoine fo mee then life. Faire 
Uirgin, ſaide Palmerin,dw not diſcomfoꝛt pour ſelfe, but 


ſhewe mee which way they rode that dealt with you fo dui⸗ 


courteouſlie. Gentle night (quoth ſhee) if your hap be fo 
reſtoꝛe 1ny loſſe againe,you do the moſt gracious ace, that 
euer night did foꝛ a diſtreſſed Damolſcll.ZTheſe Traptoꝛs 
to honour (whercof the one is in Crunſon Armour, bearing 
in his Sheelde thꝛer Lyons heades) tooke this waie by the 
Woode, and as yet J am ſure they canne not be farre hence.

J pꝛaie you (quoth Prolome) let mee make trpall of my 
ſtrength, albeit J know my ſetfe no ſuch man as you ſpeake 
of: ſo taking the Caſket, offered to begin, when the Damo⸗ 
ſell dzfired hum to koꝛbeare, foʒ (quoth ſhee) you mult firſf 
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graunt me one requeſt. What ere it be, ſaide Ptolome, J 
graunt it: and ſo ſet all his might to his intent, but coulde 
not accompliſh it, wherefoze quoth he to the Damoſel. Be⸗ 
lerue me Lad, he that wꝛought this enchauntment, dyd 
moze by his arte, then J can by my cunning, and in my opi⸗ 
nion you may trauaile long enough, befoze you finde him 
that ſhall quit your erpectation. The moꝛe wil be my trou- 
ble quoth the Damoſell, being tyed by neceſſitpe to ſuch a 
Knights foꝛtune. When Palmerin ſawe that his compant- 
on had failed, he doubted whether he ſhould take it in hand 
02 no: pet ſeeing hee coulde ſpeede no wozſe then other had 
dwne, he (ad to the Damoſell, will pou any thing with me 
befoꝛe Jaduenture my ſelfe, foꝛ my Freende ſhall not bee 
mal content fo2 a fellowe. Gentle night, quoth ſhe, J wyll 
nothing, but that you make me the like pꝛomiſe pour freend 
did. Of that doubt pou not ſaide Palmerin: ſo laping hande 
valiantlie on the Swoꝛd, without any great laboz he dzew 
it foozth, being the richeſt and godlieſt Swozde that euer 
was ſcene. Ah god Knight,ſayde the Damoſell, happy bee 
the day of thy natinitte,foz thou haſt deliuered me from in- 
credible labour, The Swo2d ts pours, but by pour pꝛomiſe 
pou ſtand bound to goe with me where J ſhall conduc yon, 
to do that ſhall pleaſe my Lady to commaund you. Leade 
the way Damoſell quoth Palmerin,and be ſure we wil not 
leaue thy company. Do mounted p Damoſell on her Pal- 
fray,and take the way towardes Rome, where lhe that de⸗ 
liuered her the Caſket remained in denotion, and with ſuch 
ſptede they diſpatched their trauaile, as they arriued at the 
Gate of a ſtrong Caſtell, where the Damoſell alighted, de⸗ 
firmg Palmerin and Prolome to expect her returne awhile. 
The Gate being opened, ſhe went ſtraight to her Pilkrelle 
and her Siſter, who beeing gladde of her comming, demaun 
ded if ſhe had found the man ſhe went to feeke, Ladies (ꝙ 
the) J haue, and hither he is come with me, but this J dare 
aſſure pou befoꝛe hande, that a moꝛe goodlie and valiant 
Gentleman lines not this date : foz in my pꝛeſence he — 
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quithed thaee Knights , who perfozce tooke the Caſket 
from me, and fo2 the Swoꝛde. he dꝛew it fooꝛth ſo eaſilie, as 
it had beene that he weareth dy his ſide. Coe, ſaid the Lady 
and cauſe him come niere, and come Siſter let vs goe to the 
Gate to entertaine him. Then was the D2aw bꝛidge let 
downe, when Palmerin and Ptolome riding to the Gate, 
met there the Ladies, whom they ſaluted with great reue⸗ 
rence, and each Ladye leading a Knight in by the hande, 
conducted them to their Chambers to be vnanned.

How the Lady of the Caftell declared to Palmerin, what 
mooued the Gyant Darmaco to take from her her

began fo Palmerin. 
- HSirKnight,as nowe Jam a pooze and diſinherited 
Gentlewoman,that ſometime _ Wife to one of þ — 
uy, th 
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thielt anigbts in this Cauntrep with whome J long time 


remained not hauing ane Childe , fill at length it pleaſed 
God to ſende me a Daughter, ſo faire a creature as euer na⸗ 
ture framed, who at my Huſ bands death was left with me 
but flue pres aged. Py Loꝛde and Yaſbande learned in 


the arte Pagicke, and foꝛ his ſkill renowmed in this Coun. 


trie, the daie befoꝛe his death hee called mee to him, vſing 
theſe ſpeeches. Deere Mie, let it ſuffiſe thee that J knowe 
what ſhall happen to thee after my death, and that one ſhal 
take perfoꝛce from thee , not onelie ſuch goods as J leaue 
ther, but alſo thy faire Daughter, to helpe which extremity, 


J haue ſomewhat pꝛouided fo2 thee befoz2e my departure. 


Thou ſhalt finde in my Cabinett a Swoꝛde, which J 
my ſelfe haue encloſed in a Caſket, and haue ſette ſo manie 
inchaunted ſpels on that Sword, as no man ſhal be able to 
dꝛabe it out of the ſcabbard,vnleſſe he be the beſt appꝛoued 
Anight in the wozlde, and he it is that mult giue thee ſuc- 
cour, and helpe to recouer againe thy loſſe. Too true fel out 
my Yulbands ſpeeches, foꝛ ſoone after Darmaco the Gyant 
came hither, and as his cuſtome was to abuſe whome hee 
liſted, ſo tooke he from me the belt of my Caſtelles, and in 
deſpight of me toke my Daughter from me, ſaying that he 
would giue her to one of his Sonnes in marriage, a villain 
far moꝛe vicious then the Father, ſo dcfo2med, as nature 
ſtandes aſhamed at her owne wozkmanſhip. Nowe in re⸗ 
ſpect J would not confent to this vnſeemely marriage, ſuch 
goods as was left me, hee violentlie tooke from mee, thys 
Swoꝛde onelte excepted which von haue wozthilie conque- 
red, and that had gone with hun too, but that my Siſter hid 
it verie fecretlie.

de take a habit in trecherous dealinges: uherefdꝛe did not 
m pꝛomiſe finde me to your Damoſel, A would nat paſſe 
o lightlis out of this Countrie, ere I campelled him (mc- 
what to.recampence this iniurie, and this chall.4 (God wil 
ling) do to mo2rdwe; fo pleaſe you J may bee conducted to 
bim. Ah gentle night; aide the Ladie, whal g am not as 
ble, Yeauen will no doubt repay thee And becauſe it was 
now? ſomnwhat late,after they had ſpent a little moe tune 
tageather in confer ente, theſe Ladies accompanied him and 
Ptolomt inta their Chamber, and taking their leaue, com: 
mitted the Anights fb their good reſt fo2 that night, which 
they paſſed with quiet repaſe, and on the next moꝛnmng al⸗ 
ter they were armed, they demaunded their guide 8f þ La- 
die that ſhoulde direc them the way towardes the Giant. 
Then the called the Pamoſeil that carried the Caſket, and 
two nights of her owne, whom ſhee commaunded to goe 
with Palmerin ; fo committing him to God and good ſuc⸗ 
ceſle, they fooke their waie ſtraight tothe Caſtell of Dars 
maco, where they arriued in the euening, when they eſpy- 
edaSquire.on-the walles' z who was appointed there to 
keepe the watch,to whomPalmeria ſaide. Þy Freende, 4 
peaie thee if Darmaco bee within, cauſe him to come foozth, 
fo2 A would ſpeake with him. And what woulde you with 
him aunſwered the Squire? J woulde intreate him, ſapde 
Palmerin, to.vſe himſelfe moꝛe courteouſlic then hee hath 
done heerefofo2e, and that hee woulde doo right to a good 
Ladie whom he hath diſinherited, namely to ſende hcr her 
gods and her Daughter againe: and if my intrratie may 
not pꝛeuaile with him, bidde him if hee dare ceme to the 
Cambatt , wherein J wili make hin confefſe vnder my 
Sonde, that his actions haue beene villaingus, traiterous, 


and diſlopall. In good ſdoth ir, aunſwered the Squire in 
N. j. deriſion, 
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deriſlon, von may ſieme to haue reaſons d they that ſent 
pou like wiſe, but your tourney J feare me will not amount 
to ſo much: therefoꝛe if you will be ruled by me get vou go⸗ 
ing, vnleſſe you are willing to leaue pour heade fo2 a ſigne 
to our Gates. Py heade, ſaid Palmerin, my Swozde holdes 
too good an edge, and mine arme too ſound ftregth, to teang 
a Jewell · of ſuch p2ice ſo eaſilie: goe therefoze when J byd 
thee thou wort beſt, other wiſe aſſure thy ſelle if F vanquiſh 
thy Pailter, that thou with the reit ſhalt ſurelie dye the 
death. Toodbone, ſaid the Squire, ſhall J do peur meſſage; 
and if ante harme happen to vou, ſaie my good Friende pou 
were councelled deloꝛe: but as ſoꝛ my Maiſter Darmaco, 
he hath not beene within foz this howze and moge, vet is 
his Donne Mordano here ,- who can bid you welcome as 
well as his Father. So departed the @quure, and in ſhozte 
time Mordano the Gpants Sonne came vpon the walles, 
demaunding of Palmerin what he ſought foꝛ: J tolde thy 
Squire, aunſwered Palmerin: hut teli me, art thou þ Son 


of the Giant ,. that delighteit in offering villainie to La⸗ 


dies ? and howe then, ſaid Mordano,what if Jam? A pzay 
thee, ſaid Palmerin, bid thy Father that without any fur⸗ 
ther quarrell he deliuer the Ladie that he detaines diolent 
lie, otherwiſe J ſhall cauſe him to do it whether hee will oz 
no. J ſhall make thee aunſ were ſaid Mordano,. if thou da⸗ 
reſt tarrie but fill I arme my ſelfe:and fo pꝛeſentiy depar⸗ 


ting, in ſhoꝛt time he came fw2th very well appointed, with 


#meruailous ſtrong Launce in his hand, and mounted on 
a vberie luſhe Courſer, ſo pzauncing towards Palmerin, hee 
ſaide. TAꝛzetch, art thou come to ſecke thine-owne deathꝛ 
pittie thee : yet if thou wilt yeelde thy ſelfe to my mertie, 
will ſpare thy life, and ſuffer the to waſte thy time in one 
of the bat Dungions in this Caſtel.

the verie beit ſene in Nigromancie this date lining. This 
noble man is named Pꝛinte Adrian, who neuer liked fo 


| line in the Court of the King his Bꝛother, but contented 


with what patrimonie his Father left dim, at length ma⸗ 
ried with a verie beautikall Ladie, of whom in time hee be- 
gat a Sonne named Dyardo, which Bonne his Bꝛother 


the Ring of Bohemia, nouriſhed vppe in his Court with his 


owne Sonne. So mutually in loue agreed theſe two pong 
Pꝛinces, as after the death of the aged King, the pong Dy- 
ardo ſhould ioyntlie rule with his Com the Ring: who 
tooke to Wife þ Daughter to the Duke of Lorayne, bʒing⸗ 
ing her with him into this Countrey, in companie of her 


Diſter, a Pꝛinceſſe ſo wiſe and vertuous as euer liued. It 


ſo 
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ing he was ſodeftrous to knowe, 
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ſo tame to paſſe, that Dyardo my Lo2ds moſt noble Bonne, 
framing his thoughts to the inſpirations of loꝶe, affected fo 
highlie the other Siſter,as he determined to haue a- 
nie other to his Mie, if he might compaſle whit he inten- 
ded. F92 her good Lavie,he coulde not bo deceiued in his a- 
mozous deſires, he found her loue ſo equall with his, yet did 
they ſhaddow their affections ſo diſtreetlie, as none cculde 
perteiue them, but Domarto the traiterous Countie of Or- 
mequc, one of the beit Knights in all this Country, were he 
as familiar with vertue and honeſtie, as he is with mallice 
and diſloyaltie. This Traytour enterpꝛiſed to match with 
the Queenes Siſter , beloued as you haue hearde by my 
Loꝛdes wozthy Sonne, and thercuppon after manie ſollict- 
tings, made knowne his intent vnto her, wherecf ſhe made 
ſo flender account, as ſhee foꝛbad him any moꝛe to trouble 
her. Domarto ſeeing my Lozde Dyardo his onely hinde⸗ 
raunte in lone , intended a mallicious villamie: and on a 
ſuddaine accuſed the Pxnce,that he intended to poyſon the 
Bing, ſo to obtaine the Crowne, as diſcended ofanecrer cõ⸗ 
ſanguinitie. And as it often falleth out in ſuch caſes, when 
one ſcekes to croſſe an others foꝛtune, there is no time flac- 
ked in following ſuch dꝛifts: euen fo this Trayfoz, finding 
the yonge King alone, began his matter in this coulloꝛable 
ſoꝛt. My gracious Loꝛd, the faith and allegeaunce J owe to 
your highneſſe, bindes me to make pour pꝛincelie cares ac- 
quainted with ſuch newes, as, God ts my witnes, ſaid the 
Traitour (lifting his eyes and hands to heaucn) mine own 
death were moze welcome to me, ſuch is the tono J beare 


them whom it concernes, beeing al ſo neere allied to you in 


birth, as ſoꝛie I am they ſhoulde bee detected: but in pour 
regarde my gracious Loꝛde, the action touching ycu in ſuch 
ſoft as it doth,let me die rather then ſpare any liuing cre- 
ature, no not mine owne Sonne, had nature giuen mee a- 
nie. This niede leſſe exo: dium haue J made to ſo foule an 
occaſion,albeit truth needes no toullers oꝛ eloquent figures 
and therefoze in bꝛeſe my Loꝛd, this is the ſumme. am 

O. ij. crediblie 
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 crediblie enfomed, that your highnefſe Cozin the P2ince 


Dyardo,and Madame Cardonia Siſter to Nucene, haue 
laid the platfoꝛme to poyſon your Maieſtie, and this haue 
they attempted, by the pꝛocurement of olde Adrian pour 
Uncle, who pꝛetends that the Crowne of Behemia is his. 
JF knowe not whether it be foz want of diſcretion oꝛ no:but 
howioeuer it be my Lo2de,you ſhonlde not leaue ſuch a vil⸗ 
lainie vnpuniſhed. The King began greatlie to meruaile 
at theſe newes, and knewe not well what to think: wher⸗ 
vpon he aunſwered the Countie, that he coulde not beleeue 
this accuſation. But the Traptour ſet ſo ſmathe a counte⸗ 
naunce on the matter, and did auerre if ſfill with ſuch ſtout. 
pꝛoteſtations, as hee induced the King to beleeue him: ſo 
that a date oꝛ two after, the Ring being walking in hys 
Garden,ſeeing Dyardo 4 Cardonya at the Nunes cham⸗ 
ber windowe, ſecretlie conferring of their amoꝛous affect- 
ons, commaunded them bothe to be carried to pꝛiſon. The 


Countie glad thereof,p2oncked the ing ſtill with ſuch an⸗ 


ger againſt them, as immediatlie he woulde haue the tothe 
done to death: but that the Queene and the Loꝛdes ofhyp- 
Counſel, founde meanes to qualliſie his diſpleaſure, declas 
ring what diſcredite his highnes ſhold receiue, if he did not 
ſuffer them to be openlie conuicted of their offences. Al this 
while good Pꝛinces, were they ignoꝛaunt of this detection, 
fill at length the King diſcourſed the whole matter to the, 
and likewiſe who was their accuſer : noz did the Countie 
faile to maintaine his woꝛdes openlie, offering to make it 
good in fight, againſt any that durſt ſay the contrarp, and be⸗ 
cauſe he had two Cozins,hardie and valiant Knights, con⸗ 
ſpiratoꝛs likewiſe in this faction, there could be none found 
that would enter the Combat againſt them. Which when 
the noble P2ince Adrian vnderſtode, very greefe had well 
nere ſlaine him, in reſpect he had no Child but this Dyar- 
do, às alſa fo2 y hee was acculed with p hee neuer thought. 
Meer eupon he went pꝛeſently to the King his Pephew, and 
pꝛeuailed lo well with hun, as he obtained the ſpace of two 
Ponethes, 
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Monethes to bzing with him one oꝛ two that might main- 
taine the mnocencee of him, his Sonne Dyardo, and the 
Painteſſe Cardonm,agailt the Traytour Domarto and 
hrs 'Cozins. Ard this is the cauſe he ſent mee to ſeeke you 
ſooith, in hope-thatyouare as much his Freende as hee is 
pours, whichyoumay ſomewhat perteiue, by the freendlie 
pzeſents he ſent vou by mee to £2 acedov, Do helpe mee 
God, ſaide Palmer in, vou haue repoꝛted a muſt ſtrange dyſ- 
courſe, and never did think, that ſuch treaſon could enter 
the thoughts of any'linight,o2 other inferioz perſon. Al this 
is true, qunth þ Damaſell, and it is appointed y the Pzince 
Dyardo,with his ages n crazed Father, ſhal defend their 
owne cauſes,withoutſeking helpe at anie other: but he ne⸗ 
uer as pet recetuod the aer of Brmghthoode, and therfoze 
is conſtramed to deũre your aſliſtaunte. And that ſhall J 
do' with all my hart, ſaide Palmerin, would God we were 
there where he erpeceth-vs „ foꝛthe defire J haue to ſce 
dim, as alſo to vnderſtande what he knowes of my follows 
ing foztunes, Thoſe matters are hid from mee,quoth thee, 
det this haue J hearde him ſay diners times, being in talk 
of you,that he accounted you the moſt: honozable Knight in 
the woꝛlde: and that if he ener chaunced'to ſee pou,he wold 
aduiſe pou to goe to the Cmperour of Allemaignes Courte, 
to be the knightly Seruaunt to the . Wztncelle Polinarda, 
When Palmerin heard the name of Polinarda, he remem- 
bzed that it was her name;Whome hee had ſo manye times 
ſene in his traunces, lo which cauſe he aſked of the Da- 
moſell, what the Lady was of whom ſhee ſpake ? My Loꝛd 
quoth ſhe; Polinarda is Daughter to the Cmperour, and 
Hiete vnto my Lozde Adrian, the moſt beautiful Pzinceſſe 
that euer exe behelde. By my faith, ſaide Palmerin,þmoze 
eaſily may A be induced to graunt her my ſeruite, and the-. 
ther intend J to trauaile, when J haue ſiniſhed your Lo2vs' 
buſines. do rode they with much moꝛe haſte the befoꝛe, tyl 
at length they came to the Cittie of Almedya, where the. 
King remained, and p Pzince Ad -" n expecting Palmerins 
ty. coin- 
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Aae bi fahere he hearde, hee cams tojheete him, 
eache emb2acing other with meruailous courteſie, and the 
good olde man with the teares in his eyes thus ſaide. fh 
god lanight, what may counternaile this your exceeving 
paines, to maintaine the right of my anne and mee, who 
are falſele accuſed of ſuch villatnous treaſon, as (on the pe- 
rill of my ſoule) weneuer did imagine? Thereof.am I cer- 
tainlie Palmerin, and therims aut J 
come ta enter the Combat with him, that dare affirme'o- 
ther wiſe. Mine olde age, quoth Adrian, might extuſe mee 
bencefo2th from bearing Armes, but beriug vnable to en 
dure ſo vile a ſlaunder, id long as life and ſotle will holde 
togeather, hal A de my deuoirs : ſa pleaſe your companion 
to make the ſecond, as olde as Jam J will be the thirde, ſoz 
the trayterous Caũtie hath taal his Carins. tabs part 
with him. And if my loꝛtune id fall out as à dis in thintry⸗ 
all, A thall receiue mꝝ lot very contentedlie, if mine eyes 
might firſt beholde mine marie reuenged. J pꝛap vou ſard 
Palmerin, goe pæeſentip to the Ring ta the ende that. hys 
þighneſſe may graunt vs the ſleide, fozmy Freende and 4 
thinke long till we haue made your. accuſer knowe kastre- 
cherie. Adrian immediatiy went to theKing,: and on his 
knees thus began. Py Lo2de,you knowe that the Countie 
ol O-meque hath acruſed mee,my Some pyardo, and Pa- 
dame Cardonya, of the cryme of Leſæ Mateſtatis, and in 
that we all are innocent, Jam readie to maintaine, that he 
hath falſelp and malliczonſiybelicd. vs „ which J my ſeile 
will appꝛmue vpon him, oꝛ two moze with me, agamnit him 
and his Coztns, if they dare enter the fielde with hun in 
this quarrell, where we will either make known their vil⸗ 
lainte,o2 receine the reward beiongs to diflopall Traitoꝛs. 
As foꝛ the wꝛong which you (my . haue bone me, bee⸗ 
ing vour Uncle, and my Sonne Dyardo pour Cozin ger⸗ 
maine: that J referre to God to recompence, and to the bets 
ter knowledge you ſhall receine of mee heereafter , being 
vowe too olde to bee a Traptour, and my Sonne to louing 

to 
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to pꝛoue diflopall. The King was abathed to hearc his Un- 
tle ſpeake ſo audacioufly,doubting nowe whether he ſhould 
giue credite to what had beene repozted, eſpecially againſt 
him; ſo netre his highnes in bloode, who ſo lj offered _ 
to enter the Combat:notwithſtanding his white heade and 
aged body made him vnſit foꝛ ſuch actions, Wwherefoze hee 
thus aunlwered, Good Uncle, umpute not mee any thing 
faultie in your accuſation, and that the pꝛoofe ſhall mani- 
feſt that mult be made. The Countie beeing pꝛeſent, was 
ſtrooken in a quandarie at theſe woꝛdes, and gladly he wold 
haue denied this foꝛmer ſtaunder, but he could find no waie 
cleanlie to do it: wherefoze ſeeing of ſoꝛce he muſk needes 
enter the Combat, he boldly fell on his knees befo2e-p Ming 
with theſe woꝛdes. Py Loꝛde, what J haue ſaide is verie 
tertaine, and molt true it is, that by the counſell of Pꝛince 
Adtian here pꝛeſent, his Sonne pꝛaciſed with Lady Car- 
donya,to poiſon pou, that he might be King: which to make 
good, there is my gadge, on the behalfe of my ſelfe and my 
Cozins, Thou lpeft Traytoꝛ in thy thaoate,ſaid olde Adri- 
an, fake thine offer: and as he woulde haue gone on with 
further ſpeeches, Palmerin ſtept befoze the King, ſaying. 
Wozthy Lo2de, ſweirigthe effec of tho woꝛdes mult be put 
in execution, which haue · beene heere ſpoken on bothe ſides 
befoze pour Maieſtie: may it pleaſe yon the Pꝛince Dyar - 
do and Lady Cardonya may be ſent fo2 , to take with vs 
their oathes as in ſuch caſes is required, and in meane time 
let eache one goe put himſelfe in equipage fo2 the Combat. 
Good reaſon ſaid the Bing, and pꝛeſently hee commaunded: 
the Pꝛinces to be bꝛought, who beeing come, Palmerin de⸗ 
maunded where they were that tooke part with the Caun⸗ 
tiezwherenpon he pꝛeſented his Cozns , the one named 
Edron, pꝛoude and arrogant, and the other Edward of ſelfe 
ſame qualitie. Theſe two toke their oathes with p Coun⸗ 
tie, that the Pꝛinces actuſed, conſpired the Ringes death, in 
ach ſoꝛt as hath beene befoꝛe declared: and olde Adrian, 
Dyardv,and fapze Cardonya 1 the contrary. But it 
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is true, and J wil nat denie it ( ſaid the Pzince Dyardo)that 
J haue and do laue Ladie Cardonya , as much os rather 
moꝛe then mine owne ſelfe, vet neuer didJcary am other 
intent, but to requeſt her in holie wedlocke, ſo pleaſed the 
Ning and Qutene to like ſo well thereof as we toulde. But 
that euer J intended treaſon aꝛ villamie, it is molt falſe, 
end Cauntie thou lieſt in thy th2oate , and thy copartners 
that hauefwo2ne with thee, It is ſufficient, (aid Palmerin;

ſbewing the Countie, he (aide out aloude. Where did the 
deuils finde this Knight to giue hůn this Dwo2de 2 Belike 
they gane him ſtrength todzawe it out, els he might haue 
failed as manie other did: the Damolell was vnwile to be- 
owe it in ſuch bad ſoꝛte. At which woꝛdes Palmerin bees 
ing angry, returned Edron this rounde aunſwere.- I ſee

me, but ere yan and J part, Ale finde better reaſon to be⸗ 
ftowe on vou, and beate better gouernment into pour pate 
with this ſwoꝛd that likes you not. This cauſed cnery one 
wiſhlie to beholde Palmerin, the King remembzing that he 
had ſene the S woꝛde, which none in his Court coulde des 
ſerue to conquere : whereuppon he effemed ſo well of Pal- 
merin, as he tonmiaunded Edron to fflence, and all to goe 
arme themſelnes, becauſe hee intended that day to ſee the

Howe Palmerin, Adrian & Ptolome entered the Com- 
bat againſt the Countie of Orme que and his Cozins, + 
whom they honorably vanquished. 


1Fter the King hadcommennded 
/Ajthe Kmights to goe arme them⸗ 
ſelues, he gaue charge to foure of 
his auncienteſt Knights to ſee 
the fielde pꝛouided, and there to 
place the Judges, -accozding to 
the wonted cuſtome in Bohemia: 
the Knights bieing careful of the 
6 | kinges commaunde, had ſcone 
9 5 5—p2epared all things in readines, 
wherefoꝛe the Ring, his Loꝛds, Ladies and Gentlewomen, 
went to ſee the iſſue of this valiant enterpꝛiſe. Then was 
the P2ince Dyardo and faire Cardonya bzought into the 
fielde, befoꝛe whom was made a very great fire, wherein 
they ſhould be burned,:f the Countie conquered. Sone af- 
fer came the fire Combatants, who entered at two places 
appointed one againſt the other, the Challengers beeing 
conducted by two of the Judges to their place, and the De- 
fendants by the other two where they were appointed: ſo 
the Judges beeing placed, the Parſhal ſummoned þ ftelde, 
and the Heraldes bid the Champions do their deuoire. 
Palmerin had good regard fo Edron,whoſe wo2ds ſtick⸗ 
ing on his ſtomacke, called now foz reuenge , wherefoze 
touching his Launce, he encountered him with ſuch a full 
carrire,as his Launce paſſed thzough his bodie, and Edron 
tombled dead to the ground. Jn the meane while, p Coun⸗ 
tie and Pzince Adrian had —_ eache other, Me 
; | J. 9 
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fo ſoze wounded as he could hardlie helpe himſelfe: as foꝛ 
Prolome and Edward, they had aſfonted cach other with 
falles from their Hoꝛſſes, but they recouered themſelues 
quicklie, and with ſharpe ſtrokes beganne to charge eache 
, othcr valiantly. Greatlie aſhamed was the Conntie to bee 

vnhoꝛſſed, and therfoꝛe to recouer his honour, he came with 
great furie to wardes his enemie: which Palmer percei⸗ 
uing, ſtept betweene them, ſaying. To me Countie, to mee, 
who wil bid moze foꝛ thy heade then ame in the ſield. TTlith 
which woꝛdes he reached him ſuch a ſure ſtroke on p head, 
as made the fire flie foozth of his eyes: notwithſtanding, as 
a man of good courage, he ſtept aſide, thꝛuſting his ſwoꝛd 
into Palmerins Hoꝛſe thꝛoate, enfoꝛced him quickly to take 
him to his fete: but all the wozſe fo2 him as it fell out af- 
ter warde, foꝛ Palmerin hauing beaten him out of bꝛeath, he 
flong away his weapon, and caught him about the middle, 
where they tugged ſo long togeather, that Palmerin get⸗ 
ting him downe, and his knees on his belly, with his ſwoꝛd 
ſone tooke his heade from his ſhoulders. All this while 
Ptolome had good play with his enemie, and after manie 
daungerous woundes receiuedon either ſtde, at length hee 
had the better of the daie by killing his aduerſarie. Then he 
and Palmerin went to the Judges, who giuing the ſentence 
of honourable victo2y,they tooke of their Helmets, tame 
to ſie in what eſtate the Pꝛince Adrian was, Euill enough 
(quoth he) my noble good Freends,but the leſſe account do 
I make of my life, in that mine eycs haue ſcene due ven- 
geaunce on mine enemies. Then was he nobly boꝛne fozth 
of the fielde, the Ring commaunding to lodge him in his 
owne Pallace, and the Chirurgions ſearching his wounds, 
| foumde them moꝛtall, which newes did greens the whole 
Court ingenerall : the good olde Pꝛince yet beeing of ſome 
courage, was toyfull fo die in ſo god ſoꝛte, hauing de- 
fended his owne honour and his Sonnes „ whome he ſent 
fo2,and in the pꝛeſence of all the ſtanders by,ſa'd. Py Son, 
ſeeing it hath pleaſed God thus to ſende foꝛ me, god reaſon 
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is it that his will bee fulfilled, but ere J depart,this J com- 
maunde thee, that (next God) thou trucly ſerue and loue my 
Loꝛde the Bing, bearing towards him a hart ſo faithfull, as 
AJ haue done to the hower of my death: and conceiue no cf- 
fence at what hath paſſed againſt thee and me, hauing ceme 
fo paſſe (as J iudge) moꝛe by euill counſel, then any ſetled 
perſwaſton againſt vs. Foꝛ the reſt, to thy vttermoſt, remt̃⸗ 
ber the good thou haſt this date receined by p noble Knight, 
who is called Palmerin: then calling Palmerin to hj m, hee 
ſaide. Sir Pal merin, death hath ſeized ſo ſurelie on me, as A 
cannot let you know a number of things that concerne you 
very neerelie, J counſell you therefoꝛe fo trauaile to p C11 
perours Court of Allemaigne, where you ſhal heare fidings 
dl that you ſeeke fo earneſtlie: with which woꝛdes hee deli⸗ 
uered vppe his ghoſt. And becauſe it ſeem eth good ere J 
palle any further, to let you knowe how the P2ince Adrian 
came by the knowledge of Palmerin, thus it is. haue herc- 
fofoze repoꝛted, that he was a notable Cabaliſt oꝛ Bagitt- 
an, by meanes whercof fewe ſecrets were conccaled from 
him: fo caſting the Callender of moſt honourable by2zthes, 
he happened on Palmerin, and perteiuing the high foztune 
he was boꝛne to, cheefelie that he ſhoulde pꝛooue a moſt nc- 
ble Anight, and the greateſt Lo2d in Europe, hee was deſi⸗ 
rous ts contract a marriage betweene hun and his Niece 
Polinarda , pzeſenting her to him in his viſions, as hath 
berne declared.

Not long 
fince in the Country of the Emperour mine Uncle, in the 
Cittie of mant dwelled a welthie Knight > who had a 
fapꝛe Daughter, amoꝛous of a Gentleman, and their loue 
kept ſo ſecrete as none knew it but themſelues. It ſo fell 
out, that her Father marryed her to another Gentleman in 
his houſe, but fo2 any good acceptation, oz cheerefull coun⸗ 
tenaunce of the Gentlewoman, the bꝛidegrome could haue 
none, ſo highlie eſtermen ſhe her firſt loue: and continued 
in opinion towards him ſo firme, as the graunted him ente⸗ 
raunce into her Chamber at an appointed time, where hee 
murdered her Yuſbande, and carryed the Lady with hym 
whether he pleaſed. The bꝛuite heereof was ſo ſoone ſpꝛed 
abꝛoade, as the mother of the murdered Gentleman heard 
thereof, whereuppon ſhe made her complaint to the @mpe- 
rour, who immediatlie ſent to ſummon y other befoꝛe him: 
but they refuſing to come, and hauing taken themſelues to 
a very ſtrong Caſtell, were in y ende ſo ſtraightly beſieged, 
as the Lady with her louer,at length were taken, e hauing 


tonfeſled the trueth of their oſtence, ſentence was giuen on 
them Þ they ſhould be burned, The Father to this Rnight 


offender ſo greeued heereat, as hee went to one of his Si⸗ 
ſters, entending neuer to ſe the Emperour oꝛ his Court a⸗ 
gaine. His Siſter ſeeing him in this ertreamitie, (as no 
mallice oꝛ bad inuention is comparable to a Womans) de⸗ 
uiſed fo enchaunt one of her Sonnes,a god & hardy wg, 
m ſuch ſoꝛt as he — neuer bee onercome in fight, but 
with 
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with an enchauntment of greater fozce, Beſide, thee gaue 


him a Bow,anda great companie of impoyſoned ETD 


wherewith heſhauld5ill the Eanporour andhis Childzen, 
o anie other wham hiygſelfy pleaſed; hee had not 
faited to haue dame, but mine-Uncle Adrian vᷣnderſfanding 
thereok, did take ſuch regarde to the matter, as hee coulde 
not hart them, but many of his people, fo that the Country 
is wonderfully perplexed. Foz hee is mounted on a Yozſe 
enchaunted as himſeile is, the wiſteſt in pace y euer was 
ſcene, wherewith he flies into manie out places of the Cm- 

pire, committing a thouſand harmes and cannot be fkayed, 
foz' wholotuer comes to hum armed, Anight oꝛ peſant, all 


dies the death, and none eicapes hint And that which is 


wozlt of all, it is commontyrepozfev;,.: that if mine Uncle 
will not giue him his eldeſt Sanne Trinen, and faire Poli- 


narda his Daughter, to do with them what ſhall like his 


humour, hee will neuer departe the Countrep, til he haue 
thozowly ruinated it.

——J] Dod expedition made theſe 
nights in their iourney, tyll at 

length they arrmed at the Citty 
of Cant, where the Emperoz of 
Allemaigne then ſoiourned, not 
| — howe to depart there, 


betauſe the enchaunted Knight 
watched him at all howꝛes: our 
Anightes bering thus come the⸗ 
ther, lodged in the houſe of a wel⸗ 
thie Burgefſe;where they were entertained in very hono- 
rable maner, They were no ſooner diſmounted from theyꝛ 
Yozſſes , but the whole Cittie was ona ſuddaine vpꝛoꝛe, 
and the people ranne on heapes from one place to another: 
which made him remember what the King of Bohemia had 
tolde him, and pzeſently he imagmed what after followed, 
fo: his Hoſte in great feare came running to him, ſaping. 
Alas Sir, we all are vndone, the enchaunted knight hath 
gotten the Gates of our Cittie, and in deſpight of p guarde 
he is entered: wonderfull is the harme that he will nowe 
doo, 
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doo, if the P2ince Trineus and fayze Polynarda be not reſ- 
kewed.God defcnde ſuch harde foztune,ſaide Palmerin, ra⸗ 
ther will J fight with hun, and if J die, A ſhall actompanie 
many other in vnſbꝛtunate ſucceſſe. With — woꝛds hee 
tooke his Larmte, and galloped that way where hee hearde 
the tumult, which was at the Emperours Caſtell, where 
the enchaunted night was ſhoting his arrowes at the 
windowes he eſpied open. Jopfull was Palmerin to finde 
him in ſo fit a place, where his Lady Polinarda might giue 


iudgment of his valour, which opinion did ſo renewe hys 
courage, as pꝛeſently he marched towards his enenne, who 


held in his hande a Perſan Bowe, with an arrow in it, rea- 


die to ſhotc,haumg a great ſoꝛte moꝛe at his backe in his 
Quiuer: he was of vnreaſonable ſtature, yet with a coun- 
tenaunte ſrerne and couragious,all which could not diſmay 
Palmerin, but᷑ called to hum in this maner. Pꝛoud imght,

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And becauſe Palmerin fawe the fight endure ſo 4ong: wyth 
the Mace, he thꝛew it downe and tooke him to his Hwozd, 


where with he did lo bumbaſte him about the — 
could ſtant tell where toffrike againe: but the night on 
a ſuddaine lifting vp his ate, gaue Palmerin ſuch a ſtroke 
betwene the head and the ſhoulders, as made him reele to 
and fro amazedly, vet comming to himſelfe, and ſeeing the 
Knight faint with his great expence of bloode, cloſed with 
him, and caſting his legge behinde him, thzew him to the 
crounde, when letting his foote on his bꝛeſt to kepe hun 
dolvne, with his ſwa2de he parted hys head from his bodie.

In this plate it is neceſſary that vou remĩber, what 
gratious gifts the thꝛe fatall Siſters beffowed on him, in 
the Pountaine Artifæria, one of them graunting him this 
ſpeciall fauour, that he ſhould be highlie eſtemiev ef hor to 
Whom he was deſfenied, ſa ſa behelde hun, which 
e as here ſhall be declaren. Palmerin expecting 
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the entrance of the Eanpzeſſe e her Daughter i his Cham 
ber, meeting them at the doꝛe, falling on his knee, did with 
great hunnletie nile their hames: but the Empꝛeſſe ta» 
king hun vppe in her armes, lalated him with thele ſper⸗ 
ches. Gentle unight, right happy may we count dur ſelues 
by your commng hether, the Realme being moꝛe deſolate 
then it hath bene ſerne heeretofo2e,and not without caule, 
in reſpect of the great iniurie the Knight did vs, whem yon 
haue ſlaine, he hamng ſwozne the death of my childzen that 
neuer offended him: but God bee thanked the lot hath fal- 
len on himſelfe, which he determined to inflict on other, foꝛ 
which great grace they ſtand ſo deepelie bound to pou, as to 
their Father that firſt gaue them life, which by pour pꝛo⸗ 
weffe you haue happilie pꝛeſerued, this ſecond gift beeing of 
no leſſe account then the firſt, wozthelie may vcu bee called 
their ſeconde Father, Palmerin giuing eare to þ Empꝛeſſe 
ſalutations, had his minde moze bufjed in beholding Poli- 
narda, whole daintie regarde ſo maiſtred his opinions, as 


heade, hart, thoughts and all were nowe ſette to wozk : pet 


couertly he ſhaped this anſwere to the Cmpzelle, Madame, 
what J haue done fo2 vou and pours, is nothing in reſpece 
of my great good will: foꝛ inte the time J firſt had know- 
ledge of my ſelfe, and befoꝛe J recewed the oꝛder of knight- 
hoode, vnderſtanding of my Lozd the Cmperour,and what 
honourable entertainment was in his Court, J dedicated 
my ſeruite to him onelie, and fo2 this cauſe Madame came 
I hither. But howe is it poſſible: Dir, ſaide ſhe, that you can 
content your ſelfe to be one of his Anights, pour deſerts be⸗ 
in ſo great? Uery well Padame, quoth he, and yours tw, 


' ſopleaſe your highnes to affooꝛde me ſuch fauour. Mith all 


my hart Sir, ſaid ſhe, ſhall J entertaine vou towardes the 
Emperour, and on mine owne behalfe will pꝛouide better 


foꝛ von then J will ſpeake of: and did it like you, F woulde 


accept you fo24 Uirgins Knight herre, and none other. 
Whereuppan ſhee called her Daughter Polinarda,faying. 
Faire Daughter , t19Rmight as vet hath mp -— 
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tante in the Caurt, A p2aie vou ſe his entertainment maie 
he good, heeguſy his dere ig to make ſtaie with vs; and fo 
your owne part,loke that you intreate him well, with this 
requeſt, that vou actept him fo2 your ſeruaunt, and he ſhail 
be your Anight. And are you bothe agreed Ladies, ſaid Pal- 
merin ? Pcauen fozfake me if J refuſs honour of ſo high ac⸗ 
count. And as they woulde haue p2oceeded un, the Cmpero: 
came in and bꝛake oft ö —— 
pꝛeſſe, ſaide. Madame, A beſteche you haue god regarde to 
the health ofthis night, and let our Chirurgions not tri⸗ 
fle the tune with him, faz J perfiuade my ſclfe, that the en⸗ 
chaunted Knight with his venomed: arrowes, hath woun⸗ 
ded him with great daunger inwardlte , and hath befives 
loze bzuled his bodie with the weight of his Pace. But 
Palmerin hauing Polinarda fo nere hun, neither minded 
his woundes oꝛ what the Emperour had ſpoken; his obiec 
moꝛe delighted, then his woundes greeued him, then the 
Enperour taking bim by the hande, fade. J pay you my 
deere Freende tu bee of good comfozt,dilpayze not foꝛ anie 
thing I beſceche pou, and bee aduiſed by them p haue care 
of pour health. , foz you ſhall want nothing if my Crowne 
will purchaſe it. So departed hee and the Empzeſſe,with 
their Daughter Polinarda, whome loue had already ſo in- 
ueigled, that ſhe (being pet but tender of yeeres) found her 
ſelfe fo reſtrained of her libertie, as ſcant ſhe:knewe Howe 
to diſſemble this ſuddaine affection : and from that fime 
fozward ſhe became ſo ſadde and penſine, as one ofher La- 
dies, the moſt fauoured and familiar with her, named Brio 
nella, Daughter to the Duke of Saxon, well perceiued it, 
pet durſt ſhee not pꝛeſume to demaunde, whence pꝛocteded 
this ſtrange alteration, but fo cirtumſpealy did ſhe regarde 
the Pzinceſſe,as che well noted the grounde of her greefes, 
Whereuppon it happened, that one tune amongſt other,

vou, ſaide Briomella? itiſhoulde feeme you are in looue with 


him then, To fell thee the traeth Brionella, quoth thee, I 
am, and did J not doubt ſome other hach pꝛeuented mee, 
would aduenture to make him mine. In god ſoth Madam, 
ſaid Brionella, vou two bœing vnited togeather in one re⸗ 
cipꝛotall league of loue, well might it bee repoꝛted the 
moſt honourable match, and or the two nobleſt Yong Pzin- 
ces thꝛough the whole woꝛlde: and ſteing vou haue made 
a choyſe fo woꝛthie, diſmaꝝ not good adame, but pꝛocerde 
in your determination. Thus deuiſed the two Ladies toge⸗ 
ther on Palmerin, who was no leſſe in afflintion foꝛ 5 _ 
of Polinarda, whom hee had ſearched with ſo great papn 
and trauaile, and had nowe founde with ſo high good d 
tune. Af lone-was & earneſt with him befoze in hes ſleeping 
viſtons, hauing not lerne her : much moꝛe veht ment was 
the impꝛeſſion nowe, hauing her in pꝛeſente. Whereupon 
the day falo wing, he called foꝛ his garments, and as he was 
making himſelfe readie, the Empercur by one of his Gen⸗ 
tlemen ſent him the good moꝛrom, defirous to vnder ſtande 
in what plight he felt humſelfe. Good Sir, aunſwered Pal- 
merin to the Gentleman, J beſ&chc you do my humble du⸗ 
tie to the Emperour fo2 this great courteſie, and you map 
thus aſſure him, that (heauen be pzarſed) J feele my felfe 
in ſo good eſtate as euer J did. Which the Emperour hea- 
ring was highlie contented, and ſent to deſire his compame 
to the Chappell, where Palmerin (neuer befoꝛe fo thꝛough⸗ 
lie touched with the re aſſaults of looue) glaunced ſo 
manie 
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maine libeete tokes on the Pzinceffe Polinarda, and bzea- 
thed ſo many liches;the ſecrete Ambaſſavours of his harte, 
as it was a heauen to hun to be in theſe paſſions. The Em⸗ 
perdur and ali the traine returned from the Chappell, they 


went to meate, and Palmerin beeing placed right againſt 
Polinarda, was in ſuch fits as hee knewe not what counte- 


naunce to vl: fo his coutter went and came in ſuch man- 
ner, as the Nꝛunteſſe might eaſilie iudge the cauſe of his do⸗ 
lour, wherupon the pꝛeſentlie pꝛeſumed, that the had moꝛe 
interreſt in his thoughts then ere ſhe looked foz, The like 
opinion conceiued he of her, vet was no other teftimony de⸗ 
liuered on either ſide, then ſad countenances, the reuealors 
ot a toꝛmented ſpirite. Thus continued theſe two louers, 
till the Tables were withdꝛawne, and then the Lozvs and 
Ladies fel to dauncing, in which delight and diuers other, 
the whole day was ſpent, till the Empꝛeſſe and her Ladies 
departing to their Chambers, the good night on all ſides 
was truerentiy giuen: when Palmerin went to his lodg- 
ing in ſich an agonie, as moze liko lis to bie then liue, hee 
thꝛewe himſelle on his bedde, where hauing ſighed and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowed long time greeuouſly,at length hee bꝛake fozth into 
thele tearmes.

J iopne p pꝛo⸗ 
mile made mee by olde Adrian , Who: boaſted to knowe ſo 
much of my foꝛtunes, fo2 looue is nat of ſuch power on my 
behalfe, that faire Polinarda either tan o2 will make anit 
reckoning of me. Then Palmerin reſolne thy ſeife ſuddain⸗

Auth thefs woꝛdes he bꝛeathed foozth | 
an ext Vrhanillo the Dwarfe(being us 
heard? him who doubting leaſt any newenuſchaunce had 
happeneds” by the pꝛiuie woundes the enchaunten Archer 
gaue him, made halt to know the cauſe of this euill. Ah Vr- 
banitlo,quoth Palmerin, J finde my ſelfe farre woꝛſe then 
deade. What my Loꝛde, ſayd the Dwartfe, now you ought 
to be of belt diſpoſition, will you deteiue us with this alte⸗ 
ration? The Cmperour neuer gaue you bad countenaunce 
lince your comming, whence then ſhoulde p2oceede thys 
ſtraunge conceit? Nona Vrbanillo, quoth hee, it is not the 
Entpero2,bat a Loꝛde of greater power then his Paieftie. 
It is Loone my L, che ſtrickt cammaunder of the ſtouteſt 
mindes, he hath -conqueredmee, and well Aunowe 4 ſhall 
die, if thou doo not ſinde the meane to helpe mee. By my 
fayth my Lozde (quoth the Dwartee) ſo. pleaſe you to tell 
me howe and wherein J may helpe vou, let me vita thou 
ſande deathes it J doo it nat.

. | Fter the oꝛder of the Tourney 
was ſette downe by the Cmpe- 
Mfrour, as you haue heard, Palme- 

— rin did but expecte the howꝛe to 
goe to it, not doubting to per- 
foꝛme ſuch chiualrie-, that his 
Ladies fauour ſhould? be woo2- 
| thiltehonoured ; wherefoze ha- 
1utng pꝛepared all his neceſſa- 
ries readye , immediatly after 


Dita with nine other knights bzaucly Ar⸗ 


med, whereof Pcolome was one, hee entered the Lyſts roy- 
all. And eſpying his Piſtreſſe Polinarda in the windowe 
with the Empꝛelle, after he had done her hüble reucrence, 
hee began to mannage his Hoꝛſe with ſuch baaue carrires, 
as euerie one delighted to beholde hun: but ſpeciallie the 
Pꝛinceſle, whole harte lone had thozowlye conquered, 
ſo that ſhe gloꝛied to be beloued of a Knight ſo woꝛthy and 
conmnendable, as that her eye was neuer from the obiect ot 
her werte dcſires. And marking his Sheelde, ſhe behelde in 
a Sable fielde, a Siluer hand faſt cloſed, the impoꝛt where- 
of cauſed her to meruaile, in reſpecte what had paſſed be- 
twerne them befoꝛe, and gladly would ſhe haue knowne the 
meaning, but the place would affoo2de no ſuch conuenience: 
wherefsze perſwading herſelfe foꝛ the time, ſhee was con⸗ 
tent in ſeeing her Bꝛacelet, which her night woze vppon 
his riqht arme. And after manie courſes and loftie poynts, 
bury by Palmerin and other _ befoze their LP 
oj 
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among whom Pcolome ſhewed lo toꝛreſpondent, as the pꝛe 
ſence of his Ladic Brionella highlie pꝛouoked him. Then 
entered the Pꝛince Ganareno, Pephewe to the Emperoz, 
a Knight of no ſmall reckoning amongſt/ the Allemaignes, 
and with him nine other in molt ſumptuous Arincur, and 
their bꝛaueries likewiſe ended to their Ladies (yet nothing 
comparable to Palmerin and his companions) they went to 
their Tent, and while the Trompets + Clarions ſummo⸗ 
ned the fielde, euery Knight pꝛepared himſelfe in readines. 
Palmerin, not ſo much to winne common applauſe, as her 
lone that had the ſoueraigne power ouer him, ſ&ing Gana- 
reno oꝛdering himſelfe to run firſt, tooke a ſtrong Launce, 
and encountred him with ſuch puiſſaunce, as Hoꝛſe x man 
were bothe ouerthꝛowne, and very ſoꝛe bꝛuſed: notwith⸗ 
ſtanding, hee was ſoone reconered by his companions, and 
in a Chapꝛe carried fozth of the fielve, One of his nights 
would needcs reuenge his mißfoꝛtune, and was himſelfe in 
like ſoꝛt ſerued : in bꝛerfe, the other eight had all one pay- 
ment, not one of them beeing able to mwue Palmerin from 
his ſaddle, Palmerin ioyfull of his good ſucceſſe, was depar⸗ 
ting away with his copame, when one of them thus ſpake 
vnto him. Sir Palmerin, you haue ſaued our labour, and got 
the honour that we deſired. The time will come, (ꝙ Pal- 
merin) whe vou may do as much foꝛ me: but foꝛ this time 
(if you pleaſe) you may excuſe me. All that were pꝛeſent, 
as well Loꝛdes as Ladies, meruailed at the valoure of Pal- 
merin: and among the reſt the Cmperonr, who ſaid aloud, 
that he neuer knewe a moꝛe valiant Gentleman. Polinar- 
da being ſo nere as ſhe heard her Fathers woꝛdo, and had 
herſclfe behelde his high good foꝛtune, was ſuddainly ſolli⸗ 
tited with ſuch affectionate pleaſure, as foꝛgetting herſcife 
and where ſhe was, ſhe thus ſpake to Brionella indifferent 
loude. What ſap vou faire Freende ? doth not Palmerin 
woꝛthup deſeruc to be loued? By my faith Madame, aun- 
ſwered ſhe,. J neuer ſawe night giue ſuch rough encoun⸗ 
ters with the Launce, as he did to Ganareno and the * 


* 
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ol his compantons. Polinarda wold haue pꝛotided further, 
but there entered tenne other Knights, the ſoꝛmoſt beeing 
Ptolome, not content (as it ſeœmed) that hee ranne not at 


the ſirſt, and then entered tenne Knights moꝛe, ol wwhome 


the foꝛmoſt was Cormedes an ¶Allemaigne night, They 
raunging themſelues in oꝛder, Ptolome and Cormedes 
bꝛauelie encountred, but neither were vnhoꝛſſed: which 
greeued Prolome to dw no better in pꝛeſence of his Ladie, 
wherefoꝛe taking another Launce, at the ſeconde conrſe 
Cormedes was caſt quite out of his ſaddle, and the moze 
of his fellowes after hun foz companie. Which when the 
Dake of Leryaznes Bother perteiued, a Knight well ac- 
counted of in that Countrey,defirous to recoucr the honour 
his foꝛegoers hadde loſt, thus ſpake to Ptolome. It ſermes 
that thele Grecian nights, are come to rob vs ol the honoꝛ 
that is ours by inheritaunce, in vnhappie howzc were the 
e Allemaignes bo2ne if they lo ſuffęr it: and ſo coutching his 
Launce,met Ptolome with fo full a tarrire, as loſing fad: 

dle and ſtirrops he fell to the ground, and ſoure moze of his 
Knights after him had like entertainment, but a hardye 


Knight of the Emperaurs named Menadus, met p Dukes 


Bꝛother lo rudelie, as downe hee fell to the grounde with 
his ſaddle betweene his legs. Thus were mame bꝛaue en⸗ 
counters with the Launce to vanquiſh one another, and all 


fo2 the lone of their Ladies, who delighted to ſe theyꝛ 


nights ſo bꝛauelie behaue thẽſelues. The Joult finiſhed, 
eache one allighted, and with their blunt Swoꝛdes fell to 
the Barriers, and ſo cruelly they laid on each other, as they 
wold not ſutfer one another to take bꝛeath: eſpecially Pro- 
lome, who buckled with the Duke of Lorraznes Bꝛother, 
to winne the honoꝛ he loſt in the Jouſting. And now a freſh 
entered noble Palmerin, who as the onelie man to whome 
Loue and Foꝛtune were fauourable, raunged among the 
thickeſt, and with his Swozde made wa ameng them va⸗ 
liantiie: at length he came to the Duke of Zorraynes Bꝛo⸗ 
cher and ſo canuazed him about the pate with his blunt 


— 
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Fauchion, as he fell to the ground greatlie aſtonied, charg- 
ing him to ſpeake no moꝛe in diſgrace of C recian Knights, 
All the ſpoꝛt ended, the Knights withdzew themſelues into 
their Chambers to be vnarmed, and eache Knight wꝛap⸗ 
ping himſelfe in his Mantle, Palmerin was in his Ladies 
liuerp, ſoꝛ ſhe had ſent hun a veric rich one, and fo comming 
into the Chamber of pꝛeſence, the Empereur welcommed 
him in this manner. Belceue me my Le2de, J account the 
Pꝛinte happie that hath you fo2 his Freende. As J am my 
gracious ſoueraigne, anf wered Palmerin, J am your hum⸗ 
ble and obedient Seruaunt during lite, ready to accompliſh 
what ſhall pleaſe you to tommaunde me. The Emperour 
highly thanked him, and pꝛeſently tame the Cinpꝛeſſe, one 
of her Ladies bꝛinging with her a riche Cloke, all conered 
with pearles and ſtones of great valcw, which the pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted to Palmerin, as the pꝛize and honcur he had wunne in 
the Tournep, and ſaide to Polinarda. Faire Daughter, 3 
am ſure you will beſtowe ſome gift on Sir Palmerin, in 
that he hath ſo wozthilte deſerued. Theſe woꝛdes rayſed a 
ſweete bluſhing in the P2inceſſe countenaunte, not a little 
reiopſing that he whom ſhee loued, had carryed awate the 
pꝛize from all the other Knights: ſo with a pꝛettie modeit 
mile, ſhe tooke a chayne of Gold from about her neck, ſay⸗ 
ing. Ber heere Sir Palmerin what J give pee, this gift is 
to tye and chaine vou in ſuch ſoꝛt, as pou may neuer depart 
from the Emperours ſeruite. Palmerin with exceding con- 
tentment receiucd the Chaine,and on his knee hiibly than⸗ 
ked the Empzelle and the Pzinceſſe, to whom hee ſpake as 
followeth. Madame, J am well contented to abide in ſuch 
a pꝛyſon, and neuer will J deſire any other libertie,but ſtill 
will bee his vaſſails that hath power to commaunde mee. 
This aunſwere pleaſed the Emperour excedinghe,in that 
he deſired to haue PalLuerin ſtill abide in his Courf,Wher- 
foꝛe he ſaid fo Polinarda, yon haue done well Daughter 
thus to binde Palmcrin,foz nowe he can not eſcape awate 
when he liſt; So the Tables beeing couered, the Cmperdur 
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and all the nights of the Tourney ſatte downe to meate, 
where much talke was ſpent as concerning v ſucceſſe on al 
ſides, but Palmerin x Polinarda had enough to do to view 
eache other, their eyes doing their office, and carrying be⸗ 
tweene them the meſſage of their paſſions, pet ſo diſcreetlie 
ſhaddowed as none could perteiue them. Supper ended, the 
Knights and Ladies went to dauncing, and after warde to 
their Chambers, becauſe the Emperour had commaunded 
the next date an other Tournament: a bꝛeefe repoꝛt wher⸗ 
of may very wel ſerue, in that you can imagine there wan⸗ 
ted no b thiualrie. What Palmerin did that daie, it 
were in e to tell, becauſe p fozmer date makes knowne 
his wooAfiines, and Pcolome behaued himſelfe in ſo good 
ſoꝛt, that Brionella was as pꝛoude of him as the Pꝛinceſſe 
of her night, and therfoꝛe pꝛeſented him with a very itch 


Diamond, as a token of his deſert ⁊ her loue. Thus while 


the Jouſtes endured, the Duke of Lorrayne had great fami⸗ 
liaritie with Palmerin, becauſe he had deliuered his Siſter 
Cardonya, from the falſe treaſon of the Coũtꝝ of 0 rMeque, 
All paſtimes thus finiſhed, þ Emperour returned to O, 
where Palmerin intreated his Miſtreſſe to appoint him 
tune x place, where they might moꝛe pꝛiuatlie diſcourſe on 
their loue, the which the pꝛamiled, and awaited opoztunity,

My choſen Freende,J would make known 
one thing vnto ther, which death can compell me diſcouer fo 
no other, wherefoꝛe thou muſk haue care to keepe ſecret my 
ſpeeches, in reſpect ol my calling, not doubting but in time 
to recompence any paine thou takeſt ſoꝛ me. Fayze Pzin- 
ceſſe,ſaid Brione lla, in that you do me ſuch honoꝛ, as to im- 
part your thoughts to me, rather will J die then fayle one 
tote of your tommaundement, and therefoze aſſure your 
ſelfe,that what pou declare ſhall neuer be diſcouered. Then 


Polinarda renealed to her p loue ſhe bare rem in, what 


paſſions did toꝛment her, and in what extreau e ber de⸗ 
fires had dꝛiuen her: and therefoꝛe werte (quoth 
the with a deepe ſigh) find thou the meane that J may pꝛi⸗ 
uatlie talke with him. Brionella admiring the earneſt loue 
of the Pꝛincelle, knewe not readilie what to aunſwere, but 
ſeeing that by theſe meanes ſhe might moze eaſily conferre 
with Pcolome, whom thee like wile intirelie loued, thus 
ſpake. It is no wonder Madame, you beeing ſo incompara⸗ 
ble, as J knowe no P2ince liuing of who you are not wooꝛ⸗ 
thie, if you haue reſolued pour loue on noble Palmerin, in 
that there is no night in the woꝛlde better deſernes you, 
his rare chiualrie beeing ſuch, as it cannot other wiſe bee, 
but that he is diſtended of royall linage , beeing accompli- 
ſhed with ſo many ſpeciall perfections. Therefoꝛe Madam, 
ſo like pou, J haue deuiſed well foz your purpoſe, as thus, 
Dou knowe my Chamber window ſtandes ſo commodious, 
as you may with ſafetie confer with him at pleaſure, which 
you may let him vnderſtande by his Dwarffe, and appoint 
him time as pou ſhall thinke conuement, This counſel did 
not a little content Pꝛinceſſe, becauſe ſhe longed to chatte 
with her louer, and therefoꝛe concluded at his departure to 
appoint Palmerin his time. owe was the Chamber of 
Brionella ioyning to the Cittie wall, and had a goodly p20- 
ſpect into the fieldes, and Palmerins lodging was neere vn⸗ 
to it, facing the wall as the other did: ſo that 8 
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eaſllie paſſe betweene the lodgings, nothing beeing betwirt 
them but a little Garden, b2auelie decked with flow2es, 
and goodlie fruite Trees.

woulde content him: he departed, and tarried not lang on 
his meſſage,becauſe Palmerin thought each howꝛe a peere 
to heare from his Pilkrelſe > wherefoze hee beholding the 
Dwarffe comming, tooke him in his armes, and demaun⸗ 
ded what newes he had bꝛought him 2 The Dwarffe with 


a cheerefull countenaunce thus aunſwered. Þy Lo2d, Foz-- 
tune ſpeede you as luckilie,as the newes that Jbzing vou 


do well deſerue. By this beginning, Palmerin perteiued 
that he bꝛought ſuch tydings as he long looked foz, which 
was,howe he might ſpeake with the P2incefſe : wherfoze 
embꝛacing him againe, he commaunded him to make repoꝛt 
of that his ſweete Miſtreſſe had giuen him charge. Then 
the Dwarffe deliuered, howe the Peinceſſe had great de⸗ 
fire to ſee him, and where ſhee did intende to ſpeake with 
him. Which whe Palmerin heard, filled with vnlpeakable 
iopes, he recoꝛded the woꝛds to himſelfe with many ittera⸗ 
tions, and the moze often he ſpake the woꝛds, the moꝛe his 
delights increaſed. But tell me, (quoth he to the Dwarffe)

And 
truclye Palmerin andthe Pꝛinceſſe had great reaſon, foz 
beſide that their fatall deſtenies did ſo p2onoke them, theyꝛ 
cqual natures were ſo commendable and coꝛzreſpondent, as 
though they had neuer ſeene, yet were they boꝛne to lone 
togeather. Now was Polinarda very bꝛauely accouſtred 

in a goꝛgious night Mantle, and ſuch ſoft white ſilkes, as 
he ſhewed moze bꝛight then the moꝛning Starre, her firie 
pointed lookes ſo wounding Palmerin , as rapt vppe as it 
were into a ſecond heauen, he remapned ſilent a long time, 
not able to ſpeake a woꝛde. The Pꝛinteſſe was likewiſe in 
the lelfe ſame conceit, and ſo ouertome with regarde of her 
Paramour, as ſhe continued mute, and was loth to giue the 
onſette. Palmerin aſhamed to accompany his Ladte with

bꝛought to paſſe: but they ignoꝛaunt of the intire and fer⸗ 
uent lone J beare you, coulde make no iuſt repoꝛt therof to 
vou, being a ſecret fs ſpeciall, and not to be tompꝛehended, 
beũde, the depth and wonder full nature thereof not fo bee 
meaſured, therefoꝛe to be buried in your heanenly opinion, 
which howe ample ſo euer pou pleaſe fo graumt me, d moꝛe 
am J bounde both in duetie and affection, which in deſpight 
of ennie and his confederates, ſhall remaine immooucable, 
and pleade the continuall loyaltie of your Knight and Ser⸗ 
uaunt. And if J ſhoulde repoꝛte howe manie tunes your di⸗ 
uine perfonne hath beene pꝛeſented mee in ſlerpe, J ſhoulde 
therewtthall diſcourſe infinite paſſions, which Jendurcd 
ſceingmy telle fruſtrate of that I nowe beholde.Yow many 
Countries and Citties: what perrils and daungers haue 
J paſt to finde vou, pꝛouoked on ſtill with neuer chaung ing 


lone : It this then were ſufficient to make me run thzongh

ceinpanie in all arguments of loue, thus anſwered. J doubt 
not Sir Palmerin, but the looue you beare mee is exceeding 
great, noting your earneſt affections , and the great tra- 
uaile you haue ſuſtained in ſearche of me, and no other cer- 
taintie do J requeſt to be perlwaded by, bering as vehc⸗ 
ment in affection towards pu, as you are to me, foz pꝛoofe 
whereof, this attempt mate ſuffiſe, that againſt my duetie 
J ſhould be ſeene thus ſecretlie, in a place ſo ſuſpicious, and 
time ſo vnneceſſarie.

The matter is far 
from ante deſert ol offence, quoth the P2incefſe, fo2 hither 
are you come by my conimaundement, to the ende that wee 
might ſee one another, and talke of ſuch thinges as neereſt 
concerne vs: and therefoze reſolue your ſelſe good Anight, 
that J effeeme you aboue all other, and . pou by the 
faith of a Pzincefſe and loyall rende, to dis rather then 
anis other ſhall be Loꝛde of me, Which verte-wo2ds, ſo ra- 
iſhed his ſences,as verie hardlie he could ſuffaine himſelf: 
whereuppon Polinarda put her hande out at the winde we, 

Which he in often kiſſing well marking, behelde the Char⸗ 
racter thereon as vou haue hearde brfoze. Ah Madame, q 
pee, this is the token that makes me the happieſt man li⸗ 
uing. As howe J pzay you ſaide ſhe, what know you herre⸗ 
of: Palinertn diſcourſed all his dzeames and viſions, 
and bꝛerfely ranne thozow repetition ot his whole life, how 

the wiſe Adrian had ſent _ the 3 
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in was figureda hand faſt cloſed togeather , fignifping- the 
ſame hand J holde at this pzeſent, becauſe this hath ſame 
marke the other had in figure. In frueth ſaid the Pꝛinceſſe, 
J was deſirous to know the meaning of that Sheeld, wher- 
in J awe a Siluer hand cloſed, which you bare the firſt day 
of the Tournament,beeimg nowe not a little glad that you 
haue ſo ſatiCfied me. Afterwarde Palmerio made knowne 
to her, the marke hunſelfe had on his lace , which agreed 
with hers in perfect likelihoode. O God (quoth ſhe) happie 
be the time of this meeting, blame me not my Loꝛde to bee 
thus ſuppꝛiſed with your lone , ſeeing cur fatall deſtenies 
haue ſo appointed: this will cauſe mee to live in moꝛe hope 
of good ſucceſſe,then befoze J did, and that our amitie will 


ſoꝛte to ſuch ende, as our two harts ſhall bee combined in 


one, pet let mee ſee J befeeche you the marke on vour face, 
howe neere it reſembles this on my hand. She fetching a 
Taper which burned in the Chamber, lilted vp his comelie 
locks of hayze, and ſawe them bothe ſhaped in one foꝛme, 
wherefoꝛe ſuddamly ſetting awate the light, hee embaaced 
Palmerins heade in her armes, and ſealed many ſwefe kil⸗ 


ſes on his amiable Charrader. The lite louing ſalutation

: Uring the time that the Empe⸗ 
c rour ot Allemaigne liued in this 
*4| happines, accompanied (as pou 
haue hearde) with manie hardie 
Anightes : there raigned in 
|| Frauncea mightie Pꝛinte na⸗ 
med Agariell, valiant, wiſe and 
A vertuous, hauing thꝛee Sonnes, 
1] whercof the ſecond was the har⸗ 
| dieſt Knight at Armes, being na⸗ 
med Lewes. This Ring Agariell, the moze to honour hys 
nights and noble Gentlemen abyding in his Kealme, de⸗ 
termined to keepe open Court foꝛ all ccmmers , as none 
of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs euer did the like befoꝛe hum: and therc- 
ſoꝛe ſent abꝛoade his Heraldes, Gentlemen of his eſcuprie 
and others, to ſummon his Loꝛds and Barrons of Fraunce, 
that on a day appointed they would all merte at the Court. 
And becauſe none ſyoulde be ignoꝛaunt what hee intended, 
he requeſted that all Gentlemen pꝛofelling Armes, at the 
feaſte of Eaſter following, ſhoulde repaire to Par * 
e 


n 
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the heave and cheefeſt Cittie of his Realme, The Queene 
likewiſe aduertiſed al Ladies and Gentlewomen,at whole 
commaunde euery one obeycd, ſo that in fewe dayes the 
Courte was furniſhed with Loꝛdes and Ladies: nothing 
nowe intended but delights and courtlie paſtimes, which 
made the Dake of Borgundie like wie repairc thither. ow 
was the Duke aged, a man of good pzomience, and a tryed 
Knight , hauing matched in marriage with the King cf 
Denmark Diſter, a yong beautiful Ladie, and of vertuous 
education: the Duke hoping to haue iſſue by her, becauſe 
by his firſt Mife he could not haue any. The Ring aduerti⸗ 
ſed of the Dukes comming, commaunded his Son Lewes 
with an honourable frame to goe entertayne him, which he 
did,ſo that many ſolemne reuerences paſſed betweene the 
Dake and him, as alſo to the Ducheſſe,whom as he welco- 
med with mamte ſalutations, ſo did he earneſtle cõtemplate 
her excellent beautie, reputing her fairer then the fapꝛeſt, 
and on a ſuddaine became amo2ons of her, ſuch a violent 
bꝛeach made lone into his hart at the very firlt ſight of her. 
In this great and vnlooked foꝛ veration,-hee conducted her 
to the lodging was pꝛepared fo2 the Duke, diſſeinbling fo 


well as hee coulde his newe deſtre: but ſo vehement was 


his oppꝛeſſiun, as without returning againe to the Ring, 
he went to his Chamber. Pꝛinte Lewes being thus alone 
by hunſelfe, Lone not a little tryumphing of his new p2ay, 


toꝛmented his thoughts with ſo manie conceits, as all th 


night he ſpent in ſighes and doloꝛous laments, his mind 


trauailing by what meancs he might compaſſe his intent. 


Sametunes he thought it vnpoſſible in reſpecte of p Duke, 
then againe as caſte becauſe of his age, a contrarie tos y2k- 
ſome in his opes foz the ſweete floꝛiſhing youth of the Du⸗ 
cheſſe: all which imaginations wꝛought ſo diuerſly in hun, 
as his ſpirite foꝛſaking counſell t reaſon, made hun bꝛeane 
fooꝛth into theſe exclaimes. Ah heauens, haue you fourmed 
beautie with ſuch ercellencie, as tocauſe me endure a to2- 
ment moꝛe then moꝛtall? Ah mine eyes, too lauiſhe were

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you in be holding her, who cannot chuſe but vtterly diſdaine 
thee, thou haſt no acquaintaunce with her, and thereloꝛe let 


thy death chaltiſe thy boldnes . Yet mayſt thou bee decei- 


ued in thine opinion fooltth man, perhappes in offering her 
thy ſeruice ſhe may accept it, foꝛ the Duke is old, and like⸗ 
lie to die, howe happy were it fo thee to be his executoꝛ foꝛ 
his Ladie.: Diſpayze not then man, foꝛ things thought im⸗ 
poſſible are eaſteſt oftentimes in perfoꝛmance. In theſe and 
ſuch like tearmes hee ſpent the night, and ſeeing the layꝛe 
moꝛning ſalute him at his Chamber windowe, he arole,in- 
tending that day to bemꝛay his paſſions to the Dachelle, 
and knowing that the Duke would goe viſife the Nuecene, 
accompamed with many Knights he came fo bid him goods 
moꝛrow, which the Duke taking very kindlp, requited him 
with many thankes, ignoꝛaunt that foꝛ the faire Wlyfe, he 


was ſo courteous to the olde Yulband, The Duke hauing 


taken his way to the Queene, Lewes kept company wyth 
the Ducheſſe very mannerlie, wayting opoꝛtunitie fo dyl- 
couer his affections, and reuie wing her beautie ſo perfecte 
and rare, not able longer to hold,beganne thus. It is mar⸗ 
uaile Madam, if fapꝛe beautie ſhould be ſo bitter, as a man 
cannot ſurtette but hee muſt needes die. The Ducheſle not 
knowing of whom the P2tnce ſpake, noꝛ as pet regarding 
that he was in loue,aunfwered, In ſooth my Lozd, the La- 
die hath ſmall reaſon, that ſhee ſhoulde vſe you ſo hardlie,yf 
you meane it by your ſelfe. Jn b2eefe Madame, quoth hee, it 


is vou haue wounded me, and none but vou can eaſe my af- 


flictions : if then ( ſwerte Lady) vou retaine ſuch pittie, as 
all your other extellencies ſhewe you to haue, vou wyll not 
diſdaine to giue me remedie, which il von dw, fo euer I re⸗ 
maine pour M night and lopall Frtende. And in mine opini⸗ 
on Padane, vou can not well refuſe me, ſeeing Foꝛtune 
hath bene ſuch an enemie to you in marriage, the Duke 
beeing olde and full of mellanchollie, you pong, tender and 


daintie as may be, hee moꝛe meete to keepe companye. wyth 


Acropos the moztall Goddeſſe, then liue with a Saint 8 
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fo rare perfections. But had my luck beene ſach, befoze pou 
were eſpouſed to haue knowne vou, A woulde with valoure 
haue hindered your bꝛiding ſo, oꝛ Fozfune ſhould haue foul- 
lie denied me: foꝛ ſuch is my religion in loone , as better 
death then diſtontent, and had J biene Lo2d of Enrope, pou 
had beene Ladie. Not withſtanding Madame, ſo like it you, 
J may be pour Freende and knightly ſeruaunt : foz Lone 
wants no wyles to compaſſe defire , and my lute is modeſt 

il you count if not vnſtemely. The Ducheſſe, whom ſweete 
loue could eaſilie entice to folly, _ hardly might refit a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent conqueff : wherefoꝛe chaunging countenaunce, and not 
daring to reueale what ſhe gladly would, ſayd. Truſt mee 
my Lo2de, your ſpeeches are not comely, fo violate chaſte 
wedlocke is ſo monſtrous, as you can haue no p2tuiledge to 
aſke,no2 J to graunt, and therefoꝛe content pe. This aun⸗ 
ſwere, albeit if was ſharpe, and ſcant pleaſing to p Pzince, 
vet loue fo perſwaded hint, that the Dacheſſe had another 

meaning then ſhe bewzayed: fo2 noting her conntenaunce 

ſo full of change, he geſſed that ſeme ſparks had fallen a- 

mong her affections, wherefoꝛe he began againe. J beſeeche 

you Madame accuſe Lone, ' if J haue ſpoken to pour diſſp⸗ 
king, pet hope I to ſe the time; when J ſhall make knowne 
howe great my affecfion'is to dw vou ſeruice: and continu⸗ 
ing this talke he bꝛought her fo the Queenes lodging, Loue 

llowing them bothe ſo narrowlie at the heles, as þ Du⸗ 
chelle was no leſte affectionate then Lewes was paſſionate. 

Which when he got ſome light of, in hope fo purchaſe hys 

his deſire, he ſolicited her in moꝛe ſecrete manner then hee 

was wont,ſothat-deing one der inplace.where they might- 
familtarlie tale: Lewes perſeuering in his onterpꝛiſe, de⸗ 
tlared what taʒments he ſuffered fo2 her loue,whercuppon 
the Dachelle, not onely by ß Pꝛintes reaſons which were 
perſwaſtoe;but as well to mittigate her owne appꝛeſſions, 
thus aum wered. Great is the fozce of yanr perſwaſions my

Lewes making one, eache one ſpake in behalfe of his La- 
dies beautie, vet concealing their names to themſelues, tul 
better octaſions might ranſe the deſerucdly to be knohm 


this talke the unte well marking, who: foz the eee 
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lone was depꝛiued of libertie,thzew many ſwete glaunces 
at the Miſtreſſe of his affedions, perſwading himſelfe, that 
nature neuer made a mo2e perfect creature, and not able to 
make her like againe, burſt her molde, whereupon hee ſaid. 
Loꝛdes and Ladies, who with ſuch aduauntage haue chat⸗ 
ted on beautie, vnderſtand that ſuch as pou haue pet ſpoken 
of,o2 leuerally in your owne thoughts ſhall thinke vppon: 
may not be equall with one that A knowe, euen ſhe that is 
Ladie and commarmder of mp hart, whoſe beautie is fo far 
beyond all other, as bꝛight Cynthia from the goodlieſt ſtar 
in the firmament.And becauſe that none ſhal imagine, how 
(being carried awaie with pꝛiuate opinion) 3 vſe theſe ſper⸗ 
ches, A will make good my woꝛds by deedes of Armes, a⸗ 
gainſt ame Rnight whatloener that dare ſaie the contrarie. 
Nowe in regard that none ſhall pleade ignoꝛaunce, J will 
aduertiſe all Knights, howe the firſt daie of Pate ncrt en⸗ 
ſuing, and ſeauen dates moꝛe immediaflie following, J will 
be in open fielve in my Tent, where J will erectc a ſtatelie 
monument,on the toppe whereof ſhall bec her figure whole 
Knight J am, and there will J dcfende it in this honoꝛable 
quarrell, againſt ſuch Knights as will Combat fo2 p beau⸗ 
tie of their Ladies, J affirming mine fo ercell all other in 
perfections, This condition muſk be obſerued by ſuch as en- 
fer the fielde,that they bꝛing the Ladies figure with them 
whom they honoꝛ moſt; and if Foꝛtune frowne on them in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as they be vanquiſhed, they ſhall there leauc their 
Ladies Image, to be placed vnder my Miſtreſſe as her ſub⸗ 
rect, Nowe if my vnhappy Sfarres ſo croſſe me, as 3 looſe 
the credite J would bee lothe, the conquerer ſhall enter in 
my Tent, and in my Ladies place ſhall his Piſtreſſe bee 
mounted, if he meane to maintaine her with ſuch conditi⸗ 
ons as J do mine. And hee that laſt ſhall accompliſhe theſe 
eyght daies,ſhall beare away the honour with the poztrat- 
tures of the Ladies, which by him o2 anie other all the ſaide 
time haue bene gained. And this libertie ſhall be granted,

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bat with the 5wo2de (if he pleaſe) befoꝛe he yelde. Nolwe, 
that this mine enterp2iſe may be openlie knowne, and put 
in execution as the vertue requireth: 4 will ſende Hoꝛſe⸗ 
men thꝛough all the pꝛouinces of Chꝛiſtendome, that all 
Unights willing thus to aduenture, ſhall be heere recciued. 
His ſpeeches ended, the Gentlemen pꝛeſent could not mar⸗ 
uaile ſufficientlp, at this great and high enterpule of the 
P2ince Lewes, and the daunger whereinto he thꝛuſt hun⸗ 
ſelfe, pet not knowing who was the Ladie he woulde thus 
aduenture foꝛ: but the being pꝛeſent, perceiued that the 
P21nce in honour of her loue, tooke in hande this perillous 
hazarde, wherein ſhe concetued ſuch ſecrete content, as the 
pailtos of loue hauing penetrated her hart, made her feare 
his miſ⸗ foꝛtune, which the would not foꝛ her life. In this aſ⸗ 
ſemblie was pꝛeſent the Duke of Saueye, a pong Paince, 
baue, hardie and couragious as might be, and eſteeming ſo 
well of hunſelfe,as he thought no knight in p world coulde 
vanquiſh him, who lo aunſwere the Pꝛince Lewes, aroſe 
and thus ſpate.

All ſuch 
therefoꝛe as will make pꝛoofe of their valour, ſhall find me 
there in my Tent at my appointed day, and nine dates af- 
ter to ſuſtaine the ſame quarrell in plaine Combat, either 
at the Launce, the Mace, the ©wo2de, on hoꝛſcbacke oꝛ on 
faote, at his choiſe. And though J vanquiſh one * 
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ſhall not be lawfull foꝛ me to reſt a minute ſpace, but pꝛe⸗ 
ſendlie take hun in hande that ſhall followe : and bee it my 
foztun? to be topled by him, he ſhall kepe the ſielde in man⸗ 
ner as pou m Loꝛd deuiſed. And to the ende all map be the 
better executed, pleaſeth you Þ in ſuch plates where pour 
intelligencers ſhall come, my enterpꝛiſe may like wiſe bee 


declared, in reſpect J hope to behaue my ſelfe ſo well, as my 
Ladie will make ſpeciall account of me. The Lady ioz who 


the Duke of Sauoye thus attempted, was Daughter to the 
ing, and Differ to Lewes named Lucemania, whom he lo⸗ 
cd intirelie, and aboue all thinges defired in marriage:

The Duke humbly thanking the King,aunſwered, Wee 
doubt not my Lo2de, but by the hope of God and fauour of 
our Ladies, to ende our affaires with foꝛtunate ſucceſſe, but 
if nowe we ſhould giue ouer, and not goe foꝛward with our 
pꝛomiſe, we might wooꝛthily be repꝛooued of ſhame x cow- 
ardiſe,the moſt villainous repꝛoches that can be to any no- 
ble hart. The King perceiuing the earneſt affection of theſe 
two pong Pꝛinces, and that to denie their requeſt would be 
moze hurtfull then to graunt : cummaunded him againe to 
pꝛoctede with their intent, with ſuch ſuretie againſt all 
ſfrange Knights,as what lofſe oz victoꝛp happened to them, 
they mult be content with all that fell out.

them. Lewes, who by no meanes would be diſſwaded from 

his conceit,aunſwered, Good Mother, if foꝛ no other feare, 

this matter ſhal not be rcuoked,in regard of p ſhame, e ne- 

ner dying diſhonoꝛ J ſhall gaine thereby, which makes mee 

deſire a thouſande deathes, then not to bee ſo good as my 

woꝛde:therefoꝛe perſwade pour ſelfe good Mother, that al⸗ 
beit her beautie foꝛ whom J enter the Combat, cannot bee 

moꝛe perfect herebp, in that it is without imperfection, — 
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ſach is my reſolution in a matter (© certaine, as her ſweete 
lookes ſhall deliuer me ſtrength enough to ende my taſke, 
without dꝛeade of any intonuenience may happen, The 
Ducheſſe (enflamed with lone) hearing theſe woꝛdes on 
her behalfe, muſt needes ſpeake,and thus began. Jknowe 
not (my Lo2de) who is the Ladie you loue , noꝛ what are 
her vertues,but heereof I can affure you; that ſhe ts highlie 
— vou, and (except great reaſon to the contrarie) 
ought to lone vou, conſidering what perill you th2ufte your 


ſelfe into foꝛ her beautie. Badame (quoth the P2ince) the 


trauaile J ſhall take, and the bad foztunes may befall mee, 
are little ⁊ of no account in reſpect of her gracious deſerts, 
therefo2e foꝛ her honour, J will beare my in warde paines 
with ſecrete tontent, and attempt theſe outwardeactions 
with the greateſt courage J can poſſible, deſtring no other 
recompence then her fauourable conceit, whereof once aſſu⸗ 


red, nothing can ſeeme difficult to me, no, were it to dye in 
her diuine ſermce; And as he would haue continued longer, 
the King (not vet thozowlie content with his pꝛomiſe paſt 


to the Duke of Sanoye) entered the Chamber, by whole 


countenaunce, Lewes wel knewe he was m content wyth 


him, wherefoze falling on his knee, hee ſaide. My Lo2de, no 
one is ignoꝛaunt, how all my welfare and reputation conſt- 
ſeth onelie in your Maieſtie, as a Pꝛince and Father, the 
molt vertuous that J know, which great good in ſome part 
to recompente, A haue enterpꝛiſed a matter vnwoozthte ol 
diſlike, lo pleaſe your highnes (of your atcuſtomed bountie) 
to excuſe & accept it in good part, in reſpect that fuchas are 
bozne to the higheſt places of dignitie, ought to ber moze 
p2ompt and readie to all magnammions actions, then they: 
inferioꝛs, chtefelie in pzoweſſe,chinalry, and deedes of eſti- 
mation. What bꝛought ſuch renowne to Horatius, Mutius 


Scæuola, Marcus Curtius, Manlius Torquatus, anda num-- 
ber moze ol Romaine Anights, i not the couragious folow- 


ing of occaſions offered ? What made foz euer immoztail 


the fame of Marius the Romaine Cittizen, Hanniball the 
Ut. Cartha. 


eee. 
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arthagini an, mind Ageſilaus the Greeke, if not the vndaun⸗ 
ted valour of their nunds, deliuered in their derdes of king⸗ 
liecdnſequence? Aﬀuredly J beleeue, that their Fathers 
Uncles, and aumcient pꝛogenitours, neuer made them noble 
, 92 ought renowmed : what then? cnely vertue, the very 
foꝛmatrir ofallnobilifie. Foz this cauſe my good Lo2de 
and Father, hauing now opoꝛtunitie, as my Cozinp Duke 
of Sauoys hath infozmed you , may it pleaſe your grace to 
permit my endeuours with tauour, to the ende J map deli⸗ 
uer perfect teſtimonie, that J no whit degenerate frö pour 
heroptall and kingly vertues. The King ſomewhat mode⸗ 
rating his fo2mer opinion, anſwered, Truſt me Sonne, full 
well vou mow howe to diſguiſe and couer pour follye wyth 
vertues coullers, God ſends it to fall cut ſo well: ariſe, and 
be it as pour Coʒin and you haue requeſted, See in meane 
tune that you pꝛouide all needfull occaſions, that when the 
date comes nothing bee wanting. Lewes humbly thanking 
his Father, aroſe; eyery one pꝛeſent not a little reioycing, 
becauſe they feared all waulde beſquandered. Then began 
the Loꝛdes and Ladies to conferre togeather, and the Du⸗ 
chefſe departing to her lodging beeing manned by the 
Pꝛince, did not [as J thinke] repent herſelfe of her loue, as 
a munber of von ( martching vnder the ſame Enſigne) wold 
do the like in fach a caſe; Ji ſine, the Dychelle fearefull of 
the thwarts of Foꝛtune, that ſhe would woꝛk her diſgrace 
by ſome bad contectnres oꝛ wounding repoꝛts, ſaid. I knew 
well (my Toꝛde) the good will vou beare me, without anie 
further ſhewes oꝛ confirmations by actions lo daungerous, 
which A had rather die then beholde, and therctoze whatſo⸗ 
euer vou ſhall perfoꝛme, will condemne meer as vnwooꝛthy 
of fo good deſerts : in this re ſpect vou ſhall therioze graunt 
me one thing, which is, that aboue all you haue care of your 
felfe, cls wall perpetuall diſcontent cut ſhoꝛt my date, ber⸗ 
ing bereaued of the honour of my greene deſires. Nowe 
Padame (quoth the Pꝛince) may J boaſt of my foztuite, 
not doubting to follow the deuile of a Ladie (o vertuous, f62 

your 
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vour ſweete woꝛdes pꝛolong my life, els ere this had death 
robd yon of dur night. The Ducheſſe hereto with an as 
miable ſmile , aunſwered. I mute not looſe you pet good 


PÞ2ince,fozmiay'J lengthen vour life, it ſhall ber fo cuer, 


Many ſollemne thankes the Pꝛinte returned, and by this | 


time had b2oughk her to her Chamber, wher hauing 4ſt la

Howe the Prince Lewes and the Duke of Sauoye, ſent 
theyr Heraldes and Horſemen into all parts, to make 
Homme to all Knights their enterpriſes, and the con- 
ooo of theyr Combais. 7 


He Pꝛince Lewes ioyfull of the 
N King his Fathers conſent, but 


XL S /Dacheffe moſt of all, diſpatthed 
><) immediatlie his Heraldes into 
dau the pꝛoumces of Europe, who 

executed their charge with ſuch 


IloFCmperour, King oz P2ince, 


but they declared the enterpꝛiſe 
of theſe two yong P2inces. So that one of the P2zinces He⸗ 
raldes,accompanted with the King of Armes belonging to 
the Dake of Sauoye, tame to the Emperoꝛs Court of Alle. 
maig ne, Which then was furniſhed with a great number of 
Loꝛdes and Rnights, beeing there to ſollemnize the day of 
hys byꝛth, but eſpecially Palmerin aboue all the reſt, try⸗ 
umphing in the lone of his Piſtreſſe Polinarda. The He⸗ 


ralds being entred the great Mall, founde the Cmperout 


fiffing in his chayꝛe of eſtate, with many e 2inces,Barens 
U. ny, and. 


ol the gratious aunſwere of the 


ẽce, as there was no Court 


Oy . 
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and nohle perſonages about him: who graunting them li⸗ 

bertie of ſperche, the Heralde of Frennce began firft in this 
manner. Jiluſtrious and moſt redoubted Cmperour , the 

cauſe why we thus pꝛeſume befoze your Maieſtie, is by the 
tommaundement of the vertuous pong Pzince Lewes, Aon 
to our dꝛeade Lo2de Agatiel Ring of Frauuce, as allo of the 
Duke of S«voxe his Cozin, ſo good a Knight as may well 
commannde : what our meſlage is, ſo pleaſe your highneſſe 
to call all your Anights in pꝛeſence, becauſe it cheefelte con- 
cerneth them, we with duetie will deliuer it. The Empe⸗ 

rour pꝛeſentlie called fo2 all nights and Gentlemen of 
his Courte, who deſirous of the newes, were not long in 
comming, befoꝛe whom he ſaide. Dꝛeade Lozd,the Pꝛinte 
Lewes of Fraunce my Pailter,commends him to your Pa- 
teſtie with this Letter, may it pleaſe your grace conunande 
it to be read, and vou ſhall ſone ſee the offect of our Embaſ⸗ 
ſade. The Cmperour cauſed his Secretarie to reade it 0- 
penlie, and becauſe it contained what you haue heard alrea⸗ 
die, it ſhall be needeleſſe to waſt longer time in talke there- 
of: but the Letter bering read, the Yeralve thus p2oceeded, 

Che P2incemy Maiſter ( woozthie Emperour) giues the 
Knights ol vour Court (as els where) to vnderſtande, that 
he intendes to pꝛooue by deedes of Armes. howe no Ladie 
in the woꝛlde is comparable in beautie top Lady he loues, 
which he will bee readie to maintaine in Combat the firſt 
of Pate next, and ſeauen dates following , in his Tent be- 
foꝛe the Gates of Parrit, there will he veriſte it againſt all 
commers that dare auerre the tontrarie. After warde he rc- 
hearſed all the conditions to ber obſerued in this Combat, 
and the King of Armes to the Dnke of Sauoie, made known 
his Maiſters challenge lkewiſe as you haue hearde. The 
Emperour meruailing at this meſſage, ſam. Without doubt 
the Ladies had neede to be faire, and my Cozins pour Mai⸗ 
ters valiant and hardie, els it is doubtful howe ſuch an en⸗ 
terpʒiſe will fall out,foz þ affections of perſons are diners, 


and d they: foztunes baungerous, neaertheleſle J deũre ethe 
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iſſue may ſoꝛt to their honoꝛ. Theſe Loꝛdes and Knights 


haue hearde your meflage , and J iudge ſame of them will 


pꝛouide to be there, betauſe they p2ize the beautie of they2 


Ladies at as high a rate, as your Maſters do eſleme their 


faire Freendes: pet let them do what they thinke moſt ex- 
pedienc,becauſe they are old? enough to make you anſwer. 
As foz me, vou may (alute (on mp behalfe) the King my 
Bꝛother, and my Cozins, to whom J ſende thanks with all 
my hart, that they thus acqua inted me with their hondura⸗ 
ble endeuours. All this while the nights conferred foge- 
ther, with diuers iudgments of theſe pꝛetended Combats: 
ſome were either fearefull oz too foꝛ warde, others well ads 
uiſed and pꝛouoked with diſcreete courage. Among wheme 
repute we noble Palmerin, all penſiue, his eyes fired on the 
grounde, and not a woꝛde, hauing in his ſpirite diſcourſed, 
howe bitter the diuoꝛce would be of the eye from his ſwerte 
obiect : in the ende concluded the Combat, perſwading hum 
ſelfe, not in Chꝛiſtendame, noꝛ in the other th2& habitable 
parts of the earth, epther Cmpꝛeſſe, Queene oꝛ Ladie was 
moꝛe accompliſhed with perfections, then his gracious Pi- 
ſtreſſe Polinarda, And in reſpect of this Embaſſage, it ſee⸗ 
med to him vituperous, and a diſhonour not ſuſferable if he 
ſhould not iuſtiſie the trueth 4 haue ſo good occaſion: Wher⸗ 
uppon he deftred a thouſande deathes, rather then he would 
defer ſo bꝛaue a voyage, and ſo on his knee befoze the Cm⸗ 
perour thus began. Gracious Loꝛde and my wwzthy Pa⸗ 


trone, J intend? (with your good lyking e leaue ) to depart 


with all ſpeede poſſible , to the Jouſkes and Combats of 
Fraunce and Sauoye: let it not therefoze diſpleaſe (fo2 the 
honour of Chiualrie) that J leaue your Courte a while, but 
mate commit my lelfe to this tourney with pour fauoura- 
ble opinion. The Emperour veric lothe to let Palmerin 
goe, aunſwered. Jn ſooth Palmerin, J greatly doubted (fo 
ſoone as J heard theſe newes from Fraunce) that if would 
not paſſe without your pꝛeſence, which diſpleaſeth mee, not 
ſo much foꝛ their follie as your abſence, which is and 3 
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to mee greater greefe then you iudge: but let mee intreate 
that thy returne may be ſperdie, and ſtay no longer then 
thou haſt good occaſion. J would gladlie knowe, would ycu 
graunt it me, what Ladie ſhe is foꝛ wem you thus aduen⸗ 
ture, vou nerde not Palmerin hide it from mer. Mp Lo2d ( 
he) the Dame foz whome J enter the Combat, is fuch,as 
none may oꝛ ouaht cempare w th, ſo ſinguler, rare, and (a⸗ 
boue all) vertuous, and neuer weuld J think my ſelte woꝛ⸗ 
thy to beare Armes, if leare of danger, miſ⸗foꝛtunc, oꝛ death 
it ſelfe, ſhould haue power fo pluck me frem my duetie. As 
fo2 my ſtaie, the Jouſtes ended, within ene Mone th oꝛ ſw⸗ 
ner, will J returne to pour Maieſtie: and let mee intreate 
pou not to feare anie thing in my tourney,becauſe J doe foz 
your honour, and my lwoꝛd ſhal ring on the ſteuteſt Creaſt, 
the euer continuing honours of the Emperour of Alle- 
maigne. The Cmperoz vnwilling to foꝛgoe him, and loth to 
binder knightlie chiualrie, ſaid. Without queſtion Palme- 
rin, the Ladie is indebted to pou, and you declare vnſpeaka- 
ble loue „ that foꝛ her beautie you deliuer pour felfe to ſo 
great hazard: but as foz pour intent to my honoꝛ, J rather 
delight to haue it by your pꝛeſence, then thirſte after ſuch 
applauſe with your abſence. But ſeeing you will needes to 
Frannce,happic foztune noe with you, and make you vice- 
rious in all pour attempts: which J doubt not, but by your 
valour x vertues of your Miſtreſſe, p French wil not bꝛaue 
ſo much on the ſeauenttene of Paie, as perhaps they wil on 
the fürſt. Pꝛouided, that befoze you depart, pou demaund and 
haue all thinges foꝛ vour iourneie, as well foꝛ ſuch as goe in 
your companie, as foꝛ your owne netceſſarie pꝛouiſion: and 
ſome wil J appoint to trauaile with vou, that may pꝛeuent 
ante trecherous inconuc niente. Palmerin not refuſing thys 
bountifull offer, with great obeiſaunte thanked the Empe⸗ 
rour, and faking his leaue foꝛ that night, returned to his 
Chamber, determining to depart with expedition, betauſe 
the date of the Jouſtes were at hande. Pe we was Trineus 
the Emperours Sonne a yong P2tnce, and had not yet re⸗ 
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teiued his oꝛder of knighthoode, hee hearing of Palmerins 
departure, was meruatlous deſirous to beare him chpany: 
whereuppon he kneeled befoze his Father, intreating him 
not to denie him one requeſt, Demaunde what thou wilt 
my Sonne (quoth he) J graunt it thee, Then J beſeech you 
god Father, ſaide he, fo ſuffer mee ſee Fraunce with noble 
Palmerin, that I may bee acquainted with p courteſtc and 
cunlifte of that nation, not doubting but ſwne fo deſerue my 
knighthoode. And yet if befoꝛe J receiue my oꝛder, J ſce 
thcſe high and wozthie deedes ol Armes, happilie they may 
entice me to follow their verfnes : beſide, if nowe J looſe fo 
god an occaſion offered, F knowe not when J ſhal compaſſe 
the like commoditie, therefoze (god Father) let me not be 
denied. The Emperoꝛ offended foz his raſhe pꝛomiſe to his 
Sonne, laboured to change his minde, but all woulde not 
ſeruc,lo2 the Pꝛ ince pꝛomiſed to goe lo touertlie, as none 
ſhould knowe him. TWherefoze he called Palmerin, who as 
vet was not departed the Yall, ſaying, A ſe Sir Palmerin, 
pou ſhall not goe alone in pour voyage, foꝛ my Sonne Tri- 
neus deſires to be pour companion: foz which cauſe Jcom- 
mit him to you,and deſire you to conceiue ſo well of him, as 
at pour returne we mate be all merrie togeather. Which 
Palmerin pꝛomiſed, whereuppon the Emperour called foz 
the Pailter of his Hoꝛſe, commanding him that all things 
might bee in readines againſt their departure: all which 
was done with fuch dilligence,as the thirde date following 
all thinges pꝛepared, they tooke their leaue of the Empe⸗ 
rour and the Ladies, who at their departure ſhedde manie 
teares (a common matter with them) wiſhing the victoꝛie 
and hono2 to Palmerin , Thus with Trincus and twentie 
other Knights, a great number of Squires and ſeruants in 
good equipage, they iournied towards Parru, without ante 
hinderaimce by the waie, oꝛ matter of memoꝛie. 
Nowe befoꝛe we paſſe ame further. , you ſhall vnder⸗ 
ſtand, that alter the Heraldes of the Pꝛince of Fraunce and 
Duke of Sauoie Were departed, and that Palmerin had ob- 
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tained leaue of the Emperoꝛ: the Pꝛinteſſe Polinarda ads 
uertiled heereol, was greallie diſpleaſed with this ſuddaine 
departure, wherfoꝛe calling V: banillo the Dwarffe to her, 
ſhe ſaide. Vi banillo, thou muſt goe to thy Baiſter,and will 
him this night to meete me at our appointed place, that 3 
mate confer with him of a ſecrete nerelie concerning mee. 
Uhich when Palmerin hearde, the earth beeing couered 
with her blacke Mantle, and euerie one in their dead ſieepe, 
he called Prolome and VIbanillo, who were well acquain⸗ 
fed with this loue walke, and being there in pꝛeſence of 
their Ladies, the Pꝛinceſſe with a great ſigh thus began. 
Alas my Loꝛd, what mind is this in vou, thus to vopage to- 
wardes Fraunce, and leaue mee alone ſad and ſollitarie? A- 
las, not content to hazard ſo long a iournep, but a daunge⸗ 
rous Combat beſide foz my beautie, which is of ſo ſlender 
eſtimation, as may not parragon with p Ladies of Fraunce, 
beeing peereles (as J haue hearde) among thoſe of higheſt 
perfecion. ah my Loꝛde, moꝛe comfoꝛt and content is it to 
me to haue pour companie, then to be crowned Nucene of 
anie Realme conquered by your vertue + pꝛoweſſe. There- 
foze (\weete Freende) J intreate you with all my hart, and 
by the vnfained loue pou beare me, to leane ſuch dangerous 
enterpꝛiſes, where death is commonlie moze frequent 
then like. Theſe wozdes came with ſuch amiable coniurati⸗ 
ons from the Pzincefſe,as Palmerin (though loth to be dif 
ſwaded) anſwered. Let me pꝛeuaile with you fo farre good 
Madame, as not to millike my enterpꝛiſe fo2 pour gracious 
loue, ſoꝛ the honour you haue done me, in making mee your 
Nnight, J pꝛize at no leſſe valew then my deereſt blood, and 
ſhoulde J be helde from theſe French exploits , vnwoozthy 
were J to bee your Seruaunt: in that (as you knowe) no 
night but carics the honour of his Ladie in ſuch account, 
as he preferres that befoꝛe his owne life. Jf then Madame 
in religion of this office, abſent my ſelfe foꝛ a while, 3 ſhal 
accompliſh nothing but my duetie, wherto pour ſelfe bound 
me, and J hope ta execute with ſuch ſucceſſe, as 3 

eare 


— , 


beare the p2izc foz beautie , not onelie from the Ladies of 
Fraunce and Allemaigne, but from all Chziftendome; yea, 
the whole wozlde may J line fo trauaile if, Do not then 
(ſ\wete Muſtreſſe) miflike, if J abſent my ſelfe fo2 a cauſe 
ſo reaſonable, and continue me ſtill in your fauourable con⸗ 
ceit, as he that was boꝛne to do you ſeruice. And albeit 3 
can not depart without exceeding greefe and anguiſh, yet 


perſwaded of your rare arguments, J arme my ſelfe with 


patience and veelde to reaſon, being pꝛeſent with you al- 
waies, in that J carrie your diuine Image in my ſoule, and 
leaue hart, life and all with you kill J come. Theſe woꝛdes 
were ſealed with mame denoute kiſles, and Ptolome, had 
like paine in perſwading Brionella,yet this cõtented them 
in the ende, that the honoꝛ of their trauaile was þ renowne 
of their beautie, and ſo with fozced content they louinglie 
departed. The next moꝛning the Pꝛinceſſe ſent Palmerin 
an arming roate of greene Ueluet , imbꝛoidered all ouer 
with great Oꝛientall Pearles, and verie thicke beſctt with 
Starres of Golde, and in the midſt of each Starre a cofflie 
Emeralde: and hee had cauſed her picture to bee moſt curi⸗ 
ouſly dzawne in Golde, her face and hands fozmed wonder 
full neere the life, and all her linaments verie ſingulerlte 
faſhioned,and this poꝛtrait cauſed he to bee ſette in a fapꝛe 
Litter couered with Crimſon veluet, which hee had pꝛoui⸗ 


ned onelie foz the purpole,and ſo ſet foꝛ ward.

Ho ow the Prince Lewes came to ſee the Ducheſſe Bur- 
gundie, and what happened. 


O ſone as the Heraldes ? Hoꝛſe⸗ 
A menof Lewes of Fraunce and the 
W Duke of Sauoie, had diſpatched 
M ſttheu charge, their Loꝛdes gaue 
oꝛder to pꝛepare al things in rea⸗ 
dines ſo ſone as might bee: but 
vet the Pꝛinces affection to the 
Duchelle ſo toꝛmented hun, as 
==i| he dailie compaſſed new meanes 
to tonferre with her, that ſhee 
might knowe the paſſions hee endured foz her ſake. At 
length it came to paſle, that the Bing,the Duke of Burgun- 
die, and diners other Pꝛinces rode foꝛth on pleaſure togea⸗ 
ther, and returned not againe fo2 two dates ſpace , which 
made hun thus begin with the Ducheſſe. J neede not tell 
you Havane,fo2 vou knowe it well enough, howe continu⸗ 
allie J languiſh in remedileſſe afflictions, till nowe this op⸗ 
poꝛtunitie puts me in ſame hope of comfoꝛt, that you perloꝛ 
ming a ſollemne pꝛomiſe, will deliuer me out of this extre⸗ 
mitie. Wherefoze faire Miſtreſſe, ſince time and occaſion 
hath pointed it, and Foꝛtune (by nature froward and incon- 
ſtant) fauours it, let mee intreate you to take the benefit of 
bothe, lcaſt hereafter we compaſſe not the like againe. Hy 
Loꝛde (quoth the Ducheſſe) you mult thinke J am moꝛe 
yours then mine owne, and make that reckoning of vou, as 
no Ladie tan the like: howe is it poſſible then foꝛ mee (lo⸗ 
uing as J do) to flie from that which loue commaunds me 
to fulfill 2 Lel it ſuffiſe you * , that the regarde of mine 


honour 
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honour defended, Jam readie to do ought may agree with 
pour liking. What happened after warde, J leaue to your 


oppinions, but by the halfe the whole may be diſcerned, nat⸗ 


withſtanding, vertuous Lanics haue power to reſiſt ſuch 
mot ions, though time, ocrafion , and ſuch amozous ſol⸗ 
licitings did offer it them: but ſuch may be accounted moꝛe 
diuine then humaine, and to them may wozthilte be exected 


a Trophe, in diſgrace of the temptreſſe Venus, But this 


little diſcourſe, not much diſlenting from p matter, is wꝛit⸗ 
ten in repꝛache of ſuch vong daintie wancons, that attende 


on their ouer fonde and vnchaſt deſires: and may like wiſe 


be a warning to vndiſcreet clde men, that they choole theyꝛ 
Pantelle fit foꝛ their fote. 

But nowe is coin? the firſt of Bate, the daie to beginne 
the enterpꝛiles of the Pzinces of Fraunce & Saxcie : Lewes 
to entertaine the Ducheſſe loue begun with ſuch aduaun⸗ 
tage, had greater deſire nowe to execute his intent then be⸗ 


foꝛe. Wherefoze this daie was his Tent creced at py Citfy . 


Gates, beeing beautifull and verie ſumptuous, and at the 
enteraunce thereof was placed a godlie monument of black 
Marble, curiouſlie ſettcfw2th w collombes of white Mar⸗ 
ble, verie thicke imboſſed with golde and pearle. At the 
ſide of his pauillion, was placed another monumit̃t of greene 
Jaſper, adoꝛned with mame Baſes, Pillers and antique 
magerie of Golde, whereon he intended p ſtrange Knights 
that came ſhould place the figures of their Ladies. On the 
other ſide was a ſeemelte place appointed fo2 the Judges of 
the fielde,who were the Dnkes of Orleaunce x Burgundie, 
Peinces greatlie eſfemed. fo2 their nobilitie, and in they2 
time had bene hardie and aduenturous Knights. Manie o⸗ 


ther Tents and Pauillions were that daie there ſet bype, 


as well ſoꝛ ſtrange nights that came, as Noble men and 
Gentlemen of the Realme, And nowe comes the Pꝛince 


bꝛauelie mounted to the ſielde, accompanied with manie 


pong Pzinees, nights and Gentlemen, the Yeralds and 
Ring of Armes rydmg befoze,the Dꝛunnnes, Philes, Crõ⸗ 


. iiij. pets | 
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pets and Clarions ſounding fo gallantlie, as made the ayꝛe 
deliner a moſt ſ werte Eccho. Befoꝛe him in a verpe ſump⸗ 
tuous Coche, was carried the curious counterfeite of the 
Ducheſle, ia ſuperficiallie ſette fw2th with ſuch perfection 
of arte, as though it had -beene the linely Ducheſſe herſelfe. 
After followed Pzince Lewes in goꝛgious gilt Armour, all 
onergrauen with moſt artificiall flowers, and mounted on a 
Courſer of Spaine, eſtiemed one of the beſt runners in Eu- 
rope,which made wate with bꝛaue and loftie voltages, as 
did not a little delight p beholders : one of the cheefe Pꝛin⸗ 
ces of the Court bearing his Helmet, and another hys 
Launce. What ne&de J make further repoꝛte of the P2in- 
ces tryumphe, he conuning to the fielde in ſuch equipage, as 
well veſamed the houſe from whence he diſcended, and as 
beſcemed a louelie Knight in pꝛelence of his Ladie: who as 
her fauour had ſent him that moꝛning, a coſtlie Girdle gar- 
niſhed with Rubtcs, Diamondes, great Cmeraldes x other 
vnualuable ſtones, with a Swoꝛde ſo god as euer Kinght 
woꝛe, and therewith rode he gyꝛded to the Fielde. Beloze 
he went, the Ring his Father thus ſpake to him. $Þy Bon, 
this date and all the other following, Foꝛtune (pede thee 
ſo well, as thou maiſt winne the honour my hart doth wyſh 
thee. My Loꝛde, aunſwered the Pzince, J hope befoze the 
ſennight be finiſhed, to accompliſh your deſire effecuallic,fo 
fauour me ſhe that may tommaunde me. So leauing the 
Ring he came to the place appointed foꝛ the Combatte, the 
Judges placing theniſelues where they ſhoulde, and the 
Wꝛince himſelfe in his Tent, where hauing his Miſtreſſe 
picture ſet on p appointed place, he commaunded y Trom. 
pets to ſound, and a Heralde to pꝛoclaime: that no Rnight 
bearing Armes ſhoulde bee ſo hardie as to ente. yys 
Tent, except he firſt graunted his Ladie to bee the fapꝛeſt 
creature in the woꝛlde, and if any were fo ſtubboꝛne not to 
confelle it, by knightly pꝛoweſſe he would foꝛce him doo it. 
Che Yeralde hauing done his charge, and the Judges cauy 
ſed the conditions to bee openlie reade, the people deuided

then counmng to the Pzmnces Tent, ſaid. Jknownot Lo2d 
Lewes, if ouertome with gloꝛie, pꝛeſumptib of vour ſtrẽgth, 
02 auer werning pour ſelfe, vou haue made this large enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe, to Combat with the heit appꝛaued Hnightes in the 
whole/woalve,in indging no fairer M adie to be this daie li⸗ 
uing then your vtone : foꝛ mine oon part, I am not ſd trou⸗ 
bled in conceit as pou are, to quarreil fo2 ſuch a fabulous 
matter, yet dare J tell pee, that my Ladie is much moze 
beautitull then pours, which if you will denie, Lam readie 
by the ſtrength ol mine arme ta make you confefe it. Lewes 
fling himlelfe greeued with theſe iniurious ſpeeches of the 
Countie,anſwered.,Þzouvde n night, am aſhamed to heare 
thy iudgment ſo ſimple, as to thinke I am come hether fo2 
à matter of ſo light moment, as though J would not iuſtiſie 
againlt thee and all other what J haue pꝛomiſed : but let 
 thatpaſſe,befoze us part, will tauſe thee-know thy folly, 
by that time thy pate and thy bodie ts thozowly bumhaſted, 
4oke fo thy ſelfe, foꝛ J intende to da it.

1 —greeuednota little, my he came 
no ſoner fo winne the honour of the Pʒinte: vet knowing 
if nowe he coulde conquer the Dake,moze glozyſhoulden- 
riſe to htm then by the Pꝛzinte Lewes, he-contented him⸗ 
ſelfe, paſling that night in his Tent with the Paince Tri- 
neus, in diners arguments of the Combat between Lewos 
of Freunce and the Duke, vet was Lewes highly commen- 
ded to Palmerin though he were ouertome, becauſe hee had 
fo bꝛauelꝝ done the two ſoꝛmer dates againſt al p Knights 
that came, All this night could not Palmerin ſleepe, think- 
ing on the day enſuing, but riſing earlie in the moꝛning, and 
commending himlelfe to God in his pꝛaxer, hee put an the 
Coate of Armes his Ladye Polinarda gaue hum before þys 
departure, and tobe the counterfeite of his Lady in hs 
armes, not thinking any of hys Knights oz ©quy2es wu 
fhre to beare it, and thus accompanied with Trineus and 
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other e Allemaigne Loades,entred the Lyſtes with fobzane 
a geſture andcountenaunce, as euery one commended him 
fo2 a good Knight. And hauing placed the picture on the ac- 
cuſtomed monument, as it had beene to the liuelp creature 
herſelfe, he thus began. Ah perfect mirrour of all beautie, 
vertue and excellencie, reſolue thy ſelfe this daie to beare 
the palme of honour from all Ladies in the woꝛlde, in that 
your Knight cranes a thouſand deathes, befoze he giue con- 
ſent to the contrarie: and perſwades himſelfe fo aſſured of 
pour pꝛeſent fauour,as he durſt venture on a whole Army, 
to keepe his religion in your diuine ſeruce. Theſe woꝛdes 
were ſpoken ſo loude,as þ Duke of Caule hearde him, wher⸗ 
with not contented, he aunſwered. What now Knight 2dc- 
maundeſt thou courage of a Ladie to defend her beautie, ill 
canſt thou perfo2me what thou ſpeakeſt, if thou ber no bet⸗ 
ter pzomded. Foz all that Sir, ſaivePalmerm, J hope to 
make you graunt what A ſate, and khat there is not a fay- 
rer Ladie limag, then ſhee whoſe figure thou heere behol⸗ 
bet, other wiſe J ſhall conſtraine thee whether thou wylf 
nn. That ſhall we ſe,quoth the Duke, ſo departing into 
their Tents to be armed, and readie to Jouſt, they met fo 
valiantlie tageather, as they bzoke their Launces bꝛauelie 
without mouing cache other, and taking newe ſtaues en⸗ 


countred againe, when the Duke was vnhoꝛſſed, and Pal- - 


merin vorie ſoze wounded: ſo betaking the to their ſwoꝛds, 


. continued a daungerous and doubtfull Combat, till in the 


ends Palmerin overcame the Duke, hol ding his u 


readie to cut off his heade, ſaid. night thou art dead if thou 


graunt not my Ladie to excell thine in beautie. Ah ſir, ſaide 
the Duke, vnhappy be the howꝛe that vou toke in hande 
this vopage, to depꝛiue me of that which made mee p moſte 
happie night of the woꝛlde, with what tountenãante may 
IJ pꝛeſent my ſelfe befoꝛe her, ſeeing Foꝛtune hath bene fo 
aduerſe tome 2 thus filling the ayꝛe with his regrets, the 
Judges came, deſiring Palmer in to ſaue his life, whereto he 
cõſented, which woꝛds were moze bitter to the Duke then 
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death, who in theſe complaints was leade into his Tent by 
his Squires. Palmerin not foꝛgetting the honour due to his 
Ladie,twke downe the Image of Agriola, and ſet his Las 
dies in the rome, ſaying, Nowe are pon in the place Ma⸗ 
dame, which is pour owne by right. This vico2y was not a 
little pleaſaunt to the Frenchme n, but eſpecially to Pꝛinte 
Lewes when he hearde thereof, who the better to matze his 
ioye knowne to Palmerin, ſent him two of the beſt Poles 
in his ſtable, as glad of the reuenge on the Duke, as p Pal. 
merin remained conquerour. Pal merin ſent hartie thankes 
to the Peince, as well foꝛ his pꝛeſent as his geod⸗ will, and 
continued in his deuoire to his Ladics beautie, as that daie 
hee honoured her with p conqueſt of foure French Knights, 
and the ſubmiſſion of their Ladies poztratfures : pet aboue 
all, Palmerin commended to T rineus the valour of þ Eng- 
lichman,confirming y Duke fo2 a choſen Knight at = hom 2 
and neither Frenchman, ) j ralign, Spanyard, Englichwan,R 0- 
maine, oꝛ Greeke,that attempted againff Palmerin in the 
following daies, but fill he bare aware the victozy, and Po- 
linardas picture their Ladies obepſaunce. The laſt cf the 
cyght daics came into the ſielde the Loꝛd of A/brer,arcatite 
eſtermed loꝛ pzoweſle and chiualrie, and hee waulde vefcnde 
the beautie of his French Ladic ; but Poel merin after a long 
and tedious fight, bꝛought him and his iſtreſſe among the 
vanquiſhed, + lo toncluded p French Pzinces enterpꝛiſe to 
his own immoztal honoꝛ. Aft er ward came the King Agari- 
ell, with the Painces and Loꝛds of his Ceurt to Palmerins: 
Tent, making him the greateſt entertainment ceuid be-de-: 
uiſed , whereof Trincus and the other Ale maigue Loꝛdes 
were highlie contentcd,and after his wounds were healed, 
cauſed him and his companie fo be lodged in his own Pal- 
lace, wherc the Quene and her Ladies would often viſite 
him, and the Pzince Lewes like wiſe, who by many intrea⸗ 
ties with ſ::ncus, vnderſtode her name fo2 whom Palme. 
rin thus aduentured. Eut when the King vnder lde, that 
TIrincvs was the Emperour cf HAllemarignes Sonne, -1 
| 8 
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all this honourable cõpanie came from his Fathers Court, 
their welcome cannot be ſufficiently ſette downe, noꝛ Pal- 
merins pꝛaiſes effectuallic rehearſed, whome the Pꝛinte 
Lewes thus entertained. In ſwth Sir Palmerin, ᷓ Pꝛinte 
may imagine himſelfe happie, that is honoured with your 
knightlie ſeruice, but aboue all, the noble Emperonr of Al⸗ 
lemaigne, My Loꝛde, quoth Palmerin, it likes you to ſpeake 
your pleaſure o me, yet did J neuer knowe Knightes moꝛe 
wozthy in fight then your Countrimen, among whom pour 
delerts may not eſcape vnrepozted,no moꝛe then the der ds 
of Scipio can among the Remaines. Manie other honour a⸗ 
ble and familiare ſpeeches paſſed betweene the P2ince and 
Palmerin, about the Ladies figures that were bꝛought to 
the Jouſtes : Polinarda onely trpumphing beponde all the 
reſt, hauing no ſeconde but faire Agriola of England, the 
Gaddeſſe and Miſtreſſe fo the Duke of Gaale.

bꝛaue ſeutences of loue, dꝛawne fro Miſtoꝛiographers and 
Pocts, as well Greeke as Latin, in pꝛayſe of the Miſtreſle 
of his deuoted affections. In the moꝛ ning hee went to gyue 
the god moꝛrowe to the Pꝛinceſſe Lucemania Daughter 
to the Ring of Fraunce, whom he had cholen fo2 his ſpouſe 
and TAlife. After many ſollemme courteſies paſſed between 
thein, fearing the Qutene ſhoulde finde them togeather, hee 
twke his leaue of her, ſhe giuing him fro her arme a ſump⸗ 
tuous Baatelet, garniſhed with ſire _ Diamondes, and 
lire fapze Rubtes, which gift encouraged him to follow his 
enterpꝛiſe. Beeing come into the ie ld, the Judges appoin- 
ted, were the eldeſt Sonne of Fraunce, and the Countie of 
Armignac, wile Pzinces and valiant knights, and ſtan⸗ 
ding in p Gate of his Tent vnarmcd,becauſc he ſawe none 
readie fo offer him battell: the Duke of Lorrayne at length 
entred the Fielde „ attended on by a bꝛaue company of 
Knights and Squires, who bꝛought the poztrart of his La- 
die, beeing a figure of rare beautie, and hauing a.Crowne on 
her heade , where ouer was written in great Letters of 
Golde, Thys is Polmarda, exceedyng in beauty al Ladyes 
in the world, which was read by manie, who coulde not ſa⸗ 
til⸗fie their cyes in beholding fo bꝛaue a ſpectacle, and being 
ſette on the Pillar appointed, he came to the Duke of $«- 
noye,laping. Blaſphemous night, detractcur of the beau⸗ 
fie of Ladies, heere map thine owne epes witnes hew thou 
half bclyed beautie, in pꝛeſuming to thinke any moꝛe fapꝛe 
then this incomparable creature, to wheme thy Ladye may 
not woꝛthilie be handmaide. And il thou will not pzeſently 
conteſſe what J commaunde thee, ſheelde thy head from my 
weapon, which J meane to knocke well foꝛ thy great vn- 
diſcretion. The Duke of Saxey enraged with theſe wozds, 
armed himſelfe pꝛeſently without any aunſwere, & moun- 
ting on hoꝛſebacke with a ſtrong Launte in his _—_ en⸗

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countredhis enemit | couragiguſſye , ag baeaking theit 
ſtaues b2anely in ſhyuers ta thelt derye Gauntiets, paſſed 
on without any further harme. The Duke of Sevoy angrie 
that he had not diſmounted his enemie, with hys Swoꝛde 
dꝛawne returned furiouſly vpon him, x ide on ſuch ſtrokes 
as the fire flev ſwathj ol his Helmet: vet th Duke of Lor- 
rayne like a god and hardie Knight,defended himſelfe vali⸗ 
antly, and reached the Duke of Sau many ſhꝛe wd woun⸗ 
des, fa that bothe of them thꝛdughlit netled rent cache o- 
thers Armour in ſuch ſoꝛt with their Wozus, and mangled 
they: fleſh ſo vnmerctfully , as the Judges coulde not ima⸗ 
gine wohs had the better vanntuge⸗ The Duke of Sauoye

By 
God (my Loade) Leone made a flender chouſe of the Duke 
of Lorraine fo2 his vallayle, and Madame Polmarda ſcant 
wiſe'fo chaſe him laꝛ her Champion, in reſpect of the excel- 
lent beautie Nature hath beſtoſned on her. And vet it could 
not be imagined, howe-the Duke of Lorraine ſhoulde gayne 


the victozy without ſhame, in @king honoz beyonde his de- 


ſerf , becauſe he is vnwooꝛthy ſuch extraoꝛdinarp fauoure: 
which makes ine repute it rather of a faynt hart, then anie 
want of a iuſt quarrell.

m us; This Netrides growing in god conſtitution of bodie 
and behauiour, being well beloued generally, ſo gratious,

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Gentlemen « the people of Hungaria, eſteemed him moze 
then their Ming Tariſius, who being crowned after his fa- 
thers deceaſe,loued Netrides asbzotherhoode required, till 
Foztune (enuious of thts concoꝛde) not willing that ß ver- 
tues ofthis pong Pꝛince ſhould be there extinguſhed: chan- 
ged his affection into exceeding hatred, by an occaſion heeres 
after following. One date the Ring Tariſius walking in 
his Garden to take the apꝛe, left his Bꝛother Nerrides in 
his Chamber accompanied with the Qutene, who without 
imagination of any harme, noꝛ that his fatall ſtars woulde 
ſoꝛt hun ame miſ-foztune,fatte downe in the kings chayꝛe 
as he talked with the Qucene,and continued there fo long, 
till Tariſius came vp and founde him there ſifting , which 
be toke in ſuch ill part, as in a great rage he thus beganne. 
Whomade the ſo audacious and pꝛeſumptuous to ſitte in 
my ſeate, againſt thy duety and mp liking 2 By mine hono2 


thou haſt done moꝛe then thou weeneſt, and if J ſee the like 


againe, oꝛ I may but heare thereof, thy heade ſhall pay the 
pꝛice of thy folly, Netrides, who of his owne nature was 
bunble and gentle, fell downe on his knee, intreating the 
King his Bꝛother fo pardon him, foz what hee had done, 
was not with any intent to diſpleale his Maieſtie, but an 
ouerſicht,and that ſo he would permit it to paſſe. The King 
made him no aunſ were, becauſe hee tooke Netrides reaſons 
fo2 no payment, but conceiued a ſecret hatred in his minde, 
by thts occaſts of ſo lender moment, which increaſed thence 
fozward,as the matter p2ougking a flerte Meteoꝛe:ſo that 
he did repine at his Bꝛother ſo much, as he wold not ſpeak 
to him, noꝛ affo2de him a good countenaunce, Then called 
he to remembꝛatmte the loue of his people towardes hys 
Bꝛother, and if this hatred ſhould come totheir knowledge 


fo2 fo ſmall a cauſe, he imagined they woulde diſplace him, 


and make Netrides Ring. Foz which cauſe hee intended to 
haue him ſlaine.and the execution hereof hee committed to 
one of his Archers, but God (who is euermoꝛe the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uer of the innocent) would not ſuffer ſuch a damned diede 
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ol paratide to take effect, Which Tariſius perteiuing, and 

finding one day his Bꝛother alone, enla med with this dyſ⸗ 
tontented hunmur, ſapd. Netrides, thcu haſt offended mee 
moꝛe then will now ſtand to argue on, J thereſoꝛe baniſh 
thee my Court and Ringdeme, and lame that within thzee 
daies thou get theꝛ hence, and on thy life not to diſt ouer it 
fo any man, oꝛ taks any one with ther to beare ther cOpany, 
The vong Paince obe dient to his Bꝛother, made anſtvere, 
that he wold accompliſh his charge, and fo withdze w him⸗ 
ſelfe into his Chamber, not declaring to any ene hys cauſe 
of heauines. Then willing one of his Squires to ſadble Hys 
Hoꝛſe, departed ſo cloſely as he coulde, fozbidving ame of 
his Seruaunts to follow hun, and ſuch expedition he made, 
as not reſting but one night in any lodging, he left his bꝛo⸗ 
thers kingdome, wandering wuhcut anie care of himſelfe, 
oꝛ which wayhe fnke, but went heere and there, as foztane 
pleaſed to guide him.

Thus re- 
mained he with this armcient Knight Lombardo, whoaf- 
tcrwarde neuer remembꝛed him of his miſeries in d Fo2s 
reſt, but intreated him ſo well as though hee had beene his 
owne Sonne. Netrides ſeing the Knights Daughter ſo 
faire and well conditioned, and ſhe regarding not onelp the

takte their Campe,wherupon the Countie Tolano in hope 
of the daie, folloined vpon them with his Allemagne courts 
laces, which Fryſol percenuaa, mette him in the face with 
his ᷑ngliib ſquadzon, and giuing the ſpurres to his Poꝛſe, 
ran with his Launce quite thozow his bodie: whereat the 
Allemaignes much amazed, when they ſaw their Generall 
fall dead from his Yozle, determined valiantly to reuenge 
his death, but Fryſol and his men dealt with them ſo round 
lie, as the ſtouteſt was glad and fame to mane them waie. 
Pet had they hende in Fry ſol with ſuch a trpupe, as if the 
Due had not ſperdilie come withreſkewe, they had then 
him, and then began the ſharpeſt biekering, foz the Due of 
Gaule and Fryſol with their men ſo beſtirred them, as the 
Allemaignes clcane diſcouraged, begurme to diſoꝛder them⸗ 
ſelues, and with the Nr wayes fled to the Cittie fo faſt as 
they coulde, where Fry ſol e his men had entered, but that 
the King of Norway not daring to come into the ſielde, was 
there with men ſufficient to reſiſt his entrie. Thus remai⸗ 
ned the victozy to the Duke of Gaule, by the bꝛaue policies 
of Fryſol and his men, he beeing generally commended of 
the Armie: and thus retired the Allemaignes 4 Nervvaye⸗ 
to their ſhame and diſhonoz. After the retrait ſounded by 
the King ol Norway her {ent to þ Duke to demaunde truce 
foʒ fours and twentie howzes , that they might burpe iche 
dead, àmong whom was the Countie Toland: which bees 
ing graunted him, he cauſed the Counties bodie to bee em⸗

whereuppon Fry ſol was Lieuetenant generall foz p Duke

Me made very courteous reuerence, & trembling with mo- 
Te& bathfulnes,ſaid.Yowfare ye gentle might ? trult me 
pour hard foꝛtune dvth.greathe diſpleaſe mo, and if I couid 
beare part therein, deleeue me J gladly woulde endare the 
paine : fozit is good reaſon, that the cauſer of the harme, 
HouldHhaue-apoztion of the toꝛment, gratifping vou with a 
Mapdenus thanks,foz your good alſiſtaunte without any'de- 
ſert. Trmeus was ſo rauiſhed with her pꝛeſente, ardhea- 
ring her ipeake ſo freendlie, in whom tonſiſted the (afette of 
his life, as he coulde not vtter the toy hee conctined > which 
the Pancelle well noted, and Palmerin like wiſe, who aun 
ſwered her in this munner. It cannat bee Madame but iny 
Lo2d Trineus will ſoone amend hauing the ſoueraigne mo⸗ 
ditine ſo neere him, that is one ly able to helpe hum: and 
with theſe wozdes hee left them togeather » to acquaint 
each other with their ſecrete afflicions,. when the P2ince, 
giuing a græudus ſighe, ſayd.

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E, lap ing. Welcome are the Knightes that deliuered

Franarca, with diucrs other ſalutations, whereat Palmerin + 


and his Frtendes were greatlie abathed. Paſſihgon to the 
Pallace ,* ai the way they were Kill pzeſented with rare 
Howes and deniles; and the Knightes Lodgings were ap⸗ 
pointed in vory lkattlic Chambers in the Court, cauſing v- 
pen Court to be kept ſoꝛ epght dayes ſpace, los the honour 
of theſe-knights,and entertainement of all freenvlie com- 
mers,inall-bhith tinte there wanted no ſpozts + delights, 
&s duch dune and occaſions duo necelarilie require. Nowe 
came all the P2inets, Lo2des,and renowned Rnightes in 
England#0 the Courle,vxcept the Duke of Cn, who ex⸗ 
aer him himſelfe by the warre in his owne p2onince 4 which 
vet was not the :rheefels cauſe of His ab: but the 
thams hee- ropuited 10 hitſelfe' fo; his yle-in France, 


when he entred the Combatte os the beautie of the fayze 
Pzincefſe Agriols. Theſe Knights thus wozthilic intrea- 


ted, they were at no time denyed antraunce into the King 
and Queenes Chambers, by which meane Tryneus myght 
when hiailelfe pleaſed conferre with the Pzinbeſe,till this 
ſtant among all other, the Meinte thus began fo his La- 
die and Miſtroſſe.

notoꝛious offence, On her behalfe thercfoze my Loꝛde, J 
ſaie and wilt maintaine, that Ny feres is a moſt difloyall 
Traytour, and his mouth ſhall tonleſte it , oꝛ this dap will 
J take his heade from his bodie. My . feeling himſelfe 
ſomewhat touched, grewe into great anger, and albeit the 
ſhame he did the Ladie deliuered him culpable, and made 
him doubt the iſlue of the Combatte: pet in meruailous 
choller hee aunſwered the Knight, that hee falſelpye belped 
him, and was readie to make pꝛoofe thereof in Combatte, 
if if pleaſed the King fo to appoint it. And J doubt not (ꝙ 
hee) to make thee pate foꝛ thy raſhnes, and fozce thee ton⸗ 


. feſſe thy lacke of dyſcretion, in gyuing credife to the troth⸗ 


leſſe complaints of this deceitfull Wieman , Then was it 
oꝛdeined, that this differente ſhoulde bee tryed by Armes: 


wheruvon the Ladies Rnight thus ſpake to the Wing. Seco ©... 


ing it hath plcaſcd your Maieſtie, to graunt the Fielde to 
Miſeres and me, may it pleaſe you (as is the cuſtome) to 
commaunde, that hee deliuer hoſtages: to the ende, if hee 
be vanquiſhed ,. the Caſtell may bee deliuered into pour 
handes, to deliuer it in iuſtice where it appertaines. Good 
reaſon, ſaide the Ring, and therefoꝛe Miſeres, pou mult be⸗ 
ſoꝛe you enter the Fielde, accompliſhe what the night in 
equitic hath demaunded. 

Then Miſeres called one of his Bꝛetheren, whom he re- 
quired to ſtande as his hoſtage: and doubt not befoze the 
Sunne be ſette, but J will diſcharge my ſelfe & my pledge, 
with which woꝛdes hee departed the Hall to arme him⸗ 
ſelfe: but becauſe the daie was too farre ſpent, the matter 
was deferred till the next moꝛning. The Bing e his Lo2ds, 
ſecing the Ladies night in ſuch reſolute aſſuraunce, mer⸗ 
ueiled of whenee and what he was,  foz none there knewe 


him but Palmerin, who neither coulde geſſe aſluredly * 


pee was, but by the golden Sunne in his Azure Sheelve; 


which made him remember that at the Jouſtes in Fraunci 


the perillous Combatte without victozye on eyther ſive, 
was fought befweene him and this Knight, Palmerin bers 
ing gladde to ſee the man he long loked fo2, and purpoſing 
nowe to be fully reuenged on hun, ſecretly went foozth ol 
the Hall, connnatmding one of his Squires, to conuere hys 
Pozfe and Armour the next moꝛning out of the Cittie, be⸗ 
tauſe if hee vanquiſhed Miſeres, at his returne he intended 
to ſight with him, o2 if Miſeres had the better,, pet hee 
ſhoulde not depart thence againe with life. 


Nowe vou muſk vnderſtande, that this Knight which 
came with the Ladie, was the intght of the Sunne, named 


Fry ſol, who euer ſince the Combatte betweene Palmerin 


and him, remayned with the Duke of Ga»: , and was of 


him highlie honoured fo2 his woozthy chinalrie.Df whome 
when this diſtreſſed Ladie hearde, ſhe made her complaint 
to him ol the w2ong Myſeres had done her, F Fryſol pitty- 

ing her caſe, pꝛomiſed to ayde her in recouerie of her ryght; 
and ſo came with her to the King of England Courte, to the 
great greefe of the Duke of Caule, who made Fry ſol pzc- 
miſe him to returne againe after the Combatte: but #ry- 
ſol was moze deſirous thereof then the Duke, in reſpecte of 
his fay2e Diſter, becauſe hee was eſpeciallie beloucd of her. 
Thus Palmerin following his enterpꝛiſe, feared to bee pꝛe⸗ 
uented, becauſe the Fielde was appointed by the ing, in 
the ſame place where hee intended to meete with Fry ſol, 
and befide, Palmerin and the Duke of M orgalles were oꝛ⸗ 


dayned Judges of the Fielde, which he would not willing⸗ 


lie haue taken vppon him, doubting by that meane fo bee 
nvered of his other determination. The time being come 


that the Bnights ſhoulde to the Combatte, the Ring and 


the Ladies came to their caſfoldes, and the fwo Judges 
wereplaced in their Tent, accompanied with many Pꝛin⸗ 


ces and honourable perſons, 1 
After that the Heraldes had canunauided the Cham⸗ 
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he were ofmy Courte, becauſe a King accompanied with 
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pions to do their deuopꝛe, then they claſped theyꝛ Pelmets 
and fetching their carrire, mette with ſuch puiſſaunce as 


Miſeres bꝛake his Launce on Fryſols Sheelde, not moning 
him in his Saddle: but Friſol dꝛiuing his Launce thꝛough 
Myſeres bodie, cauſed the Traptour to fall deade to the 
earth. Then he allighting, and opening Miſeres Helmette, 
ſawe no life in him, came to the Judges, ſaping. You may 
nowe perteiue my Loꝛdes, whether hee that offered this 
Ladte ſuch villainy, hath receiued his due deſerte, oz no, if 
there pet remaine any thing els to doo foꝛ recouering of 
her right, Jam heere readie to maintaine her cauſe. Pal. 
merin, who was not verie well pleaſed with this vicozte, 


, anſwered,Knight vou haue done enough at this tyme, pꝛay

ding the bodie of Miſeres to be bzought thence, which was 
afterward inferred with great honour, 

Friſol hauing thus vanquiſhed My ſcres, the Ladie foz 
whain he entred the Combatte. fell on her knees beloꝛe the 
Ling, deſtring him to ſurrender the Caſtell which Myſeres 
vniuſtlie detained from her. In ſooth Ladie, quoth p King, 
it is reaſon you ſhould haue iuſtite, and pour owne deliue⸗ 


red pou, but knowe you his name that defended your quar⸗ 


rell 2 Þy Lozde, (quoth Wee) in concealing his name, 3 
ſhoulde offer him great w2ong,conſidering the county and 

20welle of the man, which hath not beene ſparingly ſhew- 
ed heeretofoꝛe, in pzeſence of the Duke of Caule againſt the 
Buig of Norway, whoſe Armie was diſcomfited by the woꝛ⸗ 
thie valour and policte of this Knight, who calleth himſelfe 
by the name ol Fryſol , the Duke of 6awlc biinging hym 
foozth of France at his laſt voyage, and euer ſince hath ſo 
deerelie loued him, as hee were his owne naturall Bꝛo⸗ 
ther. J pꝛomiſe you Ladie, ſapde the ing, vou made no ill 
choyſe ot pour night, foꝛ J haue heeretofoze hearde of hys 
actions, and am not a little glad that J know him, wyſhing 


ſuch 
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ſuch perſonnes, muſt needes imagine his Countrey happie. 
And in reſpecte he ts (o bꝛaue a Champion, it is impoſſible 
but hee ſhoulde bee a wyſe and vertuous Knight, where⸗ 
fo2e J pꝛape you cauſe him come to mee: which ſhee pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie dyd, and hauing ſaluted his Paieſtie with honou⸗ 
rable rencrence, the King embꝛaced him with theſe wozs, 
des. Wlooꝛthy Sir, you are molt hartilie welcome, 3 cotta 
wylh vou were one of my Knightes , in reſpeqe that my 
Court ſhoulde bee the moze honoured, and J might requite 

your paynes better then J can on a ſuddaine. 

Mightie P2ince, (quoth Fryſol ) in aſſiſting this di⸗ 
ſtreſſed Ladie, J haue doone but my duetie: but if J coulde 
ante way doo pour highneſſe ſeruice, J knowe no Pzince 
lining, foꝛ whome J woulde moꝛe gladlie employ my ſelfe. 
And at this time vꝛgent affayzes ercuſe mee from ſtaying 
heere ame longer: neuertheleſſe, J intreate your my good 
Loꝛde, (if it may ſtande with your fauourable ipking) to 
repute mee among the number of pour Souldiours and 
Seruaunts.

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chat this daye liueth in all Greece. That woozthy pꝛelent᷑ 
greatlie delighted Palmerin, becauſe heerin his deſire was 
ſamewhat latiſ fed, which was to knowe the eſtate of his 
Father: wherefoꝛe in mut of this pleaũng humour hee 
(aide to the Ladie, J perceiue fay2ze Madam, that your Si⸗ 
terbnewe moꝛe ot ip deſtenie then anie other, foz ſeeing 
the coulve ſo truelie deſcribe my name, J ncede make no 


great daubt ol her further iudgment. So taking away the 


Suke, behelde there a moꝛe ſianptuous Armour, then that 
which halting Vulcan made foz noble Achilles, at the ear- 
nelt mtreatie of beautifull Thetis „ beeing curiouſlie cha- 
ſed duer with flow2es of Gold; and the Shrelde of Stecle, 
engrauen with rare deuiſes, as wel might beſeeme 5ᷣ grea⸗ 
telt Mꝛinre in the woꝛlde. Palmerin pzefently put of hys 
owne Krmour, and inueſted himſeite with the Ladies gift, 
which fo well agreed with hun in euerie point, as the like 
couldẽ haryke be framed foꝛ his bodie. wer 
chen he was thus armed, he deũtredithe Ladie fo ſhe 

him the waie, that might conduct him ko the plate where he 
ſhould vdiſtharge his pꝛomiſe, foꝛ he would delaus no further 
time in a matter of ſuch weight.

ffrefſe: hee gaue one of the Lyons ſuch a trueil ſtroke bes 
tweene the eyes, as he tombled headlong into the Water, 
and was afterwarde ſcene no moꝛe, and ſoone after he ſent 
the other after foz companie, but had not his Armour beene 
ol meruailous vertue , doubtleſſe this ſhoulde haue beene 
his laſt aduenture. ; ; 
Not a little topfull of this happy bictoꝛie, he entre the 
Boate, and with one of the Dares beganne fo rowe, but 
nowe was hee ſurpziſed with a wonderfull daunger, foꝛ the 
Mater aroſe in huge byllowes , beating and toſſing the 
Boate fo fearefullie, as he had much a doo tu kœpe the bots 
tome from turning vpwarde.. In this perplexitie, which 
hee coulde not deuiſe howe to mittigate, a matter of greater 
miſchaunte vet befel him, foz a meruailous great and ong- 
lie Monſter ſuddainlie Carted out of the Mater, Which las 
boured by all meanes paſſible to ouerturne the Boate. 
Nowe was hee coultrayned to fozgoc his Dare, and dzaawe 
his weapon to refiſt this Ponſter, which terrefied hum la

To comfozt him in this contagious extreamitie, hee 
imploꝛed his diuine aſliſtaunce, whole onclic pzoutdence 
muſt nowe defende him, els had the raging and diſtempe⸗ 
red Mater, pz the rauenous Monſter that gaped foz hys 
life, deuoured hum. But he that in greateſt perrilles, was 
euer of vndaunted ſpirite, made ſuch harde ſhyffe to rowe 
with his Swoꝛde, as — of the Bonlter, and the 
hurling waues ol the Mater, hee landed on the otherſide: 


when immediatlie all the coniuration ceaſſed, ſo that neys 
ther Mater, Ponſter, Boate oꝛ any thing els might then 
bee diſcerned. J leaue yon to imagine, whether Palmerin

from her Mother. Come downe J pꝛay thee if thou bee not 
afraide , and thou ſhalt ſ& what entertainment AJ giue to

Are pou Sir (quoth the night) ſuch a coꝛrectoꝛ and re⸗ 
fozmer of vices? Dareft thou but tarrie tell J come downe 
I hall teache thee the way to be better aduiſed. do arming 
himſelfe pꝛeſentlie, he mounted on hozſebacke , and came 
fozth ol the Caſfelt : whereuppon Palmerin thus ſpake to 
him. There is ouer great ods Sir Knight , vou to bee on 
hozſebacke, and J on foote;you ſhall ſhewe ſmall manhood 
in offering me lich w2ong: J pray thee(of courteſte)allight, 
otherwiſe J ſhall beſfowe ſuch acurrying on your Palfrap,

Steing pour departure Sir, map not 
be denied, J would pꝛeſent you with the Faulcon, Which 
peſterday did ſo ſpecially content you, which if peu pleaſe 
to accept foꝛ my ſake:J ſhall not ſoꝛget the honour pon haue 
don me,cte&fely that pon vouchſafed to ſfay here this night 
beeing as welcome bether as the King him ſelfe . Steing it 
is rour pleaſure Padame, ſapd Palmerin, lo beſfowe your 
Faulcon on mee „ J accept it as the onely thinge pou 
could gine me, and by the faith of a Knight J pꝛomiſe you, 

that 
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that J will kepe it fo: your ſake, and neuer part there⸗ 
with, if by fo2ce oz villainie it be not taken from me. The 
Lady ſo iopfull b&reof as might be deuiſed, cauſed the Faul 
con fo be bzought to him. Heere mult you note, that this is 
tbe ſelfe ſame Ladp, which ſent the Faulcon to Varnan, 
and loaed him ſo deerely as after ſhe vnderſtod he had foz- 
ſoke the Countrie, ſhe gaue her ſeife altogeather fo this re⸗ 
creation, Her Father perceiuing how ſhe was affected, ſul⸗ 
fered her to take her pleaſure, ſending ber euermoze the 
beſt Haukes that could be gotten .

J hope 4 haue learned, ſapd Palmerin, to kepe my ſelfe fr 
ſach places:bat would faine knowe the gentle Chamber 
Page, that is ſo ſkilfull in waiting with his Panfofles, as 
be can teach Knights errant how to were the, The Knight 
being angry,called foꝛth the reſt of his companions, among 
whom he eſpied Hermes pꝛiſoner, his Helmet lying by him, 
and bis armes pinntond:therefoze to reuenge his wzonge, 
be called his Squire, ſaping. J pꝛap the my friend loke to 
my Hauke a while, foꝛ J am come to defende thy Maiſters 
honour:and calling to the Dukes Knight,ſayd, Come Sir, 
let vs diſpatch quickly, foꝛ J haue earneſt buſines in an o- 
ther place: the Knight laughing at him, anſwered. Why 
how now Captaine:tbinke you to paſſe hence ſo. eaſilye: 
Meere are ſafficient to ſtay pour haſty iournep, eleuen moze 
mult falke with vou, the wurlt of them able to abate pour 
pꝛide, foꝛ your hozlle lackes a ſtable, and we will pzonids 
bim one. Bo coutching their Launces, they mette together 
with ſuch foꝛce, as p Dukes Kntght was thꝛowen krom his 
Moꝛſſe, his ſhoulder beeing bzoken with the weight of bis 
fall, Palmerin arreſting the Rnightes hoꝛſſe fo2 hys owne, 
gaue him to Hermes ſquire in kiping, ſaping. Becauſe the 
night is not willing to get on hozMe-backe againe, holde 
this foꝛ me, and he may lie at eaſe fo ſee the fo2tune of hys 
fellowes.

Know then, that at this inſtant J am in the middeſt of all 
my milfoztones ,fo2 ſo badly hath it happened, that J am 
now farther from Agriola then cuer J was, end I ſhall tel 
vou how, Not many dapes ſinte, as J was familtarely de- 
nifing with my Ladp, the Duke of Gaules danghter chaun⸗ 
ted to heare, ſuch amoꝛous ſpeeches as paſſed befweene the 
Mꝛinceſſe and me, wherby ſhe gathered, that Agriola made 
ſome eſtimation ot me: wbereupon ſhe laboured, to canſe 
my Piſtreſſe in ſhozte time miflike , what J bad ſo long 
trauapled to perſwade her with, as thus. That it ill beſee- 
med a P2incelle of her account, of to gracious diſcent, and 
daughter to ſuch a mightie Ring, to conſerre with rantt- 
gers, oꝛ vouchſafe a liſtening to any thing they ſapd : foz 
they were none ſuch as the reputed them, but after they 
bad bought a Ladyes Honour in daunger „ they then 
were ſatif-fied , as they vſed it foz a cuſtome among 
theyꝛ companions. And ſo well could the feede the Pzin⸗ 
telle humour, with tbeſe ſuboꝛning and ſpightfull de⸗ 
tractions, which ſmed to her as werte and freendlp pers 
ſwaſions: that in ſfede of the little lwue J lately conque⸗ 
red, 3 finde nothing but frownes and dildaine, that ſhe wil 
ſcant affw2d me a loke. Which diſcourteſie hath well neere 
dꝛiuen me to deſpapꝛe, in regard of her flender opinion ok 
me, as being ſo hindered only thꝛough pour abſence. Often 
J determined with Ptolome, to leaue the Courte and fol⸗ 
lowe pon in trauaile: but the Ring by no meanes woulde 
permit me, ſending many of his 6wne Knights, becauſe J 
ſhould not goe:pet was J reſolned,thathad pou not come, 
no diſplcaſure whatſocuer ſhould haue helde me heere, but 
to finde you J intended, oꝛ loſe m life.
